ENROLLMENT  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


CONVOCATION  SERVICE. 

The  convocation  sermon  was  delivered 
by  President  Harlan  in  the  Presbyterian 
church  on  Sunday  morning  Sept.  24.  A 
very  large  number  of  students  from  the 
three  departments  of  the  University,  to- 
gether with  a  goodly  number  of  townspeople 
were  present.  The  speaker  took  for  his 
text:  "Lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto 
the  end  of  the  world."  The  burden  of  his 
discourse  was  the  possibility  of  a  close  com- 
panionship between  Christ  and  his  follower. 
Christ  must  ascend  before  the  comforter 
could  come  ;  He  put  aside  his  earthly  form, 
that  his  spirit  might  dwell  in  his  disciples 
more  abundantly.  The  thought  most  to  be 
remembered  was  the  thought  of  Christ  as 
the  christian's  body-guard. 


FIRST  VESPER    SERVICE. 

The  first  Vesper  Service  of  the  year 
was  held  in  Reid  Memorial  Chapel  on  Sun- 
day afternoon,  Sept.  24.  President  Harlan 
delivered  a  very  helpful  sermon  on  the 
subject  of  temptation.  It  is  to  be  looked 
at  not  merely  as  an  underminer  of  character, 
but  rather  as  a  Divinely-appointed  tryer  of 
souls.  If,  it  be  yielded  to,  it  is  a  curse  in- 
deed, but,  if  it  be  overcome,  it  is  a  great 
blessing.

The   Two-bundred   Goal    in  Sight  -Sixteen  Per 
Cent  Gain  Over  Last  Year. 

At  the  present  rate  of  increase,  we 
shall,  a  year  hence,  have  attained  the  two 
hundred  mark.  Last  yea!  college  opened 
with  an  enrollment  of  151,  of  whom  62  were 
women  and  89  men.  This  year  we  number, 
including  two  graduate  students,  176 — 70 
women  and  106  men.  Thus  we  have  a  gain 
in  numbers  over  last  year  of  25 — 8  women 
and  17  men.  Not  only  is  there  a  gain  in 
numbers  but  the  percentage  increase  is  con- 
stantly growing  larger.  Two  years  ago 
there  was  an  increase  of  10  per  cent,  last 
year  14  per  cent  and  this  year  we  have  a 
gain  of  over  16  per  cent.  So  it  is  not  un- 
reasonable to  predict  an  enrollment  of  over 
two  hundred  next  year. 

Although  just  one-half  of  her  students 
are  from  Illinois,  the  territory  of  Lake  For- 
est is  by  no  means  a  local  one.  Iowa  sends 
32  students;  Indiana  is  next  with  its  20 
representatives;  Wisconsin  sends  7;  then 
come  New  York  and  Oregon  each  with  5; 
Nebraska  and  Ohio  4  each.  In  all  17  states 
are  represented  in  the  personell  of  the  stud- 
ent body. 

Houses  have  been  found  off  the  cam- 
pus for  two  of  the  fraternities,  thus  making 
room  for  a  considerable  number  of  students. 
But  even  with  that  expedient  the  entire 
space  in  the  men's  dormitories  is  being 
occupied.  Lois  Hall,  too,  is  being  taxed  to 
the  utmost.  Thus  we  have  come  to  a  criti- 
cal stage  in  our  growth;  more  dormitory 
space  is  absolutely  necessary  for  our  further 
development. 

One  thing  especially  to  be  noted  is  that 
among  the  men  there  is  a  19  per  cent  in- 
crease, over  against  a  13  per  cent  increase 
among  the  women — a  condition  of  affairs 
that  would  be  very  gratifying  to  many  of 
the  larger  universities.

Mr.  James  A.  Vaughn,  who  comes  to  us 
from  Dartmouth  as  football,  track  and  base- 
ball coach,  graduated  from  that  institution 
last  spring.  Whiie  there  he  made  a  record 
for  himself  as  a  halfback,  in'^which  position 
he  played  for  four  years.  He  succeeds  Mr. 
Herschberger  who  now  has  charge  of  ath- 
letics at  the  Academy.  Mr.  Vaughn  ar- 
rived in  Lake  Forest  and  started  football 
practice  on  September  u.  The  vigorous 
and  inspiring  manner  in  which  he  has  taken 
hold  of  the  situation  here  augurs  well  for 
the  future  of  the  athletics  of  the   College. 

ILaKe  Forest  34,  West  Division  0. 

On  Farwell  field  last  Saturday  after- 
noon, 'Lake  Forest  easily  defeatedjj^West 
Division  High  School]by  a  score  of  34  to  0. 
The  Chicago  boys  kicked  off  to  Black,  who 
advanced  the  ball  35  yards]  before°being 
downed.       By    smashing     tactics,     through 


guard  and  tackle,  the  ball  was  carried  down 
the  field  for  a  touch-down  by  Captain  Mc- 
Crea  in  the  first  seven  minutes  of  play. 
McCrea  kicked  goal.  Ossowski,  of  West 
Division,  kicked  off  and  Black  returned  the 
ball  40  yards,  making  a  touch-down  three 
minutes  later.  McCrea  kicked  off.  Christ- 
enson  advanced  five  yards  and  fumbled. 
West  Division  got  the  ball,  but  fumbled 
again,  and  Lake  Forest  took  charge  of  the 
pigskin.  Beltzner  replaced  Black  at  this 
point.  Shortly  after  Captain  McCrea  went 
over  for  another  touch-down  and  made 
goal.  Lake  Forest  kicked  off  and  Ham- 
mond punted,  giving  Lake  Forest  the  oppor- 
tunity to  make  another  touch-down,  on  a 
line-plunge  by  Beltzner.  McCrea  again 
kicked  goal.  At  the  end  of  the  half  the 
score  23  points  had  been  made  by  the  home 
team. 

Several  changes  were  made  in  the  Lake 
Forest  line-up  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  half,  McKee  and  Beltzner  alone  re- 
maining in  the  backfield,  and  Keithley, 
Grant,  Hennings,  Magness  and  Stolz  tak- 
ing places  in  the  line.  Lake  Forest  kicked 
off  to  Hammond,  who  was  soon  forced  to 
punt.  Micheals  secured  the  ball  and  after  a 
few  moments  of  play  Beltzner  went  over 
the  line  for  a  touch-down.  Joe  McCrea 
kicked  goal.  West  Division  again  kicked 
to  the  college  men,  who  went  straight  down 
the  field  for  another  five  points,  in  spite  of 
a  fifteen  yard  penalty  for  holding.  Lake 
Forest  failed  to  kick  goal.  Soon  after  the 
next  kick-off  Lake  Forest  was  again 
penalized  for  holding  and  time  was  called 
before  another  score  could  be  made. 


The  outlook  for  a  good  team  is  very 
promising,  although  the  playing  was  ragged 
and  showed  lack  of  good  team  work  and 
steadiness  which  is  to  be  expected  lpter  on 
in  the  season.  The  plays  used  were  princi- 
pally bucks  through  guard  and  tackle. 
McCrea  punted  well  in  the  first  half  of  the 
game.  Williams  at  right  guard  did  more 
consistent  work  than  any  other  player. 

Coach  Vaughn  was  interviewed  by  a 
reporter,  and  said  in  part,  "The  playing  was 
ragged;  the  back  and  tackles  were  slow. 
Several  of  the  men  were  green,  although 
Williams  and  Beltzner  showed  up  well. 
The  game  was  no  test  of  the  ability  of  the 
men,  who  on  the  whole  played  fairly  well 
I  should  say  that  the  outlook  for  a  success- 
ful season  is  good."

The  Football 
Situation. 

The  loss  of  almost  every  veteran  player 
of  last  year's  football  team  left  the  outlook 
for  the  coming  season  a  rather  gloomy  one. 
We  have  been  most  happily  deceived  in  our 
expectations,  and  the  rift  in  the  clouds 
grows  broader  every  day.  The  squad  of 
men  which  is  now  rounding  into  shape  un- 
der the  tutelage  of  coach  Vaughn  is  very 
much  more  aggressive  than  any  which  has 
been  seen  for  years  on  a  Lake  Forest  field. 
Every  position  on  the  team  is  being  hotlv 
contested,  which  is  as  it  should  be.  The 
utmost  confidence  is  expressed  in  our  new 
coach.  He  is  a  close  student  of  the  game, 
and  energetic  and  inspiring  in  his  methods. 
The  training  table  which  has  been  instituted 
this  year  will  be  of  great  value  in  keeping 
the  men  in  the  best  physical  condition.

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OUR  FOUNDER. 

The  death  of  Mrs.  Charles  B.  Farvvell 
which  occurred  at  8  o'clock  Tuesday  even- 
ing removes  from  earth  the  greatest  bene- 
factor of  Lake  Forest  University.  For  Mrs. 
Farvvell  was  not  merely  a  donor  and  a  pa- 
tron— and  she  was  the  former  to  the  extent 
of  many  thousands  of  dollars,  and  the  latter 
in  the  gift  of  all  her  children  to  our  class- 
rooms. But  she  was  also  a  founder  and  a 
promoter^  As  a  founder  she  grasped,  thir- 
ty years  ago,  an  educational  idea  which  was 
then  novel  and  almost  untried,  and  she  had 
faith  to  put  it  into  practice.  She  found  no 
collegiate  institution  of  the  first  rank  in 
scholarship,  not  under  state  control,  in 
which  a  woman  could  obtain  an  education 
such  as  men  enjoyed.  Her  solution  of  the 
difficulty  was  coeducation,  and  an  institution 
with  that  in  view  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Chicago,  in  which  her  own  daughters  might 
be  educated.  To  resolve  was  to  do,  and  in 
1876  the  charter  which  had  lain^  unused,  so 
far  as  collegiate  education  was  concerned, 
for  twenty  years,  was  brought  forth,  the 
graduating  class  of  the  one  high  school  then 
in  existence  in  Chicago  was  brought  to 
Lake  Forest,  and  the  COLLEGE  was  begun. 
Senator  Farwell  forwarded  in  the  most  cor- 
dial way  the  purposes  of  his  farsighted  con- 
sort. Money  was  poured  out,  a  college  hall 
was  erected,  President  Daniel  S.  Gregory 
and  a  staff  of  Professors  were  engaged,  and 
the  "Old  Northwest"  had  a  school  in  which 
men  and  women  have  always  fared  alike, 
and  in  which  the  work  has  always  stood  the 
test  of  the  best  standards  for  masculine  ed- 
ucation. It  is  signficant  that  in  the  month 
in  which  this  noble  and  revered  founder 
passes  from  earth  the  first  woman  to  join 
the  ranks  of  the  faculty  of  this  college 
should  be  gazetted. 

Mrs.  Farwell  has  her  memorials  in  four 
hundred  earnest  men  and  women  who  carry 
the  diploma  of  her  college,  and  who  around 
the  whole  globe  are  still  putting  her  wealth 
out  at    a  high  interest.       A    larger    number 


still  have  felt  for  shorter  periods  than  that 
of  the  four  years'  curriculum  the  influence 
that  is  abroad  in  this  institution,  and  that 
found  its  primal  inspiration  in  the  reasoned 
determination  of  Mrs,  Farwell  to  have  here 
a  college  that  should  make  men  and  women 
for  the  service  of  God  and  of  humanity. 
Truly,  here  are  records  of  her  great  soul 
more  enduring  than  monumental  brass  or 
cold   marble.

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THE  GLEE  CLUB. 

Last  year,  after  a  lapse  of  several  years 
with  no  such  organization,  Lake  Forest  pro- 
duced a  successful  Glee  club.  It  came 
about  in  answer  to  an  oft  expressed  desire 
on  the  part  of  President  Harlan,  and  to  a 
need  long  felt  by  the  fellows  themselves. 
Last  year  there  was  nothing  but  raw  mate- 
rial to  start  on;  practice  was  not  begun  till 
December,  and  not  begun  in  earnest  till 
after  Christmas.  And  yet,  with  the  able 
leadership  of  Mr.  Stevens,  the  efficient  man- 
agement of  Mr.  Talcott,  and  the  determina- 
tion and  work  of  the  men  themselves,  there 
resulted  a  club  that  has  made  a  name  for 
itself  and  its  college. 

With  the  success  of  last  year,  and  with 
all  the  old  men  save  six  to  start  with,  we 
have  the  right  to  expect  an  organization 
better  even  than  last  year's.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  club  may  be  a  little  larger  than  last 
year  and,  judging  from  the  number  of  new 
men  who  have  expressed  a  desire  to  go  into 
the  work,  it  seems  not  unlikely  that  this 
hope  will  be  realized. 

All  the  old  men  who  are  not  back  this 
year  will  be  greatly  missed;  but  it  will  be 
especially  difficult  to  fill  the  places  of  Beach 
in  the  string  quartette,  of  Diver  in  the  Child 
Elocutionists,  of  McConnell  as  accompanist, 
and  of  Stark  in  the  rag  quartette  and  as 
soloist. 

With  the  concert  of  last  Tuesday  night 
off  his  hands  Mr.  Stevens  expects  to  try 
another  method  of  practice.  From  the  old 
men  he  will  pick  a  double  quartette  who  will 
rehearse  once  a  week  alone,  and  a  second 
time  with  the  rest  of  the  club  and  the  new 
men  who  are  trying  for  places.  This  will 
serve  a  double  purpose.  The  one  practice 
a  week  for  all  the  men  will  keep  their  voices 
in  good  shape  and  teach  them  to  sing  in 
perfect  harmony;  and  when  the  time  for 
good  hard  work  comes  this  double  quar- 
tette will  serve  as  a  nuclus  of  singers  who 
know  the    music    thoroughly  and  who    can 


teach  the   rest  of  the  club   more   effectively 
than  any  leader. 

Last  year  eleven  concerts  in  all  were 
given — six  on  the  regular  trip  and  five  at 
different  places  in  the  vicinity.  This  year 
the  manager  expects  to  arrange  for  a  more 
extended  trip  during  spring  vacation  and 
for  frequent  short  trips  in  and  about  Chicago. 


GLEE  CLUB  CONCERT. 

The  College  Glee  Club  gave  a  concert 
at  the  Association  house,  Chicago,  last  Tues- 
day night.  The  club  was  far  from  being  at 
its  best,  because  of  lack  of  practice.  It  was 
also  small  in  numbers,  it  having  been  im- 
possible to  fill  the  vacant  places  so  early  in 
the  year. 

In  spite  of  these  handicaps,  however, 
the  concert  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the 
large  audience  which  gathered  to  hear  it. 
The  club  was  at  its  best  on  the  college  songs, 
which  were  sung  in  characteristic  spirit. 
The  more  difficult  numbers  were  not  so  well 
enjoyed,  but  were  good  under  the  circum- 
stances. The  rag  quartette  and  the  child 
elocutionists,  as  usual,  had  more  than  their 
share  of  the  applause.  Mr.  Talcott,  the  new 
little  sister  in  the  forensic  stunt,  is  a  fit  suc- 
cessor to  the  versatile  Diver.

Glee  Club 
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DEBATE  AND  ORATORY. 

This  year  is  to  be  one  of  great  literary 
activity  for  Lake  Forest.  It  is  the  initial 
year  of  the  existence  of  the  Middle  West 
Debating  League,  which  consists  of  Wa- 
bash College  at  Crawfordsville,  Lawrence 
University  at  Appleton,  Grinnel  College 
at  Grinnel  and  Lake  Forest  College — one 
institution  from  each  of  the  four  states: 
Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa  and  Wisconsin. 

Each  of  these  colleges  has  a  Local  De- 
bating Board  which  submits  to  an  Alumni 
Executive  Committee  two  questions  for 
debate  and  a  list  of  ten  possible  judges. 
This  Alumni  Executive  Committee,  which 
consists  of  two  Alumni  and  one  student 
from  each  institution,  meets  in  Chicago  and 
selects  from  the  eight  questions  submitted, 
three  questions,  one  for  each  of  the  semi- 
finals and  one  for  the  final  debate;  it  also 
selects  judges  for  the  three  debates.  This 
committee  will  meet  by  the  way  during  the 
coming  week. 

In  the  semi-finals  we  debate  with 
Wabash  at  Crawfordsville  on  Friday  even- 
ing, Jan.  26.  On  the  same  evening  Law- 
rence debates  with  Grinnel  at  Grinnel.  The 
two  winning  teams  will  then  meet  and  de- 
bate for  the  supremacy  at  some  place  to  be 
determined  upon  later.  This  debate  will 
be  held  March  30.  These  arrangements 
have  necessitated  a  change  in  the  date  of 
the  inter-society  debate,  which  is  now  to  be 
held  on  the  fifteenth  of  December.  Zeta 
Epsilon  has  just  submitted  the  question  and 
Athenean  wili  choose  sides  next  Monday 
evening. 

Beside  this  debate  there  is  the  Fresh- 
man debate  with  Beloit,  which  is  to  be  held 
here  this  year,  and  the  debate  with  Illinois 
College  to  be  held  at  Jacksonville  some- 
time next  April.  These  debates,  then,  will 
require  practically  three  teams. 

The  Oratorical  contest  of  the  Inter-Col- 
legiate Oratorical  League,  consisting  of 
Wheaton,  Lombard,  Northwestern  and  Lake 
Forest  Colleges  will  be  held  here  this    year 


on  the  last  Friday  in  April.  The  prelimi- 
naries will  take  place  immediately  after 
Christmas. 


FORESTER  BOARD  MEETING. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Forester  board  last 
Thursday  afternoon  several  changes  were 
proposed  for  this  year's  book.  The  most 
important  change  suggested  is  that  which 
would  make  the  Forester  a  distinctively 
class  book  instead  of  a  college  book.  Pictures 
of  the  junior  class  would  occupy  the  finest 
positions  in  the  book  instead  of  the  seniors. 
The  place  is  one  which  is  followed  at  many 
of  the  large  universities.  Its  peculiar  ad- 
vantage is  that  it  gives  each  class  a  per- 
manent record  of  its  part  in  the  college 
affairs  up  to  its  senior  year.  It  is  suggested 
that  the  senior  year  could  be  covered  by  a 
small  senior  book,  as  is  done  in  many  col- 
leges. 

Making  the  Forester  a  class  book  would 
no  doubt  add  to  the  interest  which  is  taken 
in  it,  and  produce,  by  reason  of  rivalry,  a 
finer  volume.  The  objection  to  the  plan  is 
that  this  year's  graduating  class  would  suffer 
b}  it.  It  is  suggested,  however,  that  the  in- 
dividual pictures  of  both  classes  be  pub- 
lished in  this  volume,  and  then  the  precedent 
having  been  established,  each  succeeding 
class  will  secure  its  representation  in  the 
annual  in  its  third  year  instead  of  its  last. 
Nothing  definite  has  been  decided  in  the 
matter,  but  the  members  of  the  board  are 
testing  public  sentiment  in  the  matter  to  see 
whether  or  not  such  a  change  would  be  sup- 
ported. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  box  placed 
near  the  bulletin  boards  in  both  halls  into 
which  any  contribution  may  be  put.  Poems, 
grinds  and  humorous  stories  are  especially 
desirable.

Morgan  Park  Academy  defeated  the 
College  team  last  Saturday  by  a  score  of  II 
to  O.  Garrett,  the  star  Academy  half-back, 
made  all  the  points  for  his  team,  securing 
the  last  five  counts  by  a  drop-kick  from  the 
40  yaid  line,  in  the  second  half.  The 
Academy  back-field  was  exceptionally  fast, 
and  the  average  weight  of  the  team  little 
inferior  to  our  own.  Garrett,  DeRemer 
and  Wedow  were  the  principal  ground 
games  for  the  Chicago  team,  all  of  their 
gains  being  made  on  end  runs,  which  they 
worked  in  rapid  style. 

Many  of  the  Lake  Forest  men  were  in 
their  first  real  game  and  showed  their  in- 
experience at  critical  times.  Lake  Forest 
kicked  off  to  Morgan  Park  but  soon  secured 
the  ball  on  downs.  On  the  very  first  play 
the  home  team  fumbled.  Then  they  made 
a  balloon  ascension  and  stayed  in  the  air 
during  the  remainder  of  the  game.  Had  it 
not  been  for  this  first  disastrous  move  Lake 
Forest  would  probably  have  won  the  game. 
After  this  fumbling  was  the  style;  the  backs 
although  they  played  rather  loosely,  seldom 
failed  to  make  their  distance  on  a  line 
plunge,  but  usually  lost  the  ball  on  the  way. 
The  Lake  Forest  back  field  did  not  work 
together  in  very  good  style,  although  indi- 
vidually the  men  played  a  hard  game. 

The  line  is  so  far  impregnable.  Mor- 
gan Park  could  not  gain  an  inch  upon  the 
line  and  was  more  than  once  thrown  back 
for  loss.  The  work  of  Gibbs  and  Williams 
was  especially  notable.  The  forwards  re- 
peatedly broke  through  and  mixed  up  plays 
before  thev  were  started.       It    will    take    a 


fast  and  heavy  team  to  make  any  dents  in 
our  line. 

With  the  exception  of  the  work  done 
by  Captain  McCrea,  the  tackling  of  the 
team  was  uniformly  poor.  Time  and  again 
a  good  flying  tackle  would  have  brought  a 
runner  down  who  shook  off  a  poor  tackle 
for  good  gain.  This  was  the  greatest  weak- 
ness of  the  team. 

The  College  boys  must  be  given  credit 
for  playing  a  spirited  game,  although  it  was 
lacking  in  head  work.  Considering  the  fact 
that  most  of  the  men  are  green,  and  that  it 
was  the  first  game  of  the  season,  the  out- 
look is  not  so  discouraging  as  it  might 
appear.

You  might  as  well  ask  the  sun  to 
stand  still  as  to  try  to  prevent  the  formation 
of  cliques,  unless  you  are  a  Joshua-  There 
has  been  but  one  real  Joshua,  and  he  died 
long  ago.  It  is  natural  for  people  to  form 
parties,  and  it  is  natural  for  parties  to  seek 
the  furtherance  of  their  own  ends.  The  re- 
sult is  often  bad  for  the  spirit  of  a  college. 

We  are  not  disposed  to  weep  over  the 
inevitable.  A  little  philosophy  is  a  great 
aid  to  one's  peace  of  mind.  Factionalism 
need  not  disturb  us,  except  when  it  puts  into 
jeopardy  the  interests  of  the  college,  either 
by  destroying  college  spirit,  or  by  putting 
poor  men  into  positions  of  responsibility. 
Frankly,  we  believe  there  are  certain  offices 
which  which  are  fit  prey  for  the  college 
politician,  and  good  for  little  else. 

It  is  possible  to  divide  the  offices  af- 
forded in  our  little  community  into  two 
classes;  those  which  are  merely  honorary 
constituting  one  class,  and  those  which  de- 
mand real  ability  another.  In  our  opinion, 
it  matters  little  how  much  politics  enter  into 
election  to  the  first  class.  Take  any  honor- 
ary office,  wipe  out  all  factionalism,  and  pro- 
ceed to  outline,  if  you  please,  a  proper  basis 
upon  which  to  select  your  office.  Are  you 
going  to  select  the  most  intellectual  man, 
the    most   popular    man,    the    best    looking 
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man,  or  the  most  what  sort  of  a  man  will 
you  choose  ?  What  is  your  standard  of 
measurement?  A  veritable  dunce  has  in- 
telligence enough  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
such  an  office;  the  most  popular  man  cannot 
be  made  more  popular  by  election,  nor  will 
he  make  the  office  more  popular;  the  best 
looking  men  will  look  no  better  in  the  chair 
than  in  the  ranks.  Under  such  conditions, 
is  the  selection  of  the  proper  man  a  matter 
of  importance?  We  recognize,  of  course, 
that  there  are  few  purely  honorary  offices, 
but  there  are  many  which  are  essentially  so; 
and  the  selection  of  the  proper  man  would, 
in  most  cases,  be  a  mere  matter  of  favor- 
itism, under  the  most  ideal  conditions.  We 
also  recognize  that  contention  adds  spice  to 
life;  interest  to  what  would  otherwise  be 
dull.  Factionalism  in  many  cases  does  far 
more  good  than  harm. 

When  you  come,  however,  to  choose 
officers  to  lead  enterprises  which  are  of  vital 
interest  to  the  college,  and  where  ability  is 
the  test  of  fitness,  the  selection  cannot  be 
too  carefully  made.  The  Glee  club,  the  de- 
bating team,  and  the  athletic  organizations 
require  able  leaders,  and  the  most  able 
members  chosen  without  favoritism.  The 
first  of  these  is  a  splendid  example  of  an 
enterprise  that  is  free  from  graft.  In  this 
case  college  loyalty  has  been  called  into 
play  by  the  necessity  of  making  the  club 
one  that  would  represent  us  well  to  the  out- 
side world.  Whenever,  in  our  elections,  the 
interests  of  the  college  are  at  stake,  we  find 
party  interests  subordinated.  So  long  as 
this  is  true,  we  need  not  worry  about  the 
part  which  politics  play  in  our  affairs.  There 
is  advantage  in  competition,  no  matter  what 
the  source  of  the  competition  may  be.  It 
will  raise  the  standard  of  excellence  in  all 
our  enterprises.  The  danger  is  that  we  may 
forget  the  duty  which  we  owe  to  Alma 
Mater  in  the  course  of  our  interval  rivalries. 
Keep  the  idea  of  loyalty  to  the  college  above 
all  others.  Let  no  petty  jealousies  interfere 
with  our  best  efforts  on  her  behalf.     When 


any  party  or  clique  is  guilty  of  such  inter- 
ference, it  is  deserving  of  the  condemnation 
of   every  loyal    son  of   Lake    Forest.     Our 
college,  first  of  all!     Arise  and  sing — 
"As  stand  thy  brave  old  oak  about  thee, 

Strong  as  thy  lake's  fierce  waves  in  storm 
So  stand  thy  children  to  defend  thee, 
While  love  in  every  heart  beats  warm." 

The   Football 
Situation. 

A  criticism  of  the  football  team  is  to  be 
found  in  another  column  of  this  paper.  A 
criticism  of  the  student  body  is  now  in  order. 

It  is  impossible  that  there  should  be  any 
lack  of  spirit  at  Lake  Fores1;  it  is  impos- 
sible that  our  team  should  be  defeated 
merely  because  we  did  not  give  it  the  proper 
support.  What  is  the  truth  of  the  matter?

A  new  ninety- 
five  dollar  spectroscope  will  replace  the  older 
and  cheaper  one  in  the  near  future.

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BR055  PRIZE    ANNOUNCED. 


Dr.  James  Orr,    of    Glasgow,    is  "Winner. 


President  Richard  D.  Harlan,  of  Lake 
Forest  College,  has  made  announcement 
that  the  Rev.  James  Orr,  D.  D.,  professor  of 
apologetics  in  Glasgow  College,  of  the 
United  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  is  winner 
of  the  Bross  prize  of  $6,000  for  the  best 
book  submitted  "on  the  connection,  rela- 
tion and  mutual  bearing  of  any  practical 
science,  or  the  history  of  our  race,  or  the 
facts  in  any  department  of  human  knowl- 
edge, with  or  upon   the  Christian  religion." 

In  1879  the  late  William  Bross  of 
Chicago,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Illinois  in 
1866-70,  desiring  to  make  some  memorial  of 
his  son,  Nathaniel  Bross,  who  had  died  in 
1856,  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
"trustees  of  Lake  Forest  University"  where- 
by there  was  finally  transferred  to  the  trus- 
tees the  sum  of  $40,000,  the  income  of  which 
was  to  accumulate  in  perpetuity  for  succes- 
sive periods  of  ten  years  at  compound  in- 
terest, the  accumulations  of  one  decade  to 
be  spent  in  the  following  decade  for  the 
purpose  of  stimulating  the  best  books  or 
treatises  on  the  subjects  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing.  In  May  of  last  year  announce- 
ment was  sent  out  that  a  prize  of  $6,000 
would  be  given  to  the  author  of  the  best 
book  on  any  of  the  lines  indicated,  which 
was  to  be  presented  on  or  before  June  1, 
1905.  In  the  language  of  the  deed  of  gift, 
the  offer  of  this  prize  was  "open  to  scientific 
men,  Christian  philosophers  and  historians 
of  all  nations,"  but  it  was  announced  that 
the  competition,  of  course,  was  not  confined 
to    scientists,    historians    and    philosophers, 


but  was  open  to  all.  The  award,  it  was 
announced,  would  be  made  by  the  following 
judges  :  The  Rev.  George  Trumball  Ladd, 
D.  D.  LL.  D.,  professor  of  moral  philoso- 
phy, Yale  University;  Alexander  Thomas 
Ormond,  Ph.  D.,  LL.  D.,  professor  of  phil- 
osophy, Princeton  University,  and  the  Rev. 
George  Frederick  Wright,  D.  D.  LL.  D., 
professor  of  the  harmony  of  science  and 
revelation,  Oberlin  College. 

Authors  expecting  to  publish  such 
books  about  June,  1905,  were  permitted  to 
submit  proof  sheets  on  condition  that  the 
books  remain  unpublished  until  the  award 
was  made,  and  that  arrangements  be  made 
to  transfer  the  copyright  to  the  Lake  Forest 
authorities.  Books  already  published  were 
excluded  from  competition,  except  where  a 
projected  work  was  published  only  in  part 
and  was  expanded  for  the  purpose  of  this 
competition.  There  was  no  special  limit  to 
the  length  of  the  book.  A  writer  was  per- 
mitted to  submit  more  than  one  book  if  he 
desired.  Final  decision  of  the  eligibility  of 
a  book  was  left  to  the  judges.  In  answer  to 
the  question  asked  by  several  of  the  pro- 
spective competitors  as  to  which  type  of 
book  this  endowment  was  intended  to  call 
out,  whether  "liberal"  or  "conservative,"  it 
was  said  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of 
Lake  Forest  authorities  to  administer  the 
trust  in  the  special  interests  of  either  of 
these  tendencies  in  religious  thought. 

The  winner  of  the  prize,  Dr.  Orr,  was 
one  of  the  leaders  in  the  negotiations  for 
the  recent  union  between  the  Free  and    the 
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United  Free  churches  of  Scotland,  and  has 
been  a  distinguished  writer  in  church  history 
and  theological  subjects.  His  best  known 
book  is  the  "Christian  View  of  God  and  the 
World."  The  book  winning  the  Bross  prize 
is  the  fruit  of  thirty  years  labor.  Its  sub- 
ject is  "The  Problem  of  the  Old  Testament." 
The  Bross  endowment  for  a  lectureship 
and  a  library  will,  it  is  believed,  in  time 
attract  as  much  attention  in  the  United 
States  as  the  famous  Bampton  and  Gifford 
lectures  have  done  in  Great  Britain.  In 
addition  to  a  large  prize  to  be  offered  in 
each  decade  the  terms  of  the  Bross  deed  of 
gift  will  enable  the  trustees  to  appoint  dis- 
tinguished men  from  time  to  time  to  de- 
liver courses  of  lectures  on  some  of  the 
many  lines  suggested,  to  be  afterward  ex- 
panded into  books,  and  published,  together 
with  the  volumes  for  which  prizes  are  offered 
as  part  of  "The  Nathaniel  Bross  Eibrary" 
copies  of  which  are  to  be  distributed  gratis 
to  certain  leading  libraries.  The  first  Bross 
lecturer  was  the  Rev.  Francis  L.  Patton, 
D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  of  Princeton,  Theological 
Seminary,  who  delivered  a  course  of  five 
lectures  in  May  1903  on  "Obligatory  Moral- 
ity." The  second  course  was  by  Prof. 
Marcus  Dods,  D.  D.,  of  New  College,  Edin- 
burgh, Scotland,  on  "The  Bible,  Its  Origin 
and  Nature."  The  appointments,  however, 
are  notto  be  confined  to  theologians. 


PRESIDENT    HARLAN  ATTENDS  INSTALLATION 
EXERCISES    AT   URBANA. 

President  Harlan  has  been  in  attend- 
ance, this  week,  upon  the  installation  of 
President  James,  of  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois. The  exercises  began  last  Sunday — 
on  the  afternoon  of  which  Dr.  McClure 
delivered  a  sermon  in  Armory  Hall — and 
will  last  through  Friday.  President  Harlan 
and  Dr.  McClure  are,  at  the  same  time, 
attending  Synod,  which  met  at  Urbana  on 
Tuesday. 


THE  TROPHY  ROOM. 

During  the  entire  year  of  '04-05  the 
question  of  having  a  Trophy  Room  was 
agitated.  For  some  years  the  need  of  a 
place  where  trophies  won  by  our  athletic 
and  debating  teams  and  our  orators  together 
with  pictures  of  the  teams,  bound  volumes 
of  the  STENTOR,  and  the  Foresters  might  be 
kept. 

Accordingly,  last  year's  Junior  Class 
('06)  took  it  upon  themselves  to  start  a 
movement  to  that  end.  Although  work 
was  not  begun  till  near  the  close  of  the 
year,  a  very  good  start  was  obtained.  Money 
was  raised  by  a  subscription  among  the  stu- 
dents, and  several  pictures  of  former  teams 
together  with  various  other  trophies  were 
secured. 

But  last  year  we  had  no  permanent 
home  for  the  trophies.  This  year  a  room 
has  been  obtained — a  room  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  Art  Institute,  the  one  occupied 
by  Dr.  Thomas  early  in  the  fall.

THE  HAMILTON  CLUB  ORATORICAL  ASSOCIATION 

This  association  was  founded  by  the 
Hamilton  Club,  of  Chicago,  a  strong  Repub- 
lican organization  and  one  of  the  foremost 
civic  federations  of  the  country,  as  well, — 
an  organization  which  stands  for  the  highest 
civic  ideals,  and  one  which  numbers  among 
its  members  many  of  Chicago's  foremost 
citizens.  The  Oratorical  Association  con- 
sists of  twelve  of  the  foremost  universities 
and  colleges  of  the  Middle  West.  Each 
year  representatives  from  each  of  these  in- 
stitutions meet  in  a  contest,  and  deliver  ora- 
tions on  some  phase  of  the  life  of  Alexan- 
der Hamilton.  A  prize  of  two  hundred 
dollars  is  awarded  to  the  winner  of  this  con- 
test by  the  Hamilton  Club. 

Last  year  effort  was  made  in  our  behalf, 
especially  by  Mr.  Lewis,  for  admission  to 
the  Club.  We,  however,  failed  to  be  ad- 
mitted; but  the  efforts  put  forth  were  so 
nearly  successful  that  another  trial  is  war- 
ranted. Last  year  the  movement  was  not 
started  until  late;  this  year  it  has  already 
been  started;  and  we  see  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  be  successful.  Moreover  there 
are  a  goodly  number  of  Lake  Forest  alum- 
ni and  residents  of  the  town,  who  are 
members,  and  it  is  upon  them  that  our 
hopes  rest.

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Concerning  Letters 
for  Publication. 

We  recently  received  a  letter  for  publi- 
cation which  we  refused  to  print  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  personal,  and  had  no 
bearing  on  the  public  interest.  We  are  apt 
to  receive  such  letters  from  time  to  time, 
and  refusal  to  print  them  will  expose  us  to 
the  accusation  that  we  are  afraid  to  speak 
the  truth. 

The  author  in  question  claims  to  have 
told  the  truth  (he  probably  did)  and  was 
very  positive  that  the  public  good  demanded 
the  publication  of  his  tirade  against  an 
erring  fellow-student.  Now  our  opinion 
concerning  what  was  good  for  the  public  dif- 
fered from  that  of  the  gentleman  in  ques- 
tion, and  he  is  no  doubt  indignant  over  our 
refusal  to  accept  his  views  on  the  subject. 
Ay,  there's  the  rub  !  Men's  opinions  seldom 
coincide,  and  still  more  seldom  do  men  learn 
to    respect   the    opinions    of    others.      The 


person  who  cannot  agree  with  one  is  usually 
a  fool. 

However,  we  will  publish  no  personal 
attacks  in  these  columns,  no  matter  who  the 
writer  may  be,  nor  how  devoutly  he  may 
believe  in  the  justice  of  his  cause.  Aside 
from  the  fact  that  such  attacks  are  liable  to 
get  "we"  into  trouble,  and  that  they  do  not 
look  good  in  print,  they  are  cowardly  and 
unfair.  If  you  have  any  thing  to  say  about  a 
man,  say  it  to  his  face;  give  him  a  chance  to 
defend  himself.  If  you  are  afraid  of  bodily 
injury,  take  a  few  of  }  our  large  friends  with 
you  when  you  make  the  necessary  remarks. 
If  the  man  deserves  public  exposure,  let  the 
exposure  be  made  in  an  open  meeting,  or 
before  a  court  of  law.  In  the  ordinary 
course  of  events  public  opinion  will  suffi- 
ciently condemn  the  man  who  makes  him- 
self notorious  through  questionable  deeds, 
and  no  one  man  need  take  it  upon  himself 
to  punish  the  guilty  party  by  throwing  ink 
at  him  from  behind  the  editor's  back.  One 
man  does  not  constitute  a  court  of  law,  al- 
though some  imagine  themselves  to  repre- 
sent the  totality  of  wisdom. 

We  will  publish  any  decent  communica- 
tion which  we  may  receive,  on  matters  of 
interest  to  the  public  in  general,  but  will  not 
consider  for  a  moment  any  attack  upon  an 
individual,  no  matter  who  makes  it,  nor  how 
vile  the  offence  of  the  accused.  It  makes 
no  difference  whether  such  a  letter  is  signed 
or  not. 

A  Few  RemarKs  on 
Class  Scrapping. 

Now  that  the  class  scraps  are  over,  we 
may  refer  to  the  subject  of  hazing  without 
fear  of  interrupting  the  performance,  for  it 
is  considered  very  bad  form  to  interfere 
with  any  under-class  proceedings. 

The  increased  number  of  incoming 
students  during  the  past  two  or  three  years 
has  introduced  new  problems  in  regard  to 
the  treatment  of   the  freshman.     The  first- 
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Friday-night  reception  this  year  was  marked 
by  a  deplorable  tendency  towards  rowdyism. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  large  number  of 
men  engaged  was  accountable  for  the  un- 
usual amount  of  "rough-house"  indulged  in. 
The  Sophomore  class,  too,  being  consider- 
ably outnumbered,  was  forced  to  maintain 
its  prestige  by  sterner  methods  than  have 
been  customary.  It  would  be  a  misfortune 
to  the  college,  however,  to  allow  hazing  to 
assume  the  form  which  is  so  well  advertised 
in  the  yellow  journals.  So  long  as  good 
nature  prevails,  hazing  and  "scrapping"  are 
excusable,  perhaps  beneficial,  but  when 
physical  torture  is  resorted  to,  they  become 
harmful  to  all  concerned.  There  is  nothing 
in  the  situation  at  present  to  cause  great 
alarm,  but  it  is  well  to  take  note  of  the  ten- 
dency which  is  developing  toward  undue 
boisterousness  and  check  it  before  it  has 
gone  too  far.  The  use  of  paddles  and  foot- 
ball tactics  in  the  annual  initiation  should  be 
dispensed  with,  and  any  man  who  has  pugil- 
istic aspirations  should  be  promptly  sup- 
pressed. Comedy  is  healthful,  and  fresh- 
men are  usually  good  performers,  when  the 
stunts  are  unattended  by  horse-play. 

The  upper-classmen,  who  are  by  right 
of  precedence,  the  preservers  of  College 
tradition,  should  take  a  decided  stand  on 
this  matter  next  fall,  and  see  that  hazing  is 
kept  at  its  proper  level.  We  should  be  too 
jealous  of  the  welfare  of  the  College  to  al- 
low rowdyism  to  interfere  with  good-fellow- 
ship and  the  reputation  of  Alma  Mater. 

President  Roosevelt's 
New  Peace  Conference. 

The  president  is  once  more  stepping 
into  the  breach  and  posing  as  a  maker  of 
peace.  The  recent  negotiations  which  have 
carried  on  with  the  leading  eastern  football 
coaches  with  the  object  of  bringing  about 
reforms  in  football  playing  contain  a  large 
element  of  the  ludicrous.  President  Roose- 
velt, it  seems,  has  been  for  a  long  time  an 
ardent  supporter  of  this  much-abused  game, 


and  it  was  not  until  his  son,  now  at  Harvard, 
was  scratched  slightly  in  practice  play  that 
his  attention  was  drawn  to  the  unnecessary 
roughness  of  the  sport.  With  all  due  regard 
for  the  president's  earnestness,  we  say  the 
whole  proposition  is  more  absurd  than 
serious. 

We  do  not  doubt  for  one  instant  the  wis- 
dom of  the  chief  executive;  but  we  do  not 
see  how  he  can  accomplish,  in  a  moment, 
what  experts  in  the  game  have  been  trying 
to  do  for  years.  View  the  matter  on  any 
side  and  throw  any  light  upon  it  you  choose, 
football  is  not  a  game  for  boys  like  Teddy 
Jr.;  it  is  rough  by  nature,  and  no  rules  can 
be  invented  to  make  it  otherwise.  Physical 
contact  is  there,  and  when  y>  1  remove  that 
element,  you  remove  the  game  itself,  Even 
the  "socker"  game  is  responsible  for  a  few 
broken  shins. 

Of  course  we  realize  that  the  large  part 
of  his  effort  is  devoted  to  the  restriction  of 
unfair  play;  but  this  same  problem  has  been 
worrying  the  rule-makers  since  football  be- 
gan, and  even  the  mighty  apostle  of  peace 
cannot  draw  up  more  effective  rules  than 
are  at  present  in  force.  If  a  team  intends 
to  play  an  unfair  game,  no  referee  on  earth 
can  stop  them,  and  no  rules  can  be  found 
which  will  prevent  a  man  at  the  bottom  of 
the  pile  from  slugging,  if  he  chooses.  Pub- 
lic sentiment  alone  can  bring  this  about, 
and  public  sentiment  will  do  it  in  time.  In 
our  best  colleges  sportsmanship  is  more  de- 
sired than  the  winning  of  games,  and  will 
be,  eventually,  in  all.  We  are  still  new  to 
athletics,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose 
that  we  will  not  eventually  take  the  same 
stand  on  these  sports  that  is  taken  in  Eng- 
land. 

Morever,  Roosevelt,  the  leader  of  the 
rough-riders,  is  not  the  man  to  condemn  a 
sport  which  brings  manhood  into  fullest 
play.  The  only  way  to  prevent  accidents 
in  a  football  game  is  to  build  up  a  stone  wall 
between  the  opposing  lines,  and  pad  it  with 
pneumatic  cushions. 
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President  Harlan  desires  a  full  attend- 
ance of  the  students  at  Chapel  Friday.

Playing  away  from  home  for  the  first 
time  this  season,  Lake  Forest  lost  to  Mar- 
quette College  at  Milwaukee  last  Saturday. 
The  score  was  17-0  and  all  the  scoring  was 
done  in  the  last  fifteen  minutes  of  play. 
After  rushing  Marquette  off  their  feet  for 
35  minutes  the  Lake  Forest  line  weakened 
and  three  touchdowns  followed  in  quick 
succession.  The  game  was  played  at  the 
old  American  League  baseball  park  and  the 
field  was  in  good  condition.  About  300 
people  including  a  few  Lake  Foresters 
watched  the  game.  Twenty. five  minute 
halves  were  played  and  comparatively  little 
time  was  taken  out  by  either  side. 

Marquette  kicked  off  to  Lake  Forest 
and  Milner  returned  the  ball  to  our  35  yard 
line.  From  here  the  Lake  Forest  backs  by 
straight  football  carried  the  ball  without  a 
hitch  to  Marquette's  20  yard  line,  only  to 
lose  it  on  a  fumble.  They  recovered  it 
again  in  the  center  of  the  field  and  did  the 
same  thing  over  again  including  the  fumble. 
McCrea  was  put  out  with  a  sprained  ankle 
during  the  first  five  minutes  of  play,  McKee 
taking  his  place  at  left  half.  The  half  ended 
with  ball  in  Lake  Forest's  possession  in 
Marquette's  territory.     Score  0-0. 

After  10  minutes  of  play  in  second  half 
Marquette  scored  on  a  30  yard  quarterback 
run  around  our  right  end.  This  seemed  to 
take  all  the  heart  out  of  the  Lake  Forest 
team  and  Marquette  soon  scored  two  more 
touchdowns,  chiefly  through  line  plunges. 
Stoltz  took  Keithley's  place  at  right  end 
after  the  first  touchdown  and    soon    all    the 


subs  were  sent  in  but  it  was  not  possible  to 
stem  the  tide  of  defeat.  Several  "raw"  de- 
cisions were  given  in  the  first  half  which 
undoubtedly  cost  us  a  score  but  the  main 
story  of  the  defeat  is  told  in  the  weakening 
of  our  team  in  the  second  half.  Lake 
Forest  has  the  better  team,  they  know  more 
football,  but  they  seem  to  lack  that  "stick- 
to-it-iveness"  which  spells  victory  in  an  up- 
hill fight. 

Marquette  College  is  a  Catholic  institu- 
tion of  about  300  students.  The  treatment 
accorded  the  team  was  good  and  the  play 
throughout  was  as  clean    as    the    average.

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The  English  of 
the  College  Man. 

Nothing  distinguishes  the  college  man 
of  today  so  much  as  his  misuse  of  the  Eng- 
lish language.  We  have  more  students  of 
slang  in  Lake  Forest  now  than  students  of 
Latin  or  Greek.  To  be  a  successful  mani- 
pulator of  slang  one  must  keep  on  hand  a 
stock  of  the  latest  expressions,  as  one  keeps 
on  hand  a  collection  of  the  latest  songs.  To 
do  this  requires  close  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject; one  must  know  which  of  the  new  words 
and  phrases  are  most  popular;  must  practice 
the  most  striking  method  of  using  them; 
must  cause  them  to  trip  lightly  upon  the 
tongue,  as  if  they  were  indeed  his  own. 
We  have  a  great  number  of  students  who 
are  diligent  in  this  line  of  work,  which  fact 
goes  to  show  that  our  college  is  progressive 
and  up-to-date. 

The  man  who  can  originate  slang  ex- 
pressions for  himself  is  a  man  whose  dili- 
gence is  to  be  admired.     The  next  time  you 


hear  a  phrase  whose  originality  is  particu- 
larly noticable,  stop  and  ask  the  man  who 
delivered  it  to  you  how  many  hours  it  took 
him  to  study  out  the  phrase  in  question. 
No,  do  not.  He  will  not  be  frank  with  you, 
and  he  will,  morever,  feel  insulted.  You 
cannot  afford  to  offend  a  man  who  has 
attained  great  prominence  in  the  college 
world  through  proficiency  in  this  gentle- 
manly art.  If  you  would  gain  favor,  ask  no 
question,  but  laugh  as  if  you  truly  believed 
that  the  phrase  had  been  conceived  at  the 
time  of  his  speech.  The  original  uses  of 
slang,  however,  is  hard  to  find.  Most  stud- 
ents borrow  their  expressions  from  their 
abler  brothers,  or  a  few  men  like  George 
Ade.  A  few  go  even  to  Shakespeare  for 
their  supply. 

It  is  not  so  much  the  use  of  original 
words,  however,  which  makes  a  man  re- 
spected by  his  fellow- students,  as  it  is  the 
misuse  of  common  words.  Take  a  word  like 
"peach,"  for  example.  A  man  told  us  the 
other  day  that  he  had  a  story  for  the  STEN- 
TOR, and  added  the  information  that  it  was 
a  "peach."  We  let  him  know  that  we  were 
not  conducting  a  fruit  stand.  We  were  out 
driving  with  another  friend  one  day,  who 
was  a  great  admirer  of  horses.  As  a  par- 
ticularly fine  animal  passed  us  on  the  road, 
he  remarked:  "Isn't  that  a  peach  ?"  About 
two  minutes  later,  referring  to  a  certain 
young  lady  whom  he  particularly  liked,  he 
said,  "She's  a  peach."  He  was  much  annoyed 
when  we  pointed  out  the  logical  connection 
between  the  two  remarks,  and  he  had  a 
right  to  be  so,  for  anyone  should  know  that 
slang  does  not  pretend  to  be  logical.  We 
have  in  mind  another  fellow-student  whose 
only  gesture  of  approval  was  "humdinger." 
He  used  the  word  with  the  finest  discrimin- 
ation, the  degree  of  his  admiration  being 
ind;cated  by  the  amount  of  stress  placed 
upon  the  word.  By  paying  close  attention 
to  the  inflection  he  could  even  make  he 
word  express  disapproval,  the  tone  used 
being    that  of    sarcasm.     Such  niceties    of 
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language  are  not  to  be  despised,  and  the 
perseverance  and  intelligence  of  the  user 
is  to  be  commended. 

We  are  well  aware  that  many  men  are 
too  limited  in  their  use  of  slang  to  gain  dis- 
tinction thereby.  Very  often  the  number 
of  phrases  is  too  limited,  or  the  man  is  not 
a  good  student  of  stress  or  inflection,  so  that 
his  language  soon  becomes  stale  and  insipid. 
Any  good  thing,  however,  is  liable  to  mis- 
use, and  this  is  especially  true  of  slang. 
The  failure  of  some,  however,  is  in  no  wise 
a  condemnation  of  the  system. 

It  is  surprising  that  slang  is  not  taught 
in  our  college  as  a  regular  curriculum  study. 
The  lact  that  there  is  a  prejudice  toward  it 
in  some  quarters  need  not  prevent  us  from 
being  progressive.  Some  of  our  regular 
faculty  members  are  well  qualified  to  teach 
the  subject  and  would,  no  doubt,  be  glad  to 
do  so.  We  have  hesitated  to  make  this  sug- 
gestion for  fear  that  we  might  be  accused  of 
having  too  much  ambition,  but  we  sincerely 
hope  that  the  matter  may  be  considered  in 
the  spirit  in  which  it  is  presented  and  care- 
fully weighed  before  being  cast  aside. 

Loyalty  to  Our 
Own  College. 

The  number  of  men  who  go  every  Sat- 
urday to  attend  some  university  football 
game,  leaving  our  own  team  to  root  for 
itself,  is  remarkable.  The  habit  is  an  old 
one  at  Lake  Forest.  Very  many  of  our 
students  are  more  interested  in  the  games 
played  by  Chicago  or  Michigan  or  Wiscon- 
sin than  they  are  in  our  own  contests.  A 
little  reflection  will  convince  any  one  that 
such  an  attitude  is  not  that  which  we  have  a 
right  to^expect  from  a  loyal  Lake  Forester. 
It  argues  a  lack  of  interest  in  the  success  of 
his  own  team,  and  lack  of  interest  is  the 
cause  of  the  failure  of  ourjathletic  teams, 

The  football  played  by  the  universities 
is  no  more  scientific  than  is  played  by  our 
own  team.  Our  team  is  coached  in  the 
latest  methods  and  has  formations  as  clever 


as  are  used  by  any  of  the  big  nine.  The 
only  difference  between  college  and  univer- 
sity football  lies  in  the  strength  of  the  indi- 
vidual players.  No  man  can  have  as  an 
excuse  that  our  play  is  crude. 

Then,  too,  if  a  man  was  intensely  inter- 
ested in  the  success  of  his  own  team,  he 
would  find  its  work  doubly  interesting.  A 
man  always  likes  best  to  see  the  playing  of 
the  team  in  which  he  has  an  interest.  If  any 
of  our  students  is  more  interested  in  Chicago 
or  Northwestern  than  in  Lake  Forest  he 
should  change  colleges  so  that  he  may  con- 
sistently root  for  his  favorite. 

We  are  now  at  a  critical  point  in  our 
season,  when  we  need  the  support  of  every 
man  in  the  college.  It  is  tu  be  hoped  that 
this  old  practice  will  be  dropped,  and  that 
all  will  rally  to  the  support  of  the  team  which 
has  a  right  to  demand  an  allegiance.

A  LETTER  OF  INTEREST. 

The  dismissal  of  Professor  Goebel,  one 
of  the  most  eminent  German  scholars  of  the 
country,  from  Leland  Stanford  University, 
has  aroused  a  large  amount  of  discussion 
among  the  educators  of  the  country.  The 
following  letter,  sent  out  by  the  Modern 
Language  Association  to  all  of  its  members, 
is  one  of  considerable  interest,  because  of 
the  unusual  measure  suggested  by  it. 

Dear  Sir: — Our  colleague,  Professor 
Julius  Goebel,  after  twelve  years  of  scholarly 
service  as  director  of  the  department  of 
Germanic  languages  and  literatures  in  the 
Leland  Stanford  University,  has  been  per- 
emptorily dismissed  from  his  position  under 
circumstances  that  seem  at  this  distance  in 
the  highest  degree  unfair,  and  capable  of 
use  as  dangerous  precedents  for  similar  out- 
rages in  the  future.  Nothing  whatever  has 
been  publicly  urged  against  Mr.  Goebel  that 
could  possibly  warrant  the  action  of  the 
Leland  Stanford  trustees  in  the  premises. 
Such  a  statement  would,  however,  unques- 
tionably be  forthcoming,  were  there  grounds 
for  it  in  fact. 

The  good  name  of  American  academic 
life  is  seriously  injured  and  the  soundness 
of  the  conditions  of  service  in  American 
institutions  of  learning  is  gravely  menaced 
by  such  abuse  of  authority  as  that  appar- 
ently involved  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Goebel's 
dismissal. 

Is  it  not,  therefore,  both  wise  and  im- 
perative that  the  Modern  Language  Asso- 
ciation of  America  and  the  Central  Division 
of  same  take  cognizance  of  this  matter  at 
their  next  annual  meetings  in  December, 
and  protest  in  due  form  against  the  action 
of  the  Stanford  trustees?  Such  a  protest, 
if  accompanied  by  the  refusal  of  our  society 
members  to  accept  any  position  whatever 
in  the  Leland  Stanford  University,  could 
not  fail  to  exert  a  helpful  influence  upon 
the  whole  situation.

But  the  shot  that  told  was 
the  boast  of  the  Northwestern  football  man- 
ager, as  Mr.  Lewis  overheard  it:  "Oh,  we 
can  beat  them  easily;  they  are  a  bunch  of 
dead  ones."  .  .  .  The  result  of  that 
game  gave  the  lie  to  that  slur  upon  the 
name  of  Lake  Forest,

PRESIDENT  HARLAN  ON  COLLEGE  POLITICS. 

[At  Chapel  last  Friday  President  Harlan  made 
the  Stentor'S  editorial  of  October  12th  the  basis  of 
a  talk  on  College  Politics.  The  following  is  a  resume 
of  the  most  important  points.] 

A  live  college  is  a  little  world  in  itself, 
reproducing,  in  a  condensed  form  and  on  a 
small  scale,  most  of  the  features  of  the  great 
outside  world.  But,  with  such  a  select  body 
of  people  as  college  students  are  supposed 
to  be,  surely  we  ought  to  reproduce  in  our 
little  college  world  as  much  as  possible  of 
the  best,  and  as  little  as  possible  of  the  worst, 
features  of  the  big  world  outside. 

This  should  be  specially  true  in  the  mat- 
ter of  politics.  In  the  great  outside  world 
the  hope  of  the  country  lies  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  spirit  of  independence;  in  the 
growth  in  each  community  of  a  large  body 
of  intelligent  men  who  cannot  be  depended 
upon  by  the  party  bosses;  men  who  carry 
their  sovereignty  under  their  own  hats  and 
are  sure  to  vote  for  the  best  men  whether 
they  are  on  their  own  ticket  or  not — a  body 
of  men  who  carry  their  sovereignty  under 
their  own  hats.  This  ought  specially  to  be 
true  in  college  politics,  particularly  when  the 
offices  to  be  filled  affect  the  interests  of  the 
college  as  a  whole.  In  the  case  of  positions 
like  that  of  class  president,  which  are  purely 
honorary  offices,  it  is  inevitable  and  not  un- 
wholesome that  the  partisan  spirit  between 
the  little  factions  in  college  life  should  enter. 

But  when  it  comes  to  such  organizations 
as  the  Glee  club,  the  bebating  and  athletic 
teams,  where  the  interests  of  the  whole  col- 
lege are  at  stake,  Lake  Forest  students  have 
never  permitted  the  spirit  of  faction  to  enter. 
May  such  always  be  the  case.  In  our  little 
college  world  such  offices  as  these  are 
a  public,  and  must  never  be  allowed  to  be- 
come a  private,  fraternity  for  non-fraternity) 
graft. 

But  surely  the  editorship  of  the  STEN- 
TOR  is  the  most  public  office  in  the  college. 
Going  as  it  does  to  our  friends  and  patrons 
in  this  community,  and  to  the  alumni  as 
well    as   to    the    entire    student    body,    the 
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Stentor  represents  the  whole  college;  and 
that  student  is  really  a  public  enemy  who 
cooperates  in  a  plan  by  which  places  on 
that  board  are  won  by  the  "log-rolling" 
methods  of  fraternity  and  non-fraternity 
politics. 

We  must  not  allow  the  college  paper  to 
be  the  football  of  factional  politics,  as  it  has 
been  in  the  past.  Let  the  student  body 
take  an  early  opportunity  of  appointing  a 
committee  to  take  up  this  question  of  elec- 
tions to  the  STENTOR  board  and,  after  study- 
ing the  methods  in  vogue  in  other  institu- 
tions, let  us  work  out  a  plan  that  shall  be 
feasable  for  Lake  Forest. 

Then,  too,  a  student  makes  a  great  mis- 
take if  he  confines  his  friendships  to  his  own 
little  group,  whether  it  be  his  own  fraternity 
or  his  own  non-fraternity  group;  for  a  non- 
fraternity  man  can  be  just  as  partisan  in  his 
non-fraternity  spirit  as  the  fraternity  man. 
(And  what  is  said  of  the  fraternity  is  equally 
applicable  to  the  sorority  system). . 

Don't  make  the  mistake  of  failing  to 
know,  and  learning  to  like,  the  good  fellow 
who  is  in  the  other  fraternity,  or  who  is  per- 
haps not  a  fraternity  man  at  all-  Enrich 
and  enlarge  your  life  by  forming  friendships 
outside  of  the  little  limits  of  your  own  clique. 
Cut  your  cake  right  down  through  all  of  its 
layers. 

Put  the  interests  of  the  class  ahnve  that 
of  your  own  little  clique,  and  the  interests 
of  the  college  above  everything  else.  Cul- 
tivate a  passionate  devotion  to  Lake  Forest. 
Put  the  red  and  black  above  every  other 
banner,  and  let  us  work  together  to  make 
Lake  Forest  all  that  she  ought  to  be  and  all 
that  she  is  going  to  be  in  the  years  f~  come.

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LaKe  Forest  Versus  Northwestern. 

Lake  Forest  defeated  Northwestern 
College,  of  Naperville,  last  Saturday  on 
Farwell  Field  by  a  score  of  io-o.  Both 
teams  went  into  the  game  crippled.  Cap- 
tain McCrea  and  Chapman  were  out  and 
Captain  Krug,  of  Northwestern,  was  laid  up 
with  an  inflamed  leg.  The  weather  was 
brisk,  but  in  spite  of  this  there  was  the  larg- 
est student  attendance  recorded  this  season. 
The  rooting  was  enthusiastic  and  continu- 
ous, some  of  the  new  songs  and  yells  being 
used  very  effectively. 

Charleson  kicked  off  to  Kailer,  who  ad- 
vanced five  yards.  Unable  to  make  her 
five  yards  Northwestern  punted.  Black- 
went  through  for  eighteen  yards,  Munger 
for  eight,  Beltzner  for  twenty  and  ten,  then 
Black  was  shoved  over  for  a  touchdown, 
and  Callahan  kicked  goal.  Lake  Forest 
kicked  off  to  Kolander  and  on  the  next 
play  was  penalized  five  years.  Stoltz 
stopped  some  of  the  visitors'  plays  behind 
their  line  and  our  defense  held  firm.  North- 
western was  penalized  and  the  ball  went  to 
the  home  team,  which  fumbled.  Kolander, 
Schlafer  and  Lipp  broke  through  for  good 
gains  until  our  team  took  a  brace  and  held 
their  opponents  for  downs  on  their  forty 
yard  line.  After  several  line  bucks  Charle- 
son punted.  Time  was  called  with  the  ball 
in  .Northwestern's  territory.  Stoltz  did 
some  good  work  in  this  half  and  Munger 
showed  up  fairly  well. 

When  the  whistle  sounded  for  the 
second  half  Schneller  kicked  off.  Beltzner 
smothered  the  pigskin  and  made  good  for 
fifteen  yards.     Charleson  made  a  forty-five 


yard  punt  to  Kailer,  who  was  downed  al- 
most in  his  tracks.  Schlafer  went  out  with 
a  cracked  collar  bone  and  Sheele  took  his 
place  at  quarter.  Northwestern  punted 
to  Milner,  who  fumbled.  On  the  next 
play  the  visitors  were  penalized  fifteen 
yards  for  holding,  and  then  punted.  Mun- 
ger and  Black  carried  the  ball  down  the 
field  by  line  plunges  Milner  attempted  a 
quarter-back  run  and  was  thrown  back  for 
a  fifteen  yard  loss  by  Schneller.  Callahan 
attempted  a  place  kick  which  was  blocked. 
Charleson  punted  for  48  yards.  McKee 
replaced  Munger  and  Nanniga  took 
Schlafer's  position  at  left-half.  Both  teams 
took  a  brace  and  the  visitors  made  good 
ground  on  tandem  plays.

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THE  PHIOSOPHY  OF  JINGO.

Ade.  I  did'nt  see  anything  particularly 
funny  in  that.  A  man  may  not  have  any 
especial  desire  to  eat  stewed  raisins,  or  pret- 
zels and  beer,  or  any  other  dish,  but  that 
don't  give  him  license  to  bawl  it  all  over  the 
room.  Nobody  else  gave  a  continental 
whether  that  man  turned  down  the  prunes 
or  not,  but  he  spends  five  minutes  in  saying 
sarcastic  things  about    meeting    old  friends. 

Same  way  yesterday.  The  same  man 
looked  at  the  beefsteak  and  asked  if  that 
walked  in  itself,  or  if  they  killed  it  out  in 
the  hall.  Now,  that  beefsteak  may  have 
been  a  little  rare,  but  his  remarks  were  not 
in  order.  It  is  going  to  do  no  good  to  put 
your  head  on  one  side  and  try  to  get  funny 
with  a  helpless  piece  of  meat. 

Talk  about  a  saving  sense  of  humor.  It 
may  be  saving,  all  right  sometimes,  but 
charity  has  the  championship  in  covering  a 
multitude  of  sins,  and  it  takes  more  than  a 
little  humor  to  cover  a  lot  of  the  things  that 
are  said  at  the  dinner-table.

But  we  now  find  ourselves  looking  forward 
to  the  Wabash  game,  not  merely  with  hope, 
but  with  confidence.  The  ten  points 
wrested  from  Northwestern  College  last 
Saturday  certainly  added    little    brightness 


to  the  outlook.  It  is  not  the  actual  results 
of  that  game  which  gives  us  ground  for 
hope,  but  rather  the  new  found  spirit  which 
animates  every  man  on  the  team.  We  de- 
pend upon  this  spirit  to  carry  our  men 
through  the  most  faithful  week  of  ptactice 
which  they  have  had,  and  to  break  down 
all  opposition  in  the  coming  contest. 

Individually,  we  are  convinced,  our 
team  is  as  strong  as  that  of  any  College  in 
the  west.  Our  line  is  heavy,  and  our  backs 
are  fast.  What  we  lacked  in  the  opening 
games  was  unity  of  purpose,  and  the  fight- 
ing spirit.  When  we  have  abandoned  the 
foolish  idea  that  vict  ry  is  impossible  in  the 
coming  contest,  and  have  made  up  our 
minds  that  we  can  and  must  win,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  of  the  result.  Eet  it  be  known 
that  we  are  not  "dead  ones."  Let  us  stop 
being  "good  losers"  and  become  winners. 

Eleven  men  on  a  football  field  are 
merely  eleven  men.  They  are  not  a  team 
until  they  are  bound  together  by  a  com- 
mon interest.  If  nobody  cares  whether  the 
eleven  men  win  or  lose;  when  victory  or 
defeat  is  a  matter  of  small  importance  to 
the  College,  we  can  reasonably  expect  the 
eleven  men  to  go  down  in  defeat  before  a 
team  that  is  playing  with  a  purpose.  We 
conclude  from  this  bit  of  philosophy  that 
the  student  body  must  continue  to  make 
the  team  understand  that  we  do  care.  Let 
every  man  get  out  and  root!  If  you  want 
the  team  to  win,  make  your  feeling  known! 
Keep  up  the  enthusiasm! 

The  fact  that  Wabash  has  a  strong  team 
need  not  dampen  our  ardor,  for  a  moment. 
We  are  out  for  big  game.  We  will  have 
something  to  boast  of  when  we  defeat  this 
hoosier  eleven.  The  mere  fact  that  Wabash 
held  Chicago  to  a  score  of  15  points  should 
add  fuel  to  our  determination  to  win. 

We  are  proud  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  College  responded  last  week  to  the  call 
to  arms.  The  team  will  go  into  the  game 
next  Saturday  with  the  assurance  that  every 
student  in  the  College    is   anxiously    await- 
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ing  the  outcome.  There  will  be  no  sleep 
for  us  until  we  hear  the  result.  We  will  not 
be  on  the  field  to  root,  but  we  will  be  with 
you  in  spirit.  When  the  pace  begins  to  tell 
and  the  other  team  has  crowded  you  down 
toward  your  goal,  remember  that  Lake 
Forest  demands  your  utmost  effort.  Hold 
them!  Do  not  merely  hold  them,  take  the 
ball  and  make  a  touch  down!  You  can  do 
it  if  you  will!  The  extra  ounce  of  effort; 
the  little  added  ginger,  will  win  the  game. 
And  it  must  be  won. 

The  Friday 
Cnapel  Exercise. 

The  idea  of  devoting  the  Friday  chapel 
meetings  to  talks  on  subjects  of  immediate 
interest  to  the  student-body  is  a  good  one. 
Mr.  Harlan  and  the  other  members  of  the 
faculty  are  in  a  position  to  give  unbiased 
opinions  on  the  subjects  which  are  of  great 
.value.  It  will  do  a  great  deal  to  promote 
college  spirit  and  to  help  remind  us  of  the 
duty  which  we  owe  to  Alma  Mater.  The 
singing  of  the  college  song  adds  a  great  deal 
of  impressiveness  to  the  occasion.  We  hope 
that  this  meeting  will  become  one  of  the 
permanent  institutions  of  the  college. 

The  Confession 
of  Arthur  Duffy. 

The  confession  of  professionalism  re- 
cently made  by  Duffy,  the  holder  of  the 
world's  record  in  hundred-yard  dash,  is  the 
latest  sensation  in  the  athletic  world.  To 
the  ordinary  college  man  there  is  nothing  at 
all  surprising  in  the  exposure  only  curiosity 
respecting  the  motive  which  inspired  it.  In 
a  moment  Duffy,  the  respected  amateur, 
becomes  a  tainted  and  despicable  profes- 
sional. What  great  purpose  led  him  to  hand 
himself  over,  in  this  sudden  manner,  to  jus- 
tice ?  Was  it  personal  revenge  or  an  altru- 
istic motive  ? 

Nothing  brings  before  us  more  clearly 
the  absurdity  of  the  rule  which  bars  a  man 
who    has    accepted    money   for   his   athletic 


services  from  participating  in  college  con- 
tests than  the  incident  in  question.  We 
have  carried  this  attack  of  professionalism 
to  the  point  where  it  has  become  ridiculous. 
What  difference  does  it  make  to  us  whether 
a  man  has  been  paid  at  some  time  in  his 
career  for  playing  baseball,  or  winning  a 
race  ?  It  is  nothing  for  him  to  be  ashamed 
of,  and  therefore  none  for  us.  So  long  as 
he  is  not  paid  by  the  college  athletic  asso- 
ciation, nobody  can  reasonably  object.  The 
way  to  prevent  athlectic  associations  from 
paying  such  salaries  is  to  institute  an  effec- 
tive method  of  book-keeping.  Such  a  sys- 
tem might  also  serve  to  eliminate  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  "graft"  from  college 
athletics. 

The  next  thing  to  do  is  to  make  sure 
that  every  man  competing  in  a  team  is  a 
bonafide  student,  of  regular  standing,  and 
enforce  the  four-year  rule.  Nobody  would 
prohibit  a  national  league  from  going  to  col- 
lege, should  he  desire  to  do  so.  Why  pre- 
vent him  from  playing?  You  may  be  sure 
that  he  will  not  stay  long,  should  he  be 
payed  to  play,  even  be  forced  to  keep  his 
college  work  up  to  grade.  The  removal  of 
a  few  absurd  rules  would  have  a  great  effect 
on  the  morals  of  the  average  athletic.  Few 
men  reallv  lie  for  the  love  of  falsehood. 


VESPERS. 

Last  Sunday  afternoon  at  Vesper  Ser- 
vice, President  Harlan  delivered  a  sermon 
on  the  difference  between  the  Moral  and 
Religious  man.  The  speaker  first  dis- 
tinguished them,  the  moralist,  as  one  who 
obeys  a  law,  the  religious  man,  as  one  who 
obeys  a  ruler.

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A    DEPLORABLE    IGNORANCE    OF    LITERATURE 
PREVALENT  AMONG  COLLEGE  STUDENTS. 

In  the  October  number  of  the  Critic, 
Jeanette  Marks,  Associate  Professor  of  Eng- 
lish Literature  at  Mt.  Hollyoke  College,  has 
an  interesting  article  entitled,  "The  Ameri- 
can College  Girl's  Ignorance  of  Literature." 
Professor  Marks  based  her  article  on  the  re- 
sults of  an  examination  on  general  literature, 
which  she  had  given  to  a  class  of  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six  Sophomores.  She  sub- 
mitted to  the  class  some  forty  questions,  not 
difficult,  but  admirably  suited  for  proving 
the  knowledge  or  ignorance  of  those  exam- 
ined. Here  are  a  few  typical  questions: 
"Give  Shakespeare's  century;  Milton's;  Dry- 
den's;  Dickens.'"  "Who  was  Launcelot 
Gobbo  ?  Burne-Jones  ?  Morris?"  "Who 
wrote  the  biography  of  Samuel  Johnson  ? 
The  Divine  Comedy?  Thanatopsis  ?  The 
Ode  on  the  Intimations  of  Immortality?" 
Here  are  some  of  the  results.  Out  of  the 
one  hundred  and  eighty-six  there  were  fifty- 
three  who  could  not  place  Shakespeare  in 
his  century;  one  hundred  and  fourteen  could 
not  place  Milton;  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
one  could  not  tell  in  what  century  Dryden 
lived;  and  one  hundred  and  six  failed  to 
give  the  century  of  Goldsmith.  Indeed,  the 
century  of  Dickens  was  given  wrong  by 
over  one  hundred,  and  fifty-eight  even 
failed  to  name  Hawthorne's  century.  More 
than  two-thirds  of  the  students  were  unac- 
quainted with  Samuel  Johnson's  biographs; 
nearly  half  of  them  did  not  know  by  whom 
Launcelot  Gobbo  is  written;  more  than 
three-fourths  did  not  know  the  author  of 
the  Ode  on  Intimations  of  Immortality,  and 
"O  Di  Immortales."  One  claimed  that  Don 
Quixote  was  written  by  Marion  Crawford. 
Burne-Jones  and  Morris  were  almost  un- 
known. These  are  but  a  few  of  the  mistakes 
that  were  made. 

Mr.  Lewis,  desiring  to  learn  for  himself 
what  truth  there  was  in  such  an  arraignment 
of  the  college  student,  gave  to  his  theme 
class — a   class  of   twenty-five    composed  of 


Freshmen,  Sophomores,  Juniors  and  Seniors, 
but  whose  average  was  that  of  Sophomore — 
these  same  questions,  with  the  following 
interesting  results:  The  centuries  in  which 
Shakespeare,  Dickens  and  Hawthorne  lived; 
the  identity  of  Launcelot  Gobbo,  and  the 
authorship  of  Thanatopsis  were  generally 
given  correctly.  However,  Shakespeare 
was  placed  in  the  eleventh  century  by  one 
student;  Dickens  and  Hawthorne  were 
placed  in  the  eighteenth  century.  Gold- 
smith, according  to  some,  was  a  thirteenth 
century  writer.  One  student  very  happily 
stated  that  the  biography  of  Samuel  lohn- 
son  was  written  by  "himself."  "Loose  a  lot 
Bobbo,"  or  "Losolot  Gabulo,"  as  Launcelot 
Gobbo  was  named,  seemed  t  puzzle  many 
of  them.  Even  the  name  "Don  Quixote," 
to  say  nothing  of  its  authorship,  was  an 
enigma  to  some.  "Don  Keota"  and  "Don 
Chiote"  are  but  two  of  the  various  spellings 
of  the  word.  "Phany  Topsus"  was  attributed 
by  one  to  Mr.  Bryan.  Not  more  than  half 
the  class  knew  the  author  of  Henry  Esmond; 
scarcely  any  one  knew  Maggie  Tulver;  and 
twenty-three  of  the  twenty-five  knew  neither 
Morris  nor  Burne-Jones.  Two  students 
claimed  that  Morris  was  a  Revolutionary 
character,  and  the  name  "Burne-Jones"  was 
universally  misspelled.  Not  one  question 
was  answered  correctly  by  all;  and  not  one 
student  answered  all  the  questions,  although 
one  student  missed  but  one  question. 

It  must  be  taken  into  consideration,  of 
course,  that  the  class  was  given  no  time  to 
think  of  the  answers;  if  the  answer  didn't 
come  immediately  the  question  was  missed. 
But  this  examination  proves  an  ignorance 
of  literature  among  college  students  that  we 

should  be  heartily  ashamed  of 

Reader,  doubtless  you  are  saying:  "How 
shameful!  how  deplorable!"  But  be  care- 
ful .  .  .  Can  YOU  answer  these  ques- 
tions ?

A    THREE-YEARS  COLLEGE  COURSE. 

Shall  the  Student  be  Allowed  to  Finish   Hi*  Col- 
lege Course  jn  a  Professional  School? 

For  several  years  past  there  has  been  a 
movement,  started  and  led  by  professional 
schools,  to  allow  a  student,  after  having 
completed  three  years  in  college,  to  enter 
the  professional  school  of  his  choice,  and 
permit  him  there  to  complete  the  work  re- 
quired for  the  B.  A.  degree,  this  degree  to 
be  granted  him  at  the  end  of  the  first  year 
in  the  professional  school.  This  plan, 
according  to  its  sponsors,  would  benefit  all 
who  were  concerned.  First  it  would  serve 
the  student  as  a  time  saving  device.  The 
modern  youth  thinks  he  must  hurry  into 
his  life's  work,  whether  he  has  had  adequate 
preparation  or  not.  Again,  it  would  prove 
beneficial  to  the  college,  by  increasing  the 
number  of  students.  There  are  many,  who, 
either  because  of  lack  of  time  or  money,  go 
from  the  high  school  immediately  into  the 
professional  schools.  A  certain  per  cent  oi 
these,  it  is  claimed,  would  under  this  sys- 
tem avail  themselves  of  the  liberal  educa- 
tion of  the  college,  before  entering  the  pro- 
fessional school.  And  finally,  it  would  give 
to  the  good  professional  schools  of  the 
country  a  proper  recognition  among  the 
colleges  and  universities.  There  is  good 
argument  on  both  sides  of  the  question. 

Last  year  a  conference  of  the  Con- 
gregational Colleges  of  the  West  was  held 
at  Knox  College  to  consider    this    question. 


No  definite  action  was  taken,  but  the 
general  consensus  of  opinion  seemed  to  be 
against  the  proposition.  The  question  has 
now  come  up  before  the  other  colleges  of 
the  West,  and  in  particular,  before  our  own 
faculty.  It  is  expected  that  they  will  con- 
sider it  in  the  near  future. 


A  COURSE  IN    PARLIMENTARY  LAW. 

Professor  Halsey  to  Offer  New  Course    Par  lime  n- 
tary  Law  and  Present  Day  Problems. 

At  the  request  of  a  number  of  students, 
especially  those  interested  in  Literary 
Society  work,  Prof.  Halsey  is  to  offer  a 
new  course  next  year.  In  this  unique 
course,  two  days  of  the  week  are  to  be 
devoted  to  the  study  of  Parlimentary  Law, 
according  to  Roberts'  Rules  of  Order.  Of 
these,  one  day  is  to  be  given  up  to  an  Open 
Parlinieiit  wiLli  stating  chairman.  The 
class  is  expected  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
confuse  the  chairman.  The  remaining 
three  days  of  the  week  will  be  occupied  in 
the  3luJ^  and  discussion  of  political  and 
social  present  day  problems.  Profcssur 
Halsey  has  had  the  idea  in  mind  for  some 
time,  but  oniy  iaieiy  has  i.hcic  uecu  a  de- 
mand for  such  a  course.

In  his 
talk  he  traced  the  growth  of  this  present 
uprising,  showing  the  economic  conditions 
which  were  influential. 
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A  COLLEGE   INAUGURATION. 

Professor   Bridgman   Tells   of  His  Trip  to  Olivet. 

While  overshadowed  by  the  more  pre- 
tentious event  at  Illinois  University  the 
week  before,  the  inauguration  of  President 
Lancaster  at  Olivet  College,  Michigan,  has 
more  special  interest  for  Lake  Foresters. 
Olivet  College  was  founded  some  fifty 
years  ago  somewhat  as  Lake  Forest  was, 
by  a  group  of  Congregationalists  who 
settled  in  that  region  and  at  once  provided 
themselves  with  a  sound  college.  The  in- 
stitution has  a  strong  body  of  over  600 
Alumni,  scattered  all  over  the  world,  and 
turns  out  each  year  some  25  graduates. 
The  College  is  the  only  industry  in  the  vil- 
lage of  2000,  the  center  of  interest  and 
affection. 

At  the  inauguration  of  the  new  Presi- 
dent representatives  were  present  from 
about  25  institutions,  and  included  Presi- 
dents Harris  of  Amherst,  Eaton  of  Beloit, 
Thwing  of  Western  Reserve,  Dean  Small 
of  Chicago,  and  Professor  Ely,  of  Wiscon- 
sin. The  inauguaration  took  place  on 
Wednesday;  especially  picturesque  was  the 
long  academic  procession  through  the  leafy 
village  street;  and  the  gathering  of  the 
whole  community  at  the  formality.  Thurs- 
day was  given  up  to  the  discussion  by  the 
visiting  delegates  and  the  resident  profes- 
sors of  several  important  college  questions: 

1.  The  encroachment  of  athletic  and 
other  diversions  upon  a  students'  work. 

2.  Unhealthy  competition  between 
colleges. 

3.  The  essential  difference  between 
college  and  university  teachers. 

4.  The  tendency  to  shorten  the  col- 
lege course  at  both  ends. 

Space  will  not  allow  even  a  summary  of 
the  discussions,  but  they  were  spirited  and 
democratic,  for  many  took  part  in  them; 
they  were  thoughtful  and  singularly  free 
from  play  to  the  gallery,  which  was  a  large 
one,  and  friendly,    even   on    the    dangerous 


topic  of  the  spiriting  away  of  athletes  from 
one  institution  to  another.  In  the  absence 
of  the  appointed  speaker,  I  was  asked  to 
open  the  discussion  of  the  fourth  topic 
mentioned  above,  and  really  enjoyed  the 
opportunity,  though  I  cannot  answer  for 
the  sensations  of  the  audience.  The  opin- 
ion was  quite  unanimous  that  the  integrity 
of  the  four  year  course  must  be  maintained. 
I  was  certainly  very  glad  of  this  opportunity 
to  visit  a  college  of  our  own  rank,  which  I 
hope  we  may  all  know  better  in  the  future.

MORAL  VANDALISM. 

The  president  of  a  certain  eastern  col- 
lege once  said,  "The  average  college  stu- 
dent individually  is  a  gentleman  but  as  a 
body  he  is  more  often  a  rowdy  and  guilty 
of  many  acts  of  moral  and  material  vandal- 
ism." We  have  been  guilty  of  a  moral 
vandalism  which  has  characterized  our  atti- 
tude toward  a  vital  principle.  Our  football 
enthusiasm  has  perverted  our  judgment  and 
we  have  been  led  unthinkingly  into  com- 
mitting an  offense  against  our  Maker,  our 
college  and  ourselves;  we  have  made  en- 
enthusiasm  synonymous  with  sacrilege;  we 
have  done  that  which  is  inexcusable  in  a 
mob  of  street  characters  and  how  much 
more  are  we  to  be  censored;  we  have  been 
guilty  of  an  indescretion  pardonable  only 
in  children.  I  refer  to  the  hymns  and 
hymnal  music  we  bave  been  parodying. 

Is  it  necessary  for  us  when  seeking  a 
tune  for  a  few  doggerel  lines  to  invade  the 
realm  of  sacred  music?  Is  it  necessary  for 
us  to  pervert  the  "sweetly  solemn"  phrase- 
ology of  a  sacred  hymn  to  the  deplorable 
use  of  which  we  are  guilty? 

Are  there  not  hundreds,  nay  thousands 
of  songs  and  tunes  of  a  lighter  and  less  holy 
nature  to  which  we  can  turn  and  which  are 
far  more  appropriate  to  the  sentiments  we 
wish  to  set  to  music.  Clothe  a  court  fool  in 
the  vestments  peculiar  to  a  papal  office  and 
the  incongruity  strikes  us  at  once  as    ridicu- 
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lous,  nay,  a  profanation,  and  yet  that  is  just 
what  we  are  guilty  of  ourselves.  But  our 
fault  is  far  deeper  and  more  vital  in  its 
nature.  We  have  snatched  the  tunes  from 
the  pages  of  our  hymnal  and  have  clothed 
the  few  lines  of  frivolous  verse,  expressive 
of  the  lightest  of  sentiment,  with  the  sacred 
vestments. 

We  have  not  stopped  there.  Our  first 
attempt  was  but  the  key  that  opened  the 
door  for  further  indiscretion.  The  words 
of  several  of  our  hymns,  words  that  have 
carried  balm  and  solace  to  sorrowing  hearts; 
that  have  turned  the  wayward  to  true  and 
noble  living;  that  have  regenerated  de- 
generate manhood;  that  in  short  express 
the  highest  ideals  that  man  can  conceive, 
these  words,  I  repeat,  we  have  torn,  twisted, 
profaned,  and  degraded  to  meet  the 
exigencies  of  a  popular  fancy.  A  fancy 
that  expresses  itself  in  ribald  chorus. 

The  motto  of  our  college  is  "For  Christ 
and  the  Church."  Are  we  upholding  Christ, 
are  we  upholding  the  church  when  we  out- 
rage such  sacred  songs  as,  "Nearer  My  God 
to  Thee,"  "Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds,"  and 
"Revive  Us  Again?"  Examine  the  music. 
What  harmony,  than  this  is  sweeter,  purer 
or  more  entertaining?  Examine  the  words; 
where  will  you  find  nobler  sentiments  or 
more  refined  language?     And  who  are  their

Heavenly  Host  has  not  enrolled  them 
among  their  Hosannas)  their  authors  will 
live  as  long  as  the  hymns  themselves. 

What  are  we,  what  are  our  parodies? 
We  are  transient,  our  dogseral  a  puff  of 
wind.  But  our  sacrilege  remains  a  blot  on 
the  fair  esculcheon  of  Alma  Mater.  Where 
is  our  reverence,  our  common  sense?  "Con- 
ssitency!  thou  are  a  jewel!"  But  alas  we 
have  hidden  its  sparkle  under  a  bushel.

Fighting  every  inch  of  the  way,  Lake 
Forest  went  down  to  defeat  before  the  hus- 
ky Wabash  eleven  at  Crawfordsville  last 
Saturday  afternoon,  the  final  score  being 
53  to  0.  Two  touch  downs  were  made 
against  us  in  the  first  half  from  fumbles, 
one  of  a  blocked  punt.  Several  unlucky 
incidents  of  this  sort  helped  to  pile  up  the 
score,  the  game  being  better  contested  than 
the  figures  would  indicate.  The  Wabash 
team  is  of  university  calibre,  heavy  and  fast 
with  an  exceptionally  strong  defence.  Lake 
Forest,  on  the  other  hand  was  unable  to 
stop  the  rushes  of  the  hoosier  backs,  the  want 
of  practise  against  a  full  scrub  eleven  being 
very  much  in  evidence- 

The  absence  of  Captain  McCrea  and 
Chapman  was  keenly  felt,  although  the  men 
who  took  their  places  played  hard  and 
plucky  foot-ball.  The  work  of  Gibbs  and 
Black  in  defence  was  particularly  good,  and 
Beltzner  carried  the  ball  in  fine  style  against 
the  Wabash  line.  Michaels,  who  went  in  at 
quarter  during  the*  second  half,  prevented 
several  touchdowns  by  brilliant  tackling 
and  Grant  who  played  left  half,  was  a  strong 
man  in  the  secondary  defence.  "Sammy" 
Stoltz,  the  diminutive  end,  was  there  with 
the  goods  at  every  stage  of  the  contest,  and 
his  mate,  Callahan,  played  his  usual  con- 
sistent game. 

Although  unable  to  score,  Lake  Forest's 
offense  was  not  weak.  When  we  remember 
that  Wabash  held  Chicago,  Northwestern, 
and  Illinois  practically  to  a  standstill,  and 
defeated  Notre  L\.  ;-„;_•  the  mor.rc:  S-  \«-u:  u 
our  men  carried  the  ball  was  not  discourag- 
ing. At  one  period  during  the  second  half, 
Lake  Forest  seriously    threatened  to    score. 


A  long  run  by  Stoltz,  on  a  delayed  pass, 
and  a  series  of  line  plunges  in  which  Beltz- 
ner and  Black  were  the  star  actors,  brought 
the  ball  from  their  territory  to  the  Wabash 
20  yard  line,  where  a  string  of  unlucky 
plays  lost  us  the  ball  on  downs,  and  the 
hoosiers  punted  out  of  danger.  There  was 
a  scare  in  the  Wabash  camp  for  several 
minutes. 

The  thirty  or  more  rooters  who  followed 
the  team  had  things  all  their  own  way.  With 
banners  flying,  and  megaphones  in  full  blast 
they  stuck  by  the  team  to  the  last.  The 
Wabash  rooters  were  as  completely  out- 
done by  the  Lake  Forest  contingent  as  was 
our  team  by  their's. 

The  exhibition  was  a  remarkably  clean 
one  throughout.  The  few  penalties  were  re- 
ceived without  question  by  both  teams, 
which,  strangely  enough,  is  unusual  in  a 
college  game.  Several  substitutes  were 
sent  in  for  Lake  Forest  during  the  second 
half,  but  none  of  the  men  were  seriously 
injured,  and  but  little  time  was  taken  out 
for  repairs.  The  Wabash  men  were  not  so 
fortunate.

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Knox  tied  with  Northwestern  college 
last  Saturday,  which  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  our  chances  for  winning  the  remaining 
games  of  the  schedule  are  good.  North- 
western could  not  have  been  in  the  best  of 
condition  after  her  unfortunate  game  with 
us  the  week  before.  Monmouth,  our  other 
rival,  defeated  Knox  by  a  score  of  12  to  6 
on  the  same  day  that  we  defeated  North- 
western. Knox  plays  Wabash  next  Satur- 
day, which  will  give  us  an  even  better  line 
on  the  strength  of  our  Illinois  rivals.  Ging- 
er up;  the  season  is  not  over  yet. 

The  game  with  Joliet  High  sceduled  for 
next  Saturday,  will  be  played  in  the  morn- 
ing, so  that  Mr.  Vaughan  and  the  members 
of  the  team  may  attend  the  Chicago-Purdue 
game  in  the  afternoon. 

Last  Friday  morning,  almost  the  en- 
tire student  body — both  men  and  women — 
went  to  the  station  to  cheer^the  football 
team  as  they  started  for  Crawfordville. 
The  procession  started  at  North  Hall  and 
marched  past  Lois  Hall  to  the  depot,  keep- 
ing step  to  the  cry:  "On  to  Wabash"  or 
singing  the  praises  of  the  team.  For  the 
five  or  ten  minutes  intervening  till  train 
time  the  students  cheered  the  team  almost 
continuously. 

As  the  train  puiied  out,  some  one  sug- 
gested that  it  would  be  a  great  thing  for 
the  team,  if  about  twenty  men  should  go 
down  to  Crawfordsville  Saturday  morning 
and  surprise  uie  team.  The  iuca  took,  and 
by  night  more  than  twenty  men  had  prom- 
ised to  go.  Saturday  morning  twenty-two 
men  took  the  7:05  train  for  Crawfordsville 
where  they  arrived  at  about  1:15.  From 
the  depot  they  were  conducted  by  Presi- 
dent Kane,  of  Wabash  College,  who  hap- 
pened to  be  on  the  train,  to  the  football 
grounds. 


At  last  it  came  time  for  the  game  to 
begin,  and  as  the  Lake  Forest  team  came 
on  the  field  a  great  cheer  went  up  from  the 
men  who  had  come  to  support  it.  The 
game  began,  the  team  worked  hard,  and 
the  rooters  cheered  for  all  they  were  worth; 
but  we  were  defeated.  The  continued  re- 
verses of  the  team  would  have  dampened 
the  ardor  of  men  less  loyal,  but  they  sup- 
ported the  team  every  moment  of  the 
game.  All  the  while  the  most  cordial  rela- 
tions existed  between  the  supporters  of 
both  teams.  Wabash  would  cheer  Lake 
Forest  and  Lake  Forest  would  answer  with 
a  cheer  for  Wabash. 

The  trip  meant,  to  most  of  the  men,  a 
considerable  personal  sacrifice;  but  despite 
that  sacrifice,  and  despite  the  fact  that  they 
tasted  the  bitterness  of  defeat,  it  was  abund- 
antly worth  while.  It  proved  to  the  team 
that  the  College  is  with  them,  heart  and 
soul,  and  it  showed  Wabash  that  the  spirit 
of  Lake  Forest  is  very  much  alive. 


VESPER    SERVICE. 


The  Sunday  afternoon  Vesper  Service 
was  led  by  President  Harlan.  He  took 
some  very  practical  lessons  from  "If  there- 
fore thine  eye  be  single  thy  whole  body 
shall  be  full  of  light.  But  if  thine  eye  be 
evil  thy  whole  bbd'v  cb?'1  H<=»  full  of  dark- 
ness." Light  is  knowledge,  and  according 
to  the  light  that  is  in  us  we  are  able  to 
comprehend  and  make  use  of  the  light.

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An  Out-breaK  of 
College  Spirit. 

Last  Friday  morning,  between  the 
hours  of  ten  and  eleven,  the  class  rooms 
were  deserted  while  the  students  marched 
to  the  depot  in  a  body  to  give  the  depart- 
ing football  team  a  rousing  send-off.  The 
vacation  was  taken  without  leave  of  the 
college  authorities,  who  were  highly  in- 
censed over  the  affair.  Dr.  Harlan  and 
Professor  Halsey  in  speeches  at  the  Chapel, 
took  occasion  to  condemn  the  attitude  of 
students  in  no  uncertain  terms. 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  this  in- 
formal   leave-taking     was   not    induced    by 


the  spirit  of  rowdyism,  nor  of  anarchy,  nor 
of  contempt  for  those  in  authority,  but  was 
the  result  of  a  spontaneous  out-burst  of 
enthusiasm,  such  as  has  not  been  seen  in 
Lake  Forest  for  many  a  day.  Dr.  Harlan, 
in  a  speech  at  the  Commons  later  in  the 
day,  reconsidered  his  original  statements, 
recognizing  the  spirit  which  had  influenced 
the  students,  and  in  his  own  hearty  way, 
gave  us  to  understand  that  although  he 
could  not  commend,  he  could  pardon  an 
out-break  of  this  kind. 

The  unauthentic  notice  which  was 
posted  early  in  the  morning  may  have 
deceived  a  few,  but  the  crime  was  for  the 
most  part  deliberate,  and  we  do  not  wish  to 
plead  ignorance  as  an  excuse  for  our  mis- 
demeanor. We  made  a  huge  mistake  in 
not  petitioning  the  faculty  for  this  vacation, 
which  would,  no  doubt,  have  been  granted. 
We  could,  in  this  manner,  have  saved  our- 
selves a  great  deal  of  trouble.  The  difficulty 
was  lack  of  organization.  Nobody  was 
willing  to  take  up  the  matter,  although  the 
desirability  of  having  a  vacation  during 
this  period  was  recognized.  A  little  fore- 
sight on  the  part  of  those  who  should  be 
our  leaders  would  be  a  great  advantage. 

In  view  of  the  idea  advanced  by  Pro- 
fessor Halsey,  this  statement  may  seem 
absurd;  if  the  members  of  the  faculty  are 
our  natural  leaders  in  all  lines  of  enterprise, 
we  do  not  wish  to  be  so  uncivil  as  to  re- 
mind them  of  their  duty.  If  the  members 
of  the  faculty  had  been  our  leaders  in  this 
case,  they  would  have  granted  us  leave  of 
absence  without  being  petitioned.  They 
would  have  come  forth  with  megaphone 
and  tin  horn,  and  led  our  cheers.  It  should 
not  be  necessary  to  tell  a  leader  what  is 
wanted,  it  is  his  business  to  know  these 
things. 

Much  as  we  respect  the  opinion  of  Pro- 
fessor Halsey,  we  are  compelled  to  differ 
from  him  on  this  subject.  We  are  con- 
vinced that  our  professors  are  not  only  un- 
fitted to  be  our  leaders,  but    are    restrained 
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from  taking  that  position  by  the  nature  of 
things.  The  faculty  is,  and  must  be,  con- 
servative, and  must  serve  as  a  check  upon 
student-body,  which  is  impulsive  and  radi- 
cal. For  the  authorities  to  become  radical 
would  be  as  dangerous  a  move  as  for  the 
student  body  to  become  too  conservative. 
The  fathers  of  our  country  displayed  good 
knowledge  of  human  nature  when  they 
drew  up  our  constitution. 

A  student  leader  cannot  be  conserva- 
tive and  be  successful.  Consequently  we  do 
not  see  how  our  professors  can  be  leaders 
of  student  enterprise.  They  can  be  sym- 
pathetic and  tolerant;  they  can  misuse  their 
authority  to  the  detriment  of  the  spirit  of 
the  College,  and  of  its  prosperity,  or  they 
can,  by  their  attitude,  do  all  in  their  power 
to  further  the  spirit  which  means  so  much 
to  the  institution.  But  ordinarily  student 
enterprise  will  care  for  itself,  the  support 
which  it  requires  from  the  college  authori- 
ties is  not  leadership,  but  recognition  and 
encouragement.  We  are  pleased  with  Dr. 
Harlan's  attitude. 

This  discussion  brings  us  face  to  face 
with  an  issue  which  has  always  been  per- 
plexing. When  talking  about  it,  we  are 
always  conscious  of  being  on  the  fence  in 
deep  water,  not  being  able  to  find  head  or 
tail  to  it. 

We  have  pointed  out  that  the  attitude 
of  the  faculty  toward  student  enterprise 
must  be  conservative.  Now,  why  is  it  that 
the  professor,  who  is  first  of  all  anxious  to 
see  us  progress  in  our  regular  college  work, 
is  compelled  to  exert  a  restraining  influence 
against  out-side  affairs? 

We  have  explored  the  premises  of  our 
syllogysm,  and  find  them  clear  and  compre- 
hensive. The  conclusion  is  not  so  easy. 
The  man  who  plays  football,  or  debates,  or 
works  on  the  STENTOR  or  the  Forester  can- 
not do  justice  to  his  classroom  work,  if  he 
desires  to  succeed  in  these  outside  enterprises. 
This  we  are  sure    of.       We    are    equally 


certain  we  can  tell  why  it  is  true.  In  other 
colleges  these  student  enterprizes  are  allowed 
to  interfere  with  class-room  work;  and  in  the 
same  proportion  that  the  regular  work  suf- 
fers does  the  outside  work  improve.  In 
order  to  meet  this  competition  our  men  are 
forced  to  take  a  pace  which  lowers  the 
grade  of  scholarship.  The  real  question  is 
then,  is  the  game  worth  the  candle?  If  not, 
do  not  waste  the  candle-  If  it  can  be 
shown  that  this  outside  work  compensates 
for  the  loss  in  the  regular  line  of  duty,  then 
well  and  good,  let  the  game  go  on.  But  if 
a  man  is  required  to  do  his  best  in  his  college 
work,  then  outside  enterprise  should  be 
prohibited,  for  the  combination  cannot  be 
made  a  success;  let  us  not  deceive  ourselves 
it  cannot. 

How  can  these  enterprises  be  done 
away  with?  If  we  expect  to  have  a  college, 
we  must  have  college  spirit;  destroy  the 
spirit,  and  the  college  will  go  out  of  com- 
mission for  the  lack  of  students.  Here  is  a 
problem  for  the  educators  of  our  country 
to  solve.  One  college  cannot  bring  about 
such  a  reform  alone;  all  must  combine,  as 
in  a  labor  strike,  to  make  the  move  success- 
ful.    Our  problem  now  looks  like  this. 

A  cannot  play  football  and  be  No.  I . 
But  he  should  be  No.  1,  (ox  not? j 
And  he  should  play  football,  (or  not?) 
And  why?     Also  what?    Or  is  our  logic 
poor? 

Continuing  our  discussion,  we  suggest 
that  it  would  not  be  a  bad  idea  to  give  the 
student  who  is  engaged  in  outside  enterprise 
credit  for  this  work,  when  the  training  re- 
ceived is  of  practical  value.  We  do  not  care 
to  hurt  the  feelings  of  any  one  of  our  facul- 
ty friends  by  even  intimating  that  the  train- 
ing received  in  intercollegiate  debate  is  as 
valuable  as  that  received  in  a  regular  curri- 
culum study;  but  it  might  be  made  so.  Cer- 
tainly enough  time  and  effort  is  spent  in 
debate  by  those  who    participate,    so  that  if 
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the  work  were  organized,  it  could  be 
made  highly  profitable.  In  the  same  way- 
work  on  the  STENTOR  might  be  done  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  deserve  credit.  We 
have  some  very  decided  views  on  this 
point,'  wnich  might  not,  however,  be  of 
interest  to  the  public  at  large.  At  any  rate 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  decisive  steps 
should  be  taken  by  the  faculty  in  regard  to 
these  important  matters.  If  outside  enter- 
prise cannot  be  conducted  without  serious 
damage  to  those  who  engage  in  it,  do  away 
with  it.  If  it  can  be  conducted  with  profit, 
rather  than  damage,  make  allowance  for  it, 
and  take  so  decided  a  stand  in  the  matter 
that  the  student  will  run  no  risk  of  misun- 
derstanding the  relation  of  outside  work  to 
his  regular  duties.

Events  of  tHe  Week. 


FIRE  IN  CHEMICAL  LAB. 

Explosion  of  Sodium  Causes  Alarm  of  Fire. 

Miss  Ryon  Slightly   Injured.      No   Other 

Damage  Done. 

Last  Monday  afternoon,  the  occupants 
of  College  Hall  and  North  Hall  were  star- 
tled by  the  cry  of  fire  And  judging'  from 
the  smoke  that  poured  out  of  the  chemical 
laboratory  windows  it  seemed  a  true  alarm. 
But  upon  investigation,  it  was  found  that 
an  explosion  had  taken  place,  and  the 
smoke  was  due  to  the  combustion  of  chemi- 
cals. Miss  Katherine  Ryon,  while  perform- 
ing an  experiment  with  sodium,  somehow 
brought  a  large  piece  of  sodium  in  contact 
with  water.  Immediately  there  occured 
three  explosions,  in  quick  succession,  one 
heavy  one,  which  scattered  the  pieces  that 
caused  the  light  explosions.  The  first  ex- 
plosion shattered  a  flask  or  beaker,  cut- 
ting Miss  Ryon's  face  and  arms  slightly;  it 
wrecked  her  watch;  and,  perhaps,  broke  a 
large  window-pane.  It  is  more  probable 
that  this  latter  was  done  by  some  excited 
person,  perhaps,  the  same  one  who  did 
exactly  the  wrong  thing  in  pouring  a  bucket 
of  water  on  the  scattered  sodium. 

It  is  very  fortunate  that  the  fire  did  not 
get  a  start,  for  in  such  a  high  wind,  there 
would  have  been  little  chance  to  save  the 
building.

The  second  meeting  of  the  University

OUTING    DISCUSSES    FOOTBALL. 

Origin    of     Popular    Sport     Written    by 
Dennie  P.  Myers. 

The  November  issue  of  "The  Outing" 
contains  three  articles  of  intense  interest  to 
the  football  enthusiast.  In  the  "View 
Point,"  by  Casper  Whitney,  reference  is 
made  to  the  Football  Rules  Committee  ail- 
ment. The  amazement  which  greeted  this 
committee's  "recent  disregard  of  its  very 
obvious  duty  has  been  followed  by  specula- 
tion equally  widespread  as  to  the  reasons 
which  influenced  these  legislators  to  close 
their  ears  to  the  earnest  and  repeated 
appeal  of  the  friends  of  college  sport."  In 
regard  to  football  sanitation  there  is  urgent 
need  that  football  be  relieved  of  much  of 
its  smashing  tactics. 

The  Honor  System  in  college  sport  is 
the  next  topic  of  importance.  A  number 
of  rules  are  proposed.  In  fact  the  only 
rules  that  the  writer  would  like  to  see 
adopted  by  every  college  in  America. 

"The  Beginnings  of  Football,"  by  Den- 
nie P.  Myers,  tiaces  the  growth  of  this 
popular  sport  from  the  Greek  and  Roman 
in  early  times  to  the  Rugby  Union  in    1871. 
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To  the  Editor  ok  the  Stentor: 

Dear  SlR:-An  article  by  Mr.  Brown, 
in  the  last  issue  of  your  paper,  leads  me  to 
make  a  few  remarks  which  I  hope  will  not 
be  untimely- 
Recognizing  the  good  intentions  of  the 
writer  on  "Moral  Vandalism,"  it  would  be 
unfair  to  condem  his  attitude,  although  his 
views  do  appear  some  what  strained.  The 
article  in  question  was  no  doubt  induced  by 
our  singing  of  "On  to  Wabash,"  to  the  tune 
of  "Revive  us  Again."  Why  was  it  that 
this  tune  found  such  general  favor  among 
the  students?  Was  it  not  because  the  tune 
fitted  so  well  with  the  words  that  were  used? 
It  must  be  conceded  that  this  battle  song 
is  the  best  of  the  season,  and  any  musician 
will  agree  that  the  tune  of  "Revive  us 
Again"  is  a  fit  companion  for  "Tammany" 
and  "Hot  Time."  It  is  a  rouser  of  the  rag 
time  order.  The  fault  is  not  with  us,  but 
with  the  religion  that  would  use  such  a  tune 
in  connection  with  sacred  words.  It  is 
"Moral  Vandalism"  to  have  such  a  tune  in 
a  hymn  book. 

Open  any  of  our  gospel  hymn  books  of 
today,  and  you  will  find  sacred  words  set  to 
the  music  of  ''faunita,"  and  "Robin  Adair," 
and  countless  others.  Is  not  this  "Vandal- 
ism?" Is  it  not  sacreligious  to  use  the 
music  of  popular  song  in  connection  with 
sacred  thoughts? 

And  what  shall  we  say  of  the  number- 
less tunes  which  the  churches  have  taken 
from  classic  writers,  and  marred  by  the  ad- 
dition of  words.  The  Methodists,  who 
abhor  the  opera,  will  appropriate  music 
from  Weber's  "Oberon,"  and  sing  "My 
Jesus  as  thou  wilt,"  with  great  fervor.  And 
the  greatest  of  their  crimes  is  not  inconsis- 
tency, for  very  often  the  tunes  which  they 
select  are  far  more  sacred  without  the 
words  than  with  them.  Nothing  is  so  sa- 
cred as  good  music,  and  nothing  is  more 
"Vandalistic"  than  to  mar  it  with  "doggerel," 
for  the  best  of  words  are  as  "doggerel' 
when  we  try  to  express  in  language  the  un- 


utterable thoughts  which  have  their  birth 
in  th°  music  of  a  Beethoven  or  a  Men- 
delssohn. 

If  these  statements  are  true,  would  it 
not  be  well  to  begin  the  reform  at  the  other 
end?  Who  should  be  surprised  at  our 
"Vandalism,"  when  the  church,  for  which 
the  average  student  has  a  wholesome  re- 
spect, sets  so  bad  an  example?  Down  in 
Chicago  tonight  the  Salvation  Army  is 
singing  words  of  grace  to  the  latest  popu- 
lar tune;  and  how  much  better  are  we  than 
they?  The  intentions  of  the  average  stud- 
ent areas  good  as  those  of  Mr.  Browne.  The 
only  difference  is  in  our  point  of  view,  and 
we  imagine  that  when  his  musical  taste  is 
more  highly  developed  he  will  join  in  and 
sing  "Revive  us  again"  as  heartily  as  the 
worst  of  us.  C.  O.  D.

MEDIEVAL  AND  MODERN  RUSHES. 

Those  who  witnessed  the  recent  class 
rush  may  be  interested  in  comparing  it 
with  the  rushes  at  Oxford  in  the  Middle 
Ages.  Such  a  comparison  would  enable  us 
to  see  how  far  we  have  advanced  in  college 
ethics  in  the  last  six  hundred  years.  We 
print  below  the  accounts  of  two  Oxford 
rushes  which  occured  respectively  in  1285 
and    1388. 

''In  1285  on  the  feast  of  Holy  Trinity 
fell  out  a  sad  dissention  between  the  schol- 
ars of  divers  counties.  The  Northern  and 
Welsh  joined  together  against  the  Southern 
and  had  banners  and  flags  among  them  to 
distinguish  each  other.  They  also  pitched 
their  field  near  Beaumont  castle  where  each 
party  trying  their  valor  fell  together  in  such 
confusion  with  their  warlike  array,  that  in 
conclusion  divers  on  both  sides  were  slain 
and  many  pitifully  wounded.  The  end  was 
that  the  Northern  Scholars  with  the  Welsh 
had  with  much  ado  the  victory." 

The  second  account  is  of  a  rush  a  cen- 
tury later. 

"On  Thursday  in  the  fourth  week  in 
Lent  in  the  twelfth  year  of  the  reign  of 
Richard  II.  Thomas  Specke,  Chaplain,  and 
John  Kirby  with  a  multitude  of  other  male- 
factors appointed  captains  among  them,  rose 
up  against  the  peace  of  the  King,  and  sought 
after  all  Welshmen  abiding  and  studying  at 
Oxford,  shooting  arrows  before  them  in 
divers  streets  and  lanes  as  they  went,  crying 
"War,  war,  war!  Fie,  fie,  fie!  The  Walse 
doggys  and  her  whelyps  and  who  so  looketh 
out  his  house,  he  shall  in  good  soote  be 
dead;  and  certain  persons  they  slew  and 
others  they  grevously  wounded,  and  some 
of  the  Welshmen  who  bowed  their  knees 
to  abjure  the  Town,  they  led  to  the  gates 
and  caused  them  to  kiss  in  dishonorable 
fashion.  But  being  not  content  with  that 
they,  while  the  said  Welshman  knelt  to  kiss, 
would  knock  their  heads  against  the  gates 
in  such  a  manner  that  they  would  force 
blood  out  of  the  noses  of  some  and  tears 
out  of  the  eyes  of  others." — The  Cardinal.

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THE  AMERICAN  ACADEMY  OF  MEDICINE. 

On  last  Thursday  and  Friday  occured 
the  thirtieth  annual  meeting  of  the  Amer- 
ican Academy  of  Medicine  at  the  North- 
western University  Building  in  Chicago. 
This  Academy  is  an  Association  of  nearly  a 
thousand  of  the  distinguished  physicians 
and  surgeons  in  the  country;  devoting  its 
meetings  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  pro- 
fession and  the  state  rather  than  to  strictly 
scientific  subjects.  Its  purpose  is  perhaps 
best  expressed  by  its  motto  "Prodesse 
Cioibus," 

Tne  meeting  this  year  was  somewhat 
of  a  departure  from  the  usual  program,  as 
collegiate  and  other  institution  were  asked 
to  send  corresponding  delegates  who  were 
invited  to  take  part  in  the  discussion,  and  in 
whose  interest  the  program  was  in  part  ar- 
ranged. From  Lake  Forest  Professors 
Halsey,  McKee,  Needham  and  Bridgman 
were  in  attendance  during  the  whole  of  the 
first  day's  session.  The  special  subject  of 
interest  to  college  men  discussed  on  that 
day  was  "The  Value  of  the  First  Degree  in 
American  Colleges."  There  was  a  really 
unanimous  recognition  of  the  importance  of 
the  American  College  as  distinguished  from 
the  University  and  a  most  friendly  expres- 
sion of  opinion  towards  the  colleges  and  the 
work  which  they  are  doing.  The  visitors 
from  Lake  Forest  took  some  part  in  the 
discussion  and  came  home  greatly  pleased 
with  the  reception  which  they  had  received, 
and  the  attitude  of  the  society  towards 
institutions  like  our  own. 


MAGAZINES  OF  THE  WESTERN  COLLEGES. 

The  Knox  Student  is  undoubtedly  one  of 
the  best  college  weeklies  in  the  country.

It  is  published  by 
the  Senior  Class  and  in  the  October  num- 
ber consists  of  thirty-six  pages  of  reading 
matter  and  an  unusual  number  of  illustra- 
tions. It  is  bound  in  a  heavy  grey  cover 
with  a  design  in  color  on  the  front,  and 
compares  not  unfavorably  with  some  of  the 
standard  monthly  magazines. 

The  Oracle,  from  Monmouth,  is  slight- 
ly, smaller  and  has  no  illustrations. 

The  Lombard  Review  contains  sixteen 
pages  monthly,  and  the  Northwestern  Col- 
lege Chronicle  is  of  nearly  the  same  size. 

Iowa  College,  at  Grinnell,  sends  out  the 
Unit  each  month,  beside?  pub.ishing  a  ^emi- 
weekly  newspaper,  The  Reu  .old  Black.

SUCCEED  MR.   SLOANE  AS  HEAD  OF 

THE    ACADEMY. 

As  has  been  announced,  Mr.  Sloane  has 
resigned  from  the  headship  of  the  Lake 
Forest  Academy,  and  Mr.  William  Mather 
Lewis  has  now  been  appointed  to  enter  up- 
on his  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  spring 
semester.  Mr.  Lewis  comes  to  this  impor- 
tant position  just  as  the  restoration  of  the 
name  of  the  old  Academy  has  brought  it 
into  touch  once  more  with  the  traditions  of 
splendid  work  done  by  such  a  man  as  Alfred 
Gardner  Welch  and  has  also  brought  back 
to  it  the  enthusiastic  allegiance  of  its  old 
alumni.  Word  comes  almost  every  day  of 
the  gladness  of  the  "old  boys"  to  whom  an 
inheritance  of  over  forty  years  is  now  re- 
stored. 

Mr.  Lewis  needs  no  introduction  to 
Lake  Forest.  Students,  alumni,  and  pro- 
fessors of  the  college  all  know  his  ability 
and  his  merit,  and  the  town  shares  in  the 
making  of  his  popularity.  Heredity  helps 
make  every  man  and  the  son  of  the  late  Dr. 
Lewis,  of  Joliet,  makes  no  exception  to  the 
general  truth.  For  a  number  of  years  the 
Rev.  James  Lewis,  D.  D.,  was  conspicious 
in  the  Synod  of  Illinois  by  his  personal 
presence,  his  power  in  debate,  his  skill  as 
an  ecclesiastical  lawyer,  his  address  as  a 
leader  of  men.  His  son,  since  his  gradua- 
tion from  Lake  Forest  College  in  1900,  has  • 
shown  the  same  mintage  in  qualities  of  mind 
and  of  character.  As  principal  of  Whipple 
Academy  at  Jacksonville,  Illinois,  and  for 
the  last  two  years  as  instructor  in  elocution 
in  Lake  Forest  College,  he  has  shown  the 
characteristics  of  great  teaching — -devotion, 
industry,  energy,  sincerity,  insight,  patience, 
tact,  command.  Those  who  know  him  well 
feel  assured  that  in  his  new  responsibility 
he  will  be  able  through  his  knowledge  of 
men  to  draw  to  himself  serious  and  worthy 
counsellors,  and  to  set  before  the  boys  com- 
mitted to  his  care  the  example  of  what  a 
young  man  should  be,  in    the    ambition    for 


the  accomplishment  of  high  ideals,  and  the 
strenuous  daily  effort  to  realize  them. 

An  arduous,  and  yet  an  inspiring  task 
is  set  Mr.  Lewis  by  the  action  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  The  Academv  has  a  good 
record  from  the  year  1859.  It  has  done  a 
large  work  in  the  past  but  it  is  to  do  larger 
things  in  the  immediate  future.  The  col- 
lege is  going  forward  yearly  to  a  larger  en- 
rollment, a  more  loyal  constituency  and 
better  work.  Under  the  lead  of  William 
Mather  Lewis  his  old  mates,  his  old  teachers 
and  his  present  students  look  to  see  his 
new  charge  go  forward  in  the  same  inspir- 
ing way. 

In  interviews  with  a  STENTOR  reporter, 
the  trustees  spoke  as  follows  concerning  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Lewis:— 
Mr.  J.  V.  Farwell,  Jr.,: 

"After  careful  consideration,  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Academy  concluded  that  it 
would  be  a  good  plan  to  select  a  graduate 
of  the  college  to  be  head-master.  Mr.  Lewis 
is  well  known  among  the  alumni  because  of 
his  work  as  secretary  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation during  the  past  two  years  and 
this  acquaintance  can  be  used  to  advantage 
in  getting  new  students  here,  in  building  up 
the  Academy,  and  bringing  it  to  the  plane 
of  greatest  efficiency.  In  addition  to  all 
this  Mr.  Lewis  is  a  man  of  winning  person- 
ality, of  about  the  right  age  for  such  a  posi- 
tion, and  there  is  no  doubt  that  his  selec- 
tion will  meet  the  approval  of  all  who  are 
interested  in  the  success    of   the  Academy." 

Mr.  Delevan  Smith  says: — "Official  an- 
nouncement of  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Lewis  will  not  be  made  until  the  choice  has 
been  ratified  by  the  whole  board  of  trustees 
after  the  return  of  Dr.  Harlan  from  New 
York.  Personally,  I  am  very  much  pleased

In  an  evenly  contested  game  last  Satur- 
day at  Galesburg,  Lake  Forest  was  defeated 
by  a  score  of  10  to  5. 

The  weather  was  propitious,  but  the 
field  was  clayey  and  full  of  bumps  and  de- 
pressions which  bothered  our  team  to  a 
certain  extent.  The  Knox  team  were  in 
rather  poor  condition,  some  of  their  men 
beng  repeatedly  laid  out.  The  Lake  Forest 
eleven  seemed  to  be  in  first  class  shape  as 
time  was  taken  out  for  them  only  in  a  few 
instances.  Both  teams  made  their  scores 
on  straight  football.  In  the  first  half  Knox 
received  the  ball  on  kickoff  and  scored  a 
touchdown  by  plays  principally  directed 
against  tackle,  the  most  presistent  gains 
being  made  through  m  the  left  wing  of  our 
line. 

In  the  second  half  Knox  kicked-ofif  to 
McCrea,  who  advanced  thirty  yards  before 
being  stopped,  after  nearly  getting  away 
for  a  touchdown.  Our  team  then  carried 
the  ball  on  steady  bucks  through  Knox's 
line  and  tied  the  score-

With  colors  flying,  and  voices  hoarsed 
by  shouting,  the  freshmen  rooters  saw  their 
plucky  eleven  go  down  in  defeat  last  Satur- 
day before  the  husky  sophmore  team,  the 
final  score  being  15  to  o  in  favor  of  the  wise 
ones.

An  Abbreviated 
College  Course. 

There  are  rumors  to  the  effect  that  our 
College  authorities  are  soon  to  consider  the 


adoption  of  a  three-year  preparatory  course 
for  students  who  intend  to  take  up  work  in 
professional  schools.  It  is  not  probable 
that  such  action  will  be  taken,  but  the  situa- 
tion is  none  the  less  an  interesting  one. 
The  mere  fact  that  a  College  board  would 
take  time  to  discuss  such  a  proposition  is 
surprising.  The  effect  of  such  an  innova- 
tion would  be  damaging  to  our  standards, 
and  the  precedent  would  be  a  bad  one  to 
establish.  We  do  not  know  what  previous 
action  has  been  taken,  if  an)-;  but  a  state- 
ment of  our  views  will  do  no  harm. 

What  does  a  college  education  strive  to 
accomplish?  Why  is  it  that  a  student  can- 
not enter  a  Medical  College  immediately 
after  graduation  from  the  high  school  or 
academy,  and  be  as  successful  as  a  college 
graduate?  Perhaps  in  these  later  days  the 
medical  course  of  four  years  is  so  short  that 
a  student  must  present  credits  in  the  ele- 
mentary studies  in  order  to  graduate  in  the 
appointed  time.  If  this  is  the  difficulty,  we 
suggest  that  the  Medical  Colleges  adopt  a 
seven  year  course,  for  they  are,  or  should 
be,  better  qualified  to  teach  those  subjects 
which  directly  concern  their  work  than  any 
College  of  Liberal  Arts.  If  this  three-year 
course  is  designed  to  be  merely  preparatory 
to  the  professional  school,  why  should  it 
not  be  put  where  it  belongs,  instead  of  being 
inflicted  on  a  College? 

A  college  education  is  not  designed  to 
prepare  men  for  work  along  certain  speci- 
fic lines,  but  rather  to  give  them  that  broad, 
liberal  culture,  which  is  of  value  in  any  call- 
ing. We  do,  of  course  specialize  to  the 
extent  of  having  "major"  subjects  of  study, 
but  we  do  not  forget,  at  the  same  time,  to 
require  a  man  to  take  work  in  practically 
all  of  the  departments.  As  it  is  now,  the 
student  who  desires  to  specialize  must  enter 
the  University  or  Technical  school.  Is 
there  any  good  reason  why  our  old  time- 
tried  policy  should  be  changed?

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after  the  summer  vacation,  he  meets  men 
on  the  campus  who  are  strangers  to  his 
community.  These  strangers  are  unfamil- 
iar with  existing  conditions.  Having  chos- 
en their  Alma  Mater,  they  come  to  college 
with  a  sense  of  ownership,  not  intermingled 
with  the  reverence  which  the  upper-class- 
man considers  neccessary.  They  bring 
with  them,  not  ambition  for  class,  or  col- 
lege, but  personal  ambition.  They  enter 
the  college  world  with  the  purpose  of  being 
leaders  from  the  start.  Everything  they 
see  is  a  subject  for  criticism;  they  have 
changes  to  suggest,  and  radical  changes. 
The  attitude  is  natural;  it  is  that  of  the  out- 
sider, and  the  freshman  is  most  truly  an  out- 
sider. Being  a  natural  attitude,  it  is  most 
always  present,  and  that  it  arouses  a  feeling 
of  resentment  in  the  upper-classman'is  not 
strange,  experience  having  taught  the 
college  man  that  the  freshman  must  be  re- 
strained, for  his  own  good,  and  for  that  [of 
the  community.  That  the  freshman  cannot 
see  matters  in  this  light  does  not  alter  the 
case.  The  treshman  must  not  come  to  col- 
lege to  criticise;  he  must  not  expect  to  take 
the  leadership  of  college  enterprises  out  of 
the  hands  of  upper-classmen  who  are  fam- 
iliar with  their  needs  and  conditions.  He 
must  not  seek  to  introduce  new  methods  of 
work,  or  play,  or  set  up  new  standards  of 
living.  In  short  he  must  be  a  learner,  not 
a  teacher,  and  must  be  made  to  realize  the 
fact,  for  he  seldom  sees  it  unaided. 

Of  all  freshmen,  the  one  who  has  had  a 
considerable  amount  of  experience  among 
men,  in  the  busy  world  of  affairs,  is  the 
most  exasperating.  He,  having  worked  his 
own  way  in  the  world,  feels  superior  to  the 
"silk  stocking"  upper-classman,  and  sees 
no  reason  why  he  should  not  at  once  take 
precedence  over  such  a  man;  a  foolish 
thought.  His  very  habit  is  critical,  and  his 
self-assertion  makes  him  a  discordant  factor 
in  the  college  world,  if  he  is  not  suppressed 
as  he  is  very  apt  to  be.  But  how  to  make  him 
"come  down,"  is  a  problem  which  the  ingenu- 


ity of  the  college  man  alone  could  solve. 

Next  in  ability  to  exasperate  is  the 
"mamma"  boy;  the  boy  who  has  been  pet- 
ted and  spoiled  by  fond  parents;  who  is 
used  to  having  everything  he  cries  for,  and 
who,  worst  of  all,  is  too  nice  to  talk  to  men 
who  are  not  of  his  own  high  caste.  He  is  not 
so  hard  a  problem  to  solve,  for  he  usually 
has  little  stamina,  and  most  often  the  best 
experience  of  his  life  is  that  which  he  re- 
ceives during  the  first  three  months  of  his 
college  course;  out-side  the  class-room. 

When  the  upper-classman  undertakes  to 
show  these  men  where  they  belong,  he 
does  it  with  a  purpose.  How  well  he  suc- 
ceeds is  an  open  question,  but  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  some  good  is  accomplished,  or  the 
farce  would  not  be  kept  up,  year  after  year. 
Through  long  experience,  methods  of  deal- 
ing with  freshmen  become  systematized, 
and  become  important  traditions  of  the  col- 
lege world.  Tell  us,  Mr.  Wise-acre,  what 
would  you  do  under  similar  conditions?  If 
by  some  accident  a  stranger  came  into  your 
family,  a  young,  green  stranger,who  wanted 
to  show  your  wife  how  to  cook,  and  you 
how  to  govern  the  |  household,  what  would 
you  do?  You  would  not  fight  with  him; 
you  would  not  make  a  fool  of  him,  or  throw 
him  into  the  gym-pond.  Are  you  sure  you 
would  not?  There  is  a  cause  for  hazing; 
and  good  results  are  produced  by  it  on  the 
whole,  although  certain  side-issues,  "always 
magnified,  are  not  commendable. 

Discrimination  and  brutality  cannot  be 
be  done  away  with.  Some  freshman,  by 
their  very  manner,  invite  an  undue  amount 
of  attention  and  are  indignant  when  it  is 
forthcoming.  A  man's  social  standing  may 
protect  him,  or  make  him  an  object  of  at- 
tack. A  fraternity  pledge  is  particularly 
apt  to  retain  his  "freshness."  The  "grind" 
is  often  made  the  object  of  attack  by  upper- 
classmen  to  whom  his  example  is  a  thorn  in 
the  flesh.  Very  seldom  does  such  training 
injure  the  "grind,"  for  this  type  of  fresh-

THE    LAST    ENTHUSIASM    MEETING    OF    THE 
SEASON. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday  Novem- 
ber 19,  Farwell  Field  was  the  scene  of  a 
very  unique  ceremony.  A  few  days  pre- 
vious, a  poster  had  appeared  on  the  buletin 
board  announcing  that  something  unusual 
in  the  way  of  an  enthusiasm  meeting  would 
take  place.  Accordingly  at  half  past  four 
nearly  all  the  students  were  on  the  field. 
For  some  time  they  watched  and  cheered 
the  team  as  it  went  through  a  rapid  signal 
practice — the  women  on  one  side  of  the 
field,  and  the  men  on  the  other.  At  a 
"Come  on  over,"  from  the  girls,  however, 
the  men  soon  found  their  way  to  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  field. 

After  some  singing  and  cheering,  the 
students  in  a  bod)-  marched  up  near  the 
tackling  dummy,  and  surrounded  the  team 
men,  cheering  each  man,  as  he  in  turn  bore 
to  earth  the  helpless  dummy. 

And  then  followed  the  unique  feature 
of  the  meeting.  Another  dummy — an  old 
football  suit  stuffed  with  straw — was  hung 
up  in  the  place  of  the  tackling  dummy,  and 
after  the  application  of  kerosene,  it  was 
touched  off  by  Captain  McCrea.  As  the 
flames  sprang  up,  the  crowd  joined  hands 
surrounded  the  dummy,  singing  the  Alma 
Mater,  and  cheering  till  they  were  hoarse. 
Breaking  the  circle,  the  several  classes  made 
the  air  vocal  with  their  yells.  Finally  as 
the  flames  were  dying,  they  marched  silent- 
ly back,  with  a  great  hope  for  victory  on 
the  morrow. 


A  STATE   ATHLETIC    LEAGUE  PROPOSED. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Athletic 
Board,  Mr.  Lewis  proposed  a  plan  for  the 
establishment  of  an  Athletic  League  among 
the  more  prominent  of  the  small  colleges  of 
the  Middle  West  or  of  the  State — preferably 
the  latter.  This  league  would  comprise  the 
athletic  associations  of  some  three  or  four 
colleges  of  the  state.  It  would  arrange 
baseball,    football    and     track    schedules    in 
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such  a  way  as  to  determine  the  champion- 
ship in  these  several  branches  of  athletics, 
and  it  would  hold  annually  a  field  meet  in 
which  representatives  from  each  college 
would  compete. 

Similar  leagues  in  Indiana  and  Wiscon- 
sin have  brought  about  a  very  keen  rivalry 
among  the  colleges  for  the  championship  in 
their  respective  states.  It  is  thought  that 
the  proposed  league  would  produce  closer 
relationship  among  the  colleges  of  Illinois, 
and  that — a  more  selfish  consideration — it 
would  give  Lake  Forest  a  greater  prestige 
among  the  colleges  and  the  people  of  the 
state. 

The  plan  found  favor  with  the  Board  of 
Control  and  an  active  campaign  is  to  be 
made  for  the  establishment  of  such  a  league. 
Already  the  manager  of  the  football  team 
has  conferred  with  the  several  athletic 
managers  at  Monmouth  on  Thanksgiving 
Day  and  found  a  strong  sentiment  in  favor 
of  the  proposed  league. 


THE  DEBATING  LEAGUE. 

With  the  withdrawal  of  Grinnell  from 
the  Inter-state  Debating  League  of  which 
Lake  Forest  is  a  member,  a  vacancy  is  left 
which  will  be  filled  temporarily  by  Parson's 
College,  Iowa.  At  a  meeting  of  the  alumni 
Executive  Board  of  the  League  in  Chicago, 
two  weeks  hence,  it  will  be  definately  de- 
cided whether  Parson's  College  will  become 
a  permanent  member  of  the  organization. 
The  attitude  of  Wabash  and  Lawrence  on 
this  matter  is  not  known,  but  Lake  Forest 
is  favorable. 

A  change  is  announced  in  the  schedule. 
When  it  was  discovered  that  Grinnell  had 
withdrawn  from  the  league,  Lawrence  and 
Wabash  both  wanted  to  debate  against  Lake 
Forest,  even  though  the  league  should  dis- 
solve. Now  that  the  league  is  temporarily 
intact,  Lawrence  will  probably  debate 
against  us  here,  instead  of  our  team  going 
against  Wabash.  Wabash' will  meet  Par- 
son's College  at  Fairfield,  Iowa,  for  the  pre- 


liminary. Lawrence  is  particularly  anxious 
to  break  the  tie  now  existing  between  us, 
and  also  believes  that  the  arrangement  last 
proposed  will  add  to  the  success  of  the 
league. 

The  annual  Inter-society  debate  will 
occur  a  week  from  Friday  night,  December 
15,  in  the  College  Chapel.  Rev.  Mr.  Rich- 
ards of  Lake  Forest,  and  Mr.  Sanwick  of 
Highland  Park,  will  act  as  judges,  and  a 
third  is  still  to  be  decided  upon.  The  De- 
bate this  year  promises  to  be  of  more  than 
usual  interest,  as  the  question  is  a  live  one, 
and  society  rivalry  runs  high. 


VESPERS. 

Rev.  Mr.  Chidester,  of  Wraukegan  con- 
ducted Vesper  services  on"  the  Sunday  be- 
fore Thanksgiving.  Taking  for  his  text 
"Without  Money  and  Without  Price,"  he 
emphasized  the  fact,  that  our  greatest  bless- 
ings, Time,  Truth  and  Love,  are  unbought 
blessings;  and  that  they  are  blessings  which 
God  alone  can  give.  For  all  blessings  we 
should  be  thankful;  but  most  of  all,  we 
should  thank  God  for  these  blessings  that 
come  without  money  and  without  price. 


NEW  LOCKERS  TO  BE  INSTALLED. 

The  Athletic  Board  of  Control  has 
voted  to  recommend  to  the  Association, 
that  fifty  new  lockers  be  installed  in  the 
gymnasium.  We  have  been  sadly  in  need 
of  lockers  for  years;  so  this  will  be  welcome 
news  to  most  of  the  students.  It  has  been 
through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Delvan  Smith 
that  this  will  be  possible.

In  a  one-sided  game,  Lake  Forest  rolled 
up  a  score  of  49  to  o  against  St.  Viateurs 
College,  on  the  Saturday  before  Thanks- 
giving. The  work  of  the  team  in  this  game 
was  the  best  of  the  season,  and  their  offen- 
sive play  was  irresistable.  St.  Viatuers 
played  a  bad  game,  but  was  worn  down  by 
the  steady  attacks  of  the  Lake  Forest  men. 
The  most  substantial  gains  were  made  on 
tackle  plays,  althougn  'line  bucks  by  Gibbs, 
Black  and  Beltzner  netted  a  good  many 
yards.  On  more  than  one  occassion  Gibbs 
broke  entirely  through  the  secondary  de- 
fence of  the  opposing  team,  and  was  only 
downed  by  the  quarterback  playing  at 
safety.  Milner  and  Callahan  made  good 
gains  around  the  ends  in  the  second  half. 
The  St.  Viateurs  quarterback  played  a  good 
game  on  the  defensive  and  spoiled  several 
home  runs.  Charleson  carried  the  ball  well 
over  the  opposite  tackle.  The  defensive 
work  of  the  team  was  not  so  consistent,  for 
several  good  gains  were  made  in  the  first 
half  by  the  boys  from  Kankakee,  chiefly 
on  skin-tackle  plays.  They  were  also  good 
in  returning  the  kickoff,  on  two  occassions 
the  runner  being  downed  by  Milner  after 
he  had  passed  the  whole  field.  The  St. 
Viateurs  lads  were  inclined  to  dispute  the 
decisions  on  several  occasions,  but  on  the 
whole  the  game  was  clean  and  well  fought. 
The  visitors  fought  with  a  pluck  that  is  to 
be  admired.  All  of  the  Lake  Forest  substi- 
tutesw  ere  sent  in  during  the  second  half, 
but  the  scoring  did  not  stop.

The  total  score  of  the  season  gives  us 
thirty  points  more  than  our  opponents,  but 
three  of  these  games  were  with  "prep" 
schools  and  cannot  properly  be  counted. 
Without  these  games  our  rivals  scored  103 
points  to  our  65.  In  comparison  with  that 
of  the  previous  year  this  score  is  good.  We 
won  three  games  against  teams  of  our  own 
class — Armour,  Northwestern  and  St.  Via- 
teur,  and  lost  four — Marquette,  Wabash, 
Knox  and  Monmouth  During  the  previous 
year  we  did  not  win  a  single  college  game. 
The  team,  under  the  coaching  of  Mr. 
Vaughan,  showed  a  steady  improvement 
during  the  season.  The  game  with  Morgan 
Park  at  the  first  of  the  year  made  the  pros- 
pects seem  very  dark.  The  outlook  con- 
tinued so  until  the  Northwestern  game 
when  the  team  had  acquired  sufficient  power 
to  win  from  the  Naperville  boys.  Our  team 
continued  to  play  in  good  form  during  the 
remainder  of  the  season  and  made  a  strong 
bid  for  the  state  championship,  although 
they  were  clearly  defeated  in  the  final  game 
of  the  series  at  Monmouth.

year.  The  team  was  enthusiastically  sup- 
ported by  the  college  during  its  up-hill 
fight.  The  college  may  well  congratulate 
itself  upon  its  coach  and  its  team,  and  can- 
not do  too  much  to  honor  those  men  who 
had  the  spirit  to  stick  with  the  squad,  con- 
tent to  play  as  substitutes,  although  there 
was  no  hope  of  gaining  a  place  on  the 
regular  team. 


Monmouth  23;  Lalte  Forest  0. 

The  team  was  defeated  at  Monmouth 
in  the  annual  Thanksgiving  day  game  by  a 
score  of  23  to  o.  The  Monmouth  team 
was  much  stronger  than  it  was  expected  to 
be,  and  completely  out-played  us  in  the 
second  half  of  the  game.  The  first  half 
ended  with  a  score  of  6  to  0  against  us,  this 
score  having  been  made  on  a  long  run,  but 
during  this  period  Lake  Eorest  had  clearly 
out-played  the  home  team.  Monmouth 
played  a  defensive  game  almost  entirely, 
during  the  first  half,  punting  on  the  first 
down,  and  allowing  our  men  to  wear  them- 
selves out  by  hard  plunges  and    line    plays. 

In  the  second  half  Monmouth  started 
in  with  a  rush  and  after  several  minutes  of 
play  earned  another  touchdown.  Two  more 
were  made  before  the  game  closed.  The 
Lake  Forest  men  played  a  hard  game,  and 
several  of  them  were  crippled.  It  was  the 
hardest  fought  game  of  the  season  and  the 
roughness  of  the  field  at  Monmouth  made 
it  especially  hard  on  the  players.

The  December  magazines  are  unusually 
filled  with  that  distinctive  feature  of  Ameri- 
can magazines,  the  colored  illustration. 
Harpers  appears  with  two  series  appropriate 
to  the  holiday  season,  one  by  Howard  Pyle 
and  one  by  Elizabeth  Shippen  Creen.  The 
Century  has  four  pictures  by  J.  C.  Leyen- 
Decker,  and  F.  C.  Yohn  draws  tor  Scribners. 

The  fiction  is  fully  as  good  and  greater 
in  quantity  than  usual.  Century  and  Scrib- 
ners each  contain  the  second  installment  of 
a  serial  story  by  a  well  known  writer.  F. 
Hopkinson  Smith's  "Tides  of  Barnegat"  is 
in  the  latter  magazine,  and  Mn>.  Humphrey 
Ward's  story,  "Fenwick's  Career"  is  in  the 
former.  Harpers  concludes  Booth  Tark- 
ington's  "Conquest  of  Canaan,"  which  has 
been  published  in  book  form,  and  is  one  of 
the  best  of  the  holiday  novels. 

A  list  of  the  best  of  the  short  stories  in- 
cludes Mark  Twain's  translation  from  the 
original  "Eve's  Diary,"  "The  Amigo,"  by 
William  Dean  Howells,  and  "A  Chosen 
City,"  by  Jennette  Lee,  the  Professor  of 
English  Language  and  Literature  in  Smith 
College,  in  Harpers;  "Captain  Arendt's 
Choice,"  by  Ralph  D.  Paine,  Richard  Hard- 
ing Davis,  "The  Spy,"  and  Caroline  Duer's 
"My  Lady  Bluebeard"  in  Scribners.  The 
Century  offers  short  stories  by  Myra  Kelly, 
Elliot  Flower,  Alice  Hegan  Rice,  Jacob 
Riis  and  George  Hibbard,  each  one  of  whom 
writes  in  a  characteristic  vein.  The  Atlantic 
Monthly  contains  five  short  stories,  a  large 
number  for  that  staid  periodical,  one  of 
which  is  another  story  by  Caroline  Duer. 

For  those  who  are  interested  in  things 
literay,  "The  Linquistic  Authority  of  Great 
Writers,"  in  Harpers  and  "Old  Friends  with 
New  Faces,"  by  Brander  Mathews,  in  Scrib- 
ners, will  have  especial  appeal.

We  wound  up  our  season  a  week  ago 
last  Saturday  in  our  game  with  Northwest- 
ern Academy  of  Evanston.

Tomorrow  night  in  the  Reid  Memorial 
Chapel,  Athenaean  and  Zeta  Epsilon  Liter- 
ary Societies  meet  in  their  sixth  annual 
debate.  Enthusiasm  is  rife  in  the  ranks  of 
both  societies;  both  are  confident  of  success. 
Zeta  Epsilon,  because  she  has  been  winner 
in  the  last  three  debates,  thinks  to  add 
another  victory  to  her  list;  while  Athenaean 
declares  that  in  defeat  she  has  learned  the 
secret  that  will  this  time  bring  victory. 
The  debaters  themselves,  though  very 
hopeful,  are  not  committing  the  very  serious 
error  of  being  over-confident.  Both  teams 
have  worked  very  hard;  so  the  debate 
promises  to  be  one  of  the  closest  and  hard- 
est fought  contests  in  years. 

As  far  back  as  1880  Athenaean,  Zeta 
Epsilon  and  Alethian  held  joint  debates; 
but  in  these  debates,  each  side   consisted    of

one  debater  from  each  society.  It  was  not 
till  1900  that  Athenaean  and  Zeta  Epsilon 
contested  in  debate  and  since  that  time 
they  have  held  a  debate  every  year  except 
1902.  Of  these  debates,  Athenaean  won 
the  first  two,  thus  procuring  a  prize  cup. 
Zeta  Epsilon,  successful  in  the  last  three  de- 
bates, won  the  Thornton    Tiophy  Cup. 

The  question  for  debate  is  the  Railroad 
Rate  Legislation  question,  and  reads  as  fol- 
lows: "Resolved,  that  a  National  Com- 
mittee should  be  appointed  to  fix  railroad 
rates."  Among  others,  Professor  Halsey 
and  John  M.  Harlan,  both,  have  expressed 
themselves  that  it  is  a  very  evenly  balanced 
question.  It  is  a  well  chosen  question,  too, 
because  of  the  great  popular  interest  which 
it  is  now  exciting.  Yale  and  Harvard  de- 
bated on  this  question  last  May,  the  affirma- 
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tivc  winning;  and  in  the  near  future  Wis- 
consin and  Michigan  and  Beloit  and  Knox 
will  debate  it. 

THE  PERSONNEL  OF  THE  DEBATERS. 

Athenaean,  who  is  to  support  the  affima- 
tive,  will  be  represented  by  Carrol  S.  D. 
Erskine,  '06,  Ernest  Palmer,  '07,  and  John 
B.  Kessler,  '09.  Zeta  Epsilon,  who  has  the 
negative,  is  championed  by  Will  P.  Phillips, 
'08,  Floyd  L.  Berkheiser,  '08,  and  Mason  W. 
Torbett,  '08. 

Erskine,  leader  for  the  affirmative,  is  a 
debater  of  considerable  ability  and  ex- 
perience. He  has  been  for  three  years  a 
member  of  the  society  team  and  has  thrice 
represented  the  college  in  inter-collegiate 
debates.  Palmer,  although  he  has  had  no 
experience  in  public  debating,  has  often  ap- 
peared in  dramatic  work,  so  he  will  not  be 
new  to  his  audience.  His  work  in  the 
society  has  been  of  a  very  high  order. 
Kessler  has  been  a  successful  debater  in  his 
preparatory  school,  but,  inasmuch  as  he  has 
not  yet  appeared  before  a  college  public, 
we  can  only  express  the  belief  that  he  will 
show  up  well. 

Phillips,  leader  for  the  negative,  was  a 
strong  member  of  Zeta  Epsilon's  successful 
team  of  last  year.  He  was  also  leader  of 
the  freshman  team,  who  last  year  met  the 
freshman  team  from  Beloit.  Berkheiser 
was  also  a  member  of  this  team;  so  that, 
with  their  ability,  and  the  experience  in 
working  together  which  these  men  had  last 
year,  they  will  doubtless  help  to  make  up  a 
very  strong  team.  As  in  the  case  of  Kess- 
ler, little  is  known  of  Torbett's  ability  out- 
side his  own  society;  but  there  he  has  done 
some  very  excellent  work,  and  a  strong  de- 
bate is  expected  of  him. 

WHAT   THE    LEADERS  SAY, 

Erskine— "The  experience  of  the  past 
teaches  us  that  Zeta  Epsilon  is  a  foe  worthy 
of  our  steel,  but  we  are  firm  in  the  belief 
that  she  is  conquerable.  We  have,  however, 
a  wholesome  respect  for  the  ability    of   Mr. 


Phillips  and  his  cohorts.  At  this  stage  of 
the  game  I  do  not  wish  to  prognosticate  on 
the  result  of  the  debate,  but  we  have  worked 
very  hard  and  expect  to  make  a  creditable 
showing." 

Phillips— I  do  not  wish  to  commit  my- 
self as  to  the  outcome  of  the  debate  tomor- 
row night.  We  have  put  lots  of  time  and 
hard  work  into  our  preparation,  and  I  be- 
lieve, besides,  that  we  have  the  better  side 
of  the  question,  so  our  hopes  of  winning  are 
strong."

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THE  VAUDEVILLE. 

The  vaudeville  presented  by  the  Gar- 
rick  Club  last  Saturday  afternoon  and  even- 
ing was  one  of  the  most  successful  perform- 
ances given  by  the  Club  since  its  organiza- 
tion.

Mr.  Howard,  under  the  name  of  Pro- 
fessor Svengali,  gave  a  very  entertaining 
hypnotic  seance.  His  explanation  of  the 
phenomenon  of  hypnotism  was  somewhat 
too  technical  for  the  ordinary  person,  but 
his  practical  illustrations  were  readily  fol- 
lowed, and  enjoyed.  The  "hit"  of  this  num- 
ber was  the  very  admirable  imitation  of  a 
faculty  meeting  by  the  professor's  con- 
federates. 

The  farce  was  well  acted  all  through.

The  Inter-Society 
Debate. 

The  coming  debate  is  attracting  more 
than  unusual  interest  because  of  the  fact 
that  the  men  who  will  appear  in  this  affair 
will  also  represent  the  College  in  tne  inter- 
collegiate debates.  It  is  hoped  that  not 
only  the  members  of  the  two  societies,  but 
every  stndent  in  the  College  will  be  present 
in  order  to  express  his  interest  in  this  form 
of  enterprise,  which  is  as  important  to  us, 
in  many  respects,  as  athletics.  The  inter- 
collegiate debates  require  long  and  careful 
preparation,  and  no  man  who  had  not  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  interest  in  the  work 
would  care  to  make  the  sacrifice.  The  stud- 
dent  body  must  give  the    same    enthusiasm 


to  the  men  who  debate  as  to  the  men  who 
play  football.  Although  the  men  who  will 
represent  us  this  year  are  almost  all  new  to 
the  business,  still  there  is  no  reason  why, 
with  the  proper  amount  of  training  and 
preparation,  they  cannot  be  successful.  We 
want  our  teams  this  year  to  win. 

There  is  Danger 
in  a  Laugh. 

No  feature  of  the  recent  vaudeville  show 
was  more  appreciated  by  the  audience  than 
the  "roasts,"  and  especially  the  personal 
"roasts."  Philosophers  are  agreed  that  a 
laugh  in  itself,  a  very  brutal  thing.  No 
jokes  are  cracked  without  injury  to  some 
friend  or  enemy.  A  laugh  is  always  at  the 
expense  of  some  one,  literally.  We  laugh 
when  somebody  is  put  in  an  uncomfortable 
position,  mentally  or  physically;  and  all 
"roasts"  are  based  on  this  principle.  Sav- 
ages will  laugh,  we  are  told,  in  great  glee, 
over  the  writhings  of  a  dying  friend.  We 
have  heard  of  a  crowd  of  captured  warriors, 
who,  when  a  number  of  their  friends  were 
shot  by  European  soldiery,  almost  suffocated 
with  laughter  at  the  strange  performances 
of  their  expiring  comrades.  They  were  not 
cannibals,  either. 

So,  in  our  vaudeville  show,  we  pick  out 
those  points  in  which  our  friends  are  espec- 
ially weak,  and  concerning  which  they  are 
very  sensative,  and  make  them  writhe  with 
a  few  well  directed  shafts  of  sarcasm,  while 
the  audience  roars  to  think  of  the  torture 
which  the  victims  must  be  undergoing.  But 
hold:  is  there  no  limit  to  our  folly?  What 
reason  is  there  for  making  faculty  members 
targets  for  our  laughter-arrows:  is  nothing 
sacred  to  a  college  man?  We  fear  not.  And 
did  you  notice  how  the  audience  held  its 
sides  every  time  one  of  our  professors  was 
attacked?  Why  certainly.  A  professor  or 
member  of  the  faculty  is  a  fine  mark  for  the 
vaudeville  comedian,  because  every-body 
knows  him  and  his  peculiar  weaknesses. 

We    are  glad    to  note    that    this   year's 
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Forester  will  not  roast  the  faculty.  The 
Forester  Board  is  composed  of  gentlemen; 
they  are  kind,  considerate  and  thoughtful. 
They  have  studied  this  matter  out  and  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  laughter  is  brutal. 
Have  they?  Well,  no.  But  should  they 
roast  the  faculty,  the  college  will  not  pay 
for  any  advertisement  in  said  book,  or  buy 
any  copies  for  distribution,  whatsoever.  In 
other  words,  the  faculty  refuses  to  be 
roasted  and  the  board  is  not  wealthy  enough 
to  pay  for  the  "roasting"  out  of  its  own 
pocket.  But  say,  the  laugh  is  on  the  board. 
How  brutal! 

The  Literary 
Atmosphere. 

The  predicament  in  which  the  Forester 
Board  finds  itself,  when  it  calls  upon  the 
college  student  for  material  wherewith  to 
fill  its  pages,  is  illustrative  of  the  fact  that 
literary  genius  or  even  literary  ambition  is 
at  a  premium  in  this  so-called  classic  institu- 
tion. We  have  men  who  are  good  students 
of  language,  or  of  the  sciences,  but  the  num- 
ber of  those  who  have  literary  aspiration:; 
can  easily  be  expressed  by  one  digit.  Our 
whole  'atmosphere  is  business-like,  rather 
than  studious,  Compositions  witty  or 
humorous  find  ready  acceptance,  but  only 
occasionally  does  such  an  attempt  appear. 
The  man  who  would  indulge  in  sentiment, 
poetical  or  otherwise,  is  a  ready  mark  for 
the  pun  of  the  college  wit.  Imagination  is 
not  appreciated,  and  the  dreamer  is  a  tar- 
get for  ridicule.  This  situation  is  a  rather 
interesting  one  when  we  pause  to  consider 
its  full  significance.  The  majority  of  our 
students  come  from  business  families;  their 
fathers  are  most  often  merchants  or  trades- 
men. We  can  hardly  expect  the  majority 
of  them  to  have  tendencies  along  the  liter- 
ary line,  but  we  certainly  have  a  right  to 
expect  appreciation  on  their  part  for  the 
work  of  the  men  who  are  interested,  rather 
than  jest  and  laughter. 

As    we    have    often    pointed    out,  the 


literary  societies  are  the  schools  wherein 
such  ambition  should  be  fostered  and  pro- 
moted. But  the  atmosphere  in  our  literary 
societies  is  anything  but  literary.  Even  the 
man  who  allows  himself  to  speak  in  a  tone 
of  voice  which  is  out  of  the  normal  is  ridi- 
culed. The  "flighty"  orator  is  always  the 
subject  for  a  "roast."  The  truth  is  that 
things  are  not  as  they  should  be;  but  how  a 
change  is  to  be  effected  is  hard  to  imagine. 
You,  brothers  of  the  pen,  must  work  out 
your  own  salvation.  And  if  by  philosophy, 
poetry  or  story,  you  proclaim  yourself  a 
man  of  medieval  ideas,  expect  a  laugh,  and 
keep  at  work.  You  may  yet  produce  some- 
thing which  will  bring  more  than  a  silly 
giggle,  or  a  burst  of  disdain,  from  your  fel- 
lowmen. 


Plain  Talii. 

Some  days  previous  to  the  St.  Viateur's 
game,  an  enthusiastic  Junior  at  Lois  Hall 
sketched  a  poster,  advertising  the  eatables 
which  her  classmates  would  put  on  sale  at 
the  game  for  the  benefit  of  the  Athletic 
Association.  The  poster  was  cleverly 
thought  out  and  skillfuly  executed.  It  was 
hung  on  the  most  public  of  our  bulletin 
board,  in  North  Hall.  Hardly  had  the  an- 
nouncement been  tacked  up,  when  some 
"smart  alleck"  stole  it  and  carted  it  away 
presumably  for  the  decoration  of  his  spoils- 
laden  room.  The  fellow's  taste  must  be 
commended,  although  his  motive  and  action 
should  be  denounced. 

It  is  not  only  disgusting  but  also  dis- 
couraging, that  we  should  house  in  our  dor- 
mitories exceedingly  small  boys  who  retain 
the  "short  pants"  instinct  for  swiping  any- 
thing and  everything  that  comes  under  their 
greedy  eye.  It  is  disgusting,  because  such 
a  bundle  of  brazen  selfishness  is  annoying 
to  good  taste  and  good  manners.  It  is  dis- 
couraging, because  it  disuades  the  generous 
and  self  sacrificing  from  making  an  effort  to 
do  things  for  the  college  at  large,  which  will 
be  appropriated  by  some  sneaking  individual.

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The  Past  Football  Season. 

Although  this  review  of  our  football 
season  is  a  little  late  in  coming  out,  it  still 
may  be  of  interest.  In  taking  up  the  sub- 
ject as  a  whole,  it  may  well  be  said,  that 
the  season  was  most  successful.  Not  for 
many  years  have  we  had  a  team  which  had 
such  spirit,  which  put  so  much  life  and  dash 
into  its  play.  The  team  was  not  very  heavy 
so  that  the  good  work  which  it  did  through 
the  season  was  due  entirely  to  its  speed  and 
the  spirit  which  possessed  every  man. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  prospects 
did  not  seem  bright.  There  were  not  many 
out  to  practice  and  all  those  who  were  out 
did  not  seem  likely  as  candidates.

Died  Luther  Newton  Rossiter,  at 
Alice  Home  Hospital,  Sunday,  December 
10th,  190s. 

Mr.  Rossiter's  death  came  unexpectedly. 
On  arriving  at  his  home  Saturday  afternoon 
he  complained  that  he  was  not  feeling  well, 
but  attributed  his  indisposition  to  an  attack 
of  indigestion.  During  the  night  his  condi- 
tion changed  for  the  worse  and  developed 
quickly  into  an  extreme  case  of  peritonitis. 
Early  Sunday  morning  Dr.  Andrews  was 
summoned  from  Chicago  and  after  a  con- 
sultation with  Doctors  Haven  and  Parmen- 
ter  an  operation  was  decided  upon  and  the 
patient  was  at  once  removed  to  the  hospital. 
His  condition  had  become  so  critical,  how- 
ever, that  an  immediate  operation  was  out 
of  the  question  and  injections  of  saline 
solution  were  resorted  to  in  order  to  stimu- 
late heart  action.  There  was  no  response 
to  this  treatment  and  at  half  past  twelve  p. 
m,  Mr.  Rossiter  passed  away. 

Luther  Newton  Rossiter  was  born  June 
16th,  1871,  at  Lake  Forest  and  received  his 
education  in  the  Academy  and  College, 
graduating  from  the  latter  with  the  famous 
class  of  Ninety-three.  Shortly  after  gradu- 
ation he  entered  the  employ  of  Hibbard, 
Spencer,  Bartlett  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  and 
remained  with  this  firm  until  his  death,  hav- 
ing become  one  of  the  department  heads  of 
this  great  house. 

Mr.  Rossiter  was  married  in  1898  to 
Miss  Frances  Fowler,  of  Lake  Bluff.  She, 
with  two  small  children,  Laura  and  Caroline, 
are  left,  together  with  Mr.  Rossiter's  aged 
mother,  to  mourn  his  loss. 

To  the  Lake  Forest  College  man  of  a 
decade  ago,  no  name  was  more  familiar 
than  that  of  "Lute"  Rossiter.  His  enthus- 
iasm and  energy  carried  him  into  every 
field  of  college  activity  and  his  prowess  on 
the  cinder  path  in  the  distance  runs,  where 
he  won  many  championships  for  Lake  For- 
est, made  him  known  to  every  western  col- 
lege athlete  of  his  day.  "Lute's"  nerve  and 
gameness  were  proverbial;  he  always  made 
a  fighting  finish,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  record 
of  him  that  when  he  was  called  upon  to 
make  his  last  fight  his  nerve  and  gameness 
stuck  by  him  to  the  very  end.

Dr.  Hillis  was  followed  by  Rev.  J.  D. 
Burrell  of  Brooklyn,  a  brother-in-law  of 
the  College,  whose _  wife  is  known  to  the 
alumni  as  Miss  Benedict,  for  four  years  a 
beloved  teacher  in  the  Lake  Eorest  Acad- 
emy. Mr.  Burrell  said  that  what  had 
always  impressed  him  about  Lake  Forest 
was  the  fact  of  its  dignity,  that  fine  work 
was  done  and  brilliant  progress  made  with- 
out any  blowing  of  horns.  He  referred  to 
the  way  in  which  some  of  the  eastern  col- 
lege heads  seem  to  lose  no  opportunity  of 
rushing  into  print  on  unimportant  matters, 
and  congratulated  Lake  Forest  on  the  ab- 
sence of  that  tendency.  Bigness,  preten- 
tiousness are  used  too  much  as  the  measures 
of  success  today.  Lake  Forest  does  well 
to  avoid  those  things. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Lewis,  who  was  called  upon 
to  speak  concerning  the  Academy,  told  of 
his  belief  in  the  permanent  real  place  of 
importance  to  be  held  by  that  institution. 
It  has  a  brilliant  history,  a  good  plant,  an 
able  faculty,  much  that  is  strong  in  the 
student  life,  and,  best  of  all,  a  long  list  of 
"old  boys"  reaching  back  for  fifty  years, 
many  of  whom  are  ready  to  do  much  for 
the  Academy.  The  Trustees  are  not  start- 
ing a  campaign  of  financial  retrenchment — 
on  the  contrary,  they  are  contemplating,  as 
soon  as  possible,  adding  to  the  working 
equipment,  both  along  scholastic  lines  and 
by  the  erection  of  a  temporary  gymnasium 
on  the  athletic  field,  where  the  boys  can 
have  basket-ball,  base-ball  and  track  train- 
ing- Quality  is  not  to  be  sacrificed  in  in- 
creasing the  attendance.  If  the  attend- 
ance can  be  increased  by  the  addition  of 
boys  who  will  be  a  credit  to  the  institution, 
it  will  be  done — not  otherwise.  It  will  be 
the  aim  to  give  the  students  much  of  whole- 
some   enjoyment   along    athletic,    dramatic 


and  literary  lines.  If  the  Academy  alumni 
come  to  aid  as  did  the  graduates  of  the 
College,  the  results  will  be  as  evident.  A 
letter  of  regret  from  Dr.  McClure  and  a 
telegram  of  greeting  from  the  students  of 
the  College  were  read  at  this  point.  An 
organized  effort  is  well  under  way  to  find 
out  the  location  of  the  1500  or  more  former 
students  of  the  Academy,  to  win  their  in- 
terest, and  eventually  to  merit  their  support. 

Dr.  John  H.  Finley,  President  of  the 
College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  was  in- 
troduced as  the  ex-president  of  an  institu- 
tion with  which  Lake  Forest  has  many  re- 
lations. Dr.  Finley  said  that  he  had  once 
been  called  to  the  presidency  of  Lake  For- 
est, and  he  told  the  alumni  if  things  some- 
times seemed  to  be  going  wrong  to  remem- 
ber this  fact  and  in  the  words  of  Professor 
Stuart  say,  "It  micht  ha  been  waur." 

As  President  of  a  sister  College,  he  of- 
ferred  greetings  to  Lake  Forest.  Dr.  Fin- 
ley humorously  told  how  Mr.  Starrett  took 
him  for  an  automobile  ride  and  threatened 
not  to  bring  him  back  in  time  for  Chapel 
unless  he  would  promise  to  speak  at 
the  banquet.  Taking  as  his  subject  the 
"Freshwater  College,"  he  gave  these  defin- 
itions:-A  Freshwater  College  is  one  in  which 
the  ideals  are  kept  wholesome  and  sweet  by 
constant  activity  and  progress,  one  in  which 
the  outlet  is  greater  than  the  intake.  A 
Saltwater  College  is  one  which  has  begun 
to  die,  one  in  which  the  intake  is  less  than 
the  outlet,  which  will  soon  be  but  a  salt 
valley.  He  compared  the  Old  Testament 
story  of  the  seven  fat  and  seven  lean  kine 
to  the  affiliations  attempted  by  certain  insti- 
tutions, and  spoke  strongly  for  the  small 
independent  college. 

Mr.  Delvan  Smith,  in  speaking  of  the 
new  life  of  Lake  Forest,  said  it  was  not  due 
so  much  to  any  one  officially  connected 
with  the  college  as  to  the  alumni.  The 
alumni  saved  the  day  for  the  College  two 
years  ago  and  the  result  of  their  work  is 
now  evident  in  the  splendid    active    student 
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life.  The  students  are  rounding  out  all 
phases  of  their  life  as  never  before,  thanks 
to  the  alumni.  The  speaker  said  that  he 
would  see  that  all  necessary  funds  other 
than  those  already  given  for  the  new  dor- 
mitory were  provided  for.  If  the  alumni 
will  sustain  their  interest  in  Lake  Forest, 
when  you  return  to  the  campus,  Lake  For- 
est will  surprise  you. 

Mrs.  Hillis  was  called  upon  to  speak 
for  the  alumnae,  but  said  her  part  as  a 
minister's  wife  was  to  do  the  practising. 
Mrs.  Burrell  was  laboring  under  the  same 
difficulty.  So  Mrs.  Dulles  responded,  keep- 
ing up  the  reputation  of  Lake  Forest 
women  in  a  most  charming  speech.  She 
told  of  what  the  spirit  of  Lake  Forest  had 
meant  to  her  in  her  college  days,  saying 
that  she  could  covet  nothing  finer  for  her 
own  children  than  the  environment  in 
which  she  had  been  placed.  It  is  fine  to 
think  that  the  Lake  Forest  spirit  is  being 
carried  around  the  world— to  China,  Japan, 
Korea. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  toasts,  Mr. 
Starrett  expressed  the  gratitude  of  those 
present,  to  Mr.  C.  G.  Smith  for  his  faithful 
work.  Mr.  Delvan  Smith  thanked  the  Club 
on  behalf  of  the  guests  from  Lake  Forest. 
The  only  business  transacted  was  the 
unanimous  election  of  Mr.  Theodore  Star- 
rett as  president  for  another  year  with 
power  to  name  four  additional  members  to 
serve  with  himself  as  an  executive  com- 
mittee. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  there  was  never  a 
more  generally  enthusiastic,  jolly,  successful 
gathering  of  Lake  Forest  people  than  this 
one  in  New  York.  The  New  York  crowd 
is  watching  the  College  closely,  is  rejoicing 
in  its  growth,  and  is  backing  it  in  every  pos- 
sible way.  Many  of  the  New  York  papers 
gave  the  meeting  good  notices,  something 
which  our  correspondents  neglected  at  the 
time  of  the  Chicago  dinner.

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LAKE  FOREST  GRADUATES  AN  FACULTY  MEM- 
BERS. 

It  is  about  time  that  some  Lake  Forest 
graduates  were  secured  as  professors  in  the 
college  and  teachers  in  the  Preparatory 
schools.  Among  our  graduates  there  are 
a  number  of  strong  men,  who  have  consider- 
able native  capacity,  and  developed  abil- 
ity and  who,  with  a  year  or  two  at 
other  colleges,  or  with  a  fairly  wide  exper- 
ience in  teaching  at  other  [  institutions, 
are  now  able  to  give  competent  service  at 
Lake  Forest. 

One  of  the  chief  reasons  for^advocating 
the  selection  of  Lake  Forest  gradnates][for 
faculty  members  is  to  secure  from  these 
men  the  greater  service   they  would  undoubt- 


edly give  to  their  own  Alma  Mater. 
Being  familiar  from  student  days  with  its 
traditions,  its  needs  and  its  aims,  they  could 
apply;  as  faculty  members,  the  information 
thus  obtained,  and  handle  the  educational 
problems  with  a  more  intimate  knowledge 
of  our  local  needs. 

Eighty  of  our  graduates  are  now  en- 
gaged in  educational  work:  two  of  them 
being  college  presidents,  four  academy 
principals,  nine  college  professors  and 
thirteen  high-school  principals.  The  Non- 
graduate  list  will  show  an  equal  number  of 
educators.  Among  our  own  constituency, 
there  could  be  picked  out  a  half  dozen 
strong  men,  who  are  really  making  a  name 
for  themselves  in  other  fields.  If  trans- 
ferred to  this  more  congenial  field,  their 
love  for  Alma  Mater  would  inspire  them  to 
greater  efforts  and  more  disinterested  work 
than  they  have  so  far  put  forth. 

The  idea  of  securing  a  grduates  to  fill 
up  the  teaching  corps  is  not  altogether  free 
from  defects  and  danger.  Graduates,  when 
brought  back  to  their  own  college  and  made 
members  of  the  faculty,  are  very,  very  apt  to 
settle  down  in  a  rut,  and,  consider  the  position 
a  life-job,  instead  of  progressing  right  along 
with  the  constant  advance  of  their  depart- 
ment, they  are  rather  inclined  to  learn  and 
know  just  enough  to  hold  their  job,  having  no 
ambition  or  desire  to  go  elsewhere.  Their 
very  love  for  Alma  Mater  will  make  them 
satisfied  to  remain  with  her  through  life; 
and  this  listless  self-satisfaction  and  indo- 
lent self-sufficiency  will  sound  the  death- 
knell  to  their  development  and  progress. 

However,  it  must  be  the  aim  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  select  only  such  grad- 
uates who  have  ability,  the  inclination  and 
the  ambition  to  continue  growing,-no  matter  how 
long  they  remain  with  the  college  as  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty. 

There  is  an  absurdly  strong  notion 
throughout  the  West  that  members  of  a 
small-college  faculty  must  be  chosen  from 
amons  graduates  of   an    Eastern    university 
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or  from  a  large  Western  university.  True, 
there  is  considerable  ground  for  this  notion; 
for  the  graduate  of  an  Eastern  institution 
has  had  a  better  foundational  education, 
and  at  any  rate  a  larger  experience,  than 
one  of  our  own  graduates  would  be  likely 
to  have.  Still  this  notion  may  be  badly 
overdrawn.  Even  Lake  Forest  can  boast 
of  a  few  men  who  will  compare  favorably 
with  the  best  product  of  any  of  the  large 
universities  in  the  country-East  or  West.

COLLEGE   LIBRARY   NOTES. 

During  the  year  1905  something  more 
than  1,000  volumes  were  added  to  the  Col- 
lege library.  These,  with  new  volumes 
already  in  the  library,  but  not  yet  "access- 
ioned," bring  the  grand  total  above  20,000- 
This  last  i,oco  volumes  is  made  up  largely 
of  new  and  important  books,  although,  of 
course,  it  includes  the  annual  contribution  of 
some  200  volumes  of  bound  periodicals  and 
a  few  government  reports.  Most  of  the 
special  additions  have  been  made  possible 
through  the  great  generosity  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  board.  Mr.  Smith  has  taken  a 
strong  personal  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  library,  and  has  backed  up  that  interest 
by  gifts  to  the  various  depai  inients  and  also 
by  a  purchase  of  considerable  general  liter- 
ature. It  is  not  feasible  here  to  catalogue 
the  lists  of  these  gifts;  in  such  departments 
as  those  of  zoology,  history,  and  political 
science,  the  books  consist  in  part  of  the  best 
recent  literature  in  the  respective  subjects, 
and  in  part  of  books  of  standard  value.  The 
most  important  of  all  the  additions,  a  work 
which  has  long  been  greatly  desired  and 
which  is  almost  equally  useful  to  all  the  de- 
partments, is  Leslie  Stephens' great  Diction- 
ary of  National  Biography,  in  66  volumes. 
To  the  collection  in  the  German  department 
of  the  Stuttgart  edition  of  the  Deutsche 
National  Literatur,  more  than  150  volumes 
have  been  added.  A  list  of  a  few  of  the 
more  important  additions  is  appended:

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Athenaean  Wins.

In  a  spirited  debate  on  the  question, 
"Resolved,  That  a  National  Commission 
should  be  appointed  to  fix  railroad  rates," 
Athenaean  won  from  Zeta  Epsilon  in  the 
annual  contest  of  the  two  societies. 

The  Athenaean  adherents  celebrated 
their  victory  by  a  banquet  on  the  same 
night.  The  debate  in  which  they  finally 
succeeded  in  breaking  the  hodoo,  and  turn- 
ing the  tables  on  their  rivals,  was  one  of  the 
best  which  has  ever  been  held  between  the 
two  societies.  Both  societies  lacked  the 
support  of  some  of  their  old  debaters,  but 
the  new  men  did  remarkably  well,  so  that 
the  contest  was  up  to  the  standard  set  during 
the    last  three  years. 

Mr.  Erskine,  the  leader  of  Athenaean, 
has  represented  his  society  against  Zeta 
Epsilon  for  four  years,  and  it  was  not  until 
this  year  that  he  was  able  to  win.  He,  the 
only  senior  in  the  debate,  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated doubly  on  the  victory. 

Mr.  Phillips,  of  Zeta  Epsilon,  was  given 
first  place  in  the  marking  by  the  judges,  and 
deserved  it,  by  general  agieement.  He  was 
at  all  times  forcible,  and  though  at  times  lie 
failed  to  select  the  vital  points  of  his  oppon- 
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ents'  arguments,  he  disposed  in  a  ready 
manner  of  those  points  which  he  did  choose 
to  attack. 

Mr.  Erskine,  of  Athenaean,  showed  his 
old  tendency  to  talk  too  rapidly,  but  was 
logical,  and  to  the  point.  He  showed  great 
knowledge  of  the  subject,  and  only  fell 
short  of  Mr.  Phillips  in  his  ability  to  clinch 
his  arguments. 

Mr.  Palmer  of  Athenaean,  who  was 
conceded  third  place  by  the  judges,  made 
his  debut  as  a  debater  in  this  contest.  His 
logic  was  the  keenest  of  that  of  any  man  in 
the  debate,  and  the  manner  in  which  he 
upset  his  opponents  points  was  unap- 
proached.  His  work  was  a  surprise  even  to 
those  who  knew  of  his  ability  in  other  lines 
of  public  speaking.  Mr.  Berkheiser  and  Mr.

BURNED  TO  DEATH. 


The  Happy  New  Year  Spirit  in  Lake 
Forest  was  marred  by  the  death  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Jas.  O.  Reid  from  injures  received  by 
fire  on  the  last  day  of  the  year. 

The  fire  was  caused  by  an  explosion  of 
gasoline  which  Mrs.  Reid  was  using  for 
cleaning  clothes.  In  his  efforts  to  put  out 
the  flames  which  surrounded  his  wife,  Mr. 
Reid  was  severely  burned  about  the  face 
and  arms. 

They  were  taken  to  Alice  Home  im- 
mediately and  placed  under  the  care  of  Dr. 
Haven.  Mrs.  Reid  died  late  the  same  even- 
ing and  Mr.  Reid  passed  away  about  7:30 
o'clock  New  Years  morning. 

Their  daughter  Miss  Florence  P.  Reid, 
who  graduated  from  the  college  in  1902 
was  slightly  burned  also  but  is  getting 
along  nicely  at  present. 

Mr.  Reid  was  engineer  at  Ferry  Hall 
at  the  time  of  his  death  and  he  will  be 
remembered  as  having  been  a  very  faithful 
janitor  at  the  college  for  some  time  before 
taking  up    the  work  at  Ferry  Hall. 

Fortunately  enough  the  fire  did  not 
take  place  in  the  Ferry  Hall  buildings 
themselves  but  in  a  frame  structure 
behind,  in  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reid 
were  living  and  which  was  used  for  a  store- 
house and  for  piano  for  practice.  Mr.

ATHLETIC  LEAGUE   TO   BE  PUSHED. 

During  the  past  football  season  Mana- 
ger Palmer  corresponded  with  the  mana- 
gers of  leading  football  teams  of  the  state, 
in  order  to  discover  whether  their  respec- 
tive colleges  wouldjfavor  the  formation  of 
a  state  athletic  league.

TEACHERS  ~  TALK  ON  FOOTBALL. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Eederation 
of  Colleges  in  Springfield  during  the  holi- 
days a  committee,  with  Professor  Bridge- 
man  as  chairman,  and  consisting  of  Presi- 
dent Hieronymus  of  Eureka  College  and 
one  other  member,  was  appointed  to  draw 
up  resolutions  recommending  certain 
changes  in  football  rules  to  be  presented 
to  the  Federation  at  its  next  meeting  in 
April. 

The  president  of  Wheaton  College, 
which  has  no  football  team,  proposed  that 
the  Illinois  federation  of  Colleges  go  on 
record  as  abolishing  football  among  its 
members.  His  speech  was  followed  by  sev- 
eral others  which  advised  a  milder  course. 
The  general  opinion  of  the  meeting  was 
that  the  charges  of  professionalism  and 
brutality  had  not  been  made  against  the 
small  colleges  of  this  state  and  that  there 
was  no  need  of  their  legislating  against 
football,  in  so  radical  a  way.  It  was  argued 
that  at  a  time  when  there  is  so  much  agita- 
tion against  football  it  is  impossible  to  get 
at  the  facts  and  that  it  would  be  unwise  to 
take  any  such  premature  action.

In  the  December  number  of  the  Publi- 
cation of  the  Modern  Language  Association 
of  America,  appeared  an  article  by  Pro- 
fessor Jack  on  Thomas  Kyd  and  the  Ur- 
Hamlet.  In  this  paper  he  takes  the  posi- 
tion that  the  heretofore  generally  accepted 
theory  that  Thomas  Kyd  was  the  author    of 


the  Ur-Hamlet  from  which  Shakespeare 
took  the  plot  of  Hamlet,  is  false;  and  by  a 
course  of  reasoning,  seems  to  have  proven 
that  his  stand  is  well  taken. 

A  volume  on  May-flies,  Midges  and 
Cadis-flies  published  last  summer,  is  largely 
the  work  of  Professor  Needham.  It  is  the 
third  of  a  Series  of  Reports  issued  under 
the  New  York  State  Entomologist,  and  for 
the  New  York  State  Museum.  This  series 
of  Reports  is  regarded  by  scientists  as  the 
best  work  that  has  been  done  in  the  fields 
which  they  have  entered. 


LECTURE  ON  THE  PANAMA  CANAL.

Athenaean. 

A  mock  trial  was  the  attraction  at 
Athenaean  last  Monday  night.  Mr.  Hoch, 
alias  Hubbard,  accused  of  the  murder  of  his 
wife  by  arsenic  poisoning,  was  on  trial  for 
his  life,  and  lost  it.  Mr.  Munger  for  the 
state,  and  Mr.  Palmer  for  the  defendant, 
were  brilliant  in  their  efforts.  When  the 
prosecution  testified  that  the  body  had  been 
found  in  a  contorted  state,  with  a  black  face, 


the  defense  produced  evidence  to  show  that 
the  lady  was  a  contortionist  by  profession 
and  the  gentleman  who  first  saw  her  a 
painter.  A  dispute  also  arose  over  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  arsenic  was  purchased 
and  an  equally  interesting  dispute  over  the 
residence  place  of  the  accused.  Many  vol- 
umes would  not  suffice  for  telling  all  that 
might  be  told  of  this  trial. 

A  motion  was  made  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  confer  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  other  societies  regarding 
an  open  session  program  of  the  joint 
societies. 


A  E.  Scott  and  A.  D.  Jackman  had 
charge  of  a  meeting  of  the  advanced  Chem- 
istry class  last  Friday  afternoon  at  which 
the  results  of  their  investigation  of  samples 
of  milk  from  the  College  Commons  and 
other  sources  hereabouts  were  presented. 
Jackman  gave  a  short  historical  account  of 
the  work  done  in  the  past  century  or  so  in 
the  study  of  milk  and  then  gave  the  rest  of 
his  tests  for  preservatives  and  adulterants 
in  the  milk  used  at  the  College.  Scott  after 
discussing  the  pure  food  laws  of  this  and 
other  states  on  this  subject  gave  the  meth- 
ods for  testing  the  quality  of  milk,  and  the 
results  of  his  work  on  the  samples.  The 
meeting  was  open  and  attended  by  quite  a 
number  of  students  from  other  classes. 


Professor  J.  J.  Halsey  spoke  to  the 
students  at  the  Friday  chapel  exercises  of 
Dr.  Harper  as  a  man.  Not  only  was  he 
one  of  our  greatest  educators  but  he  was  a 
skilled  organizer  and  a  business  man  in  the 
fullest  sense  of  the  word.  He  was  a  man 
who  never  tired  of  unceasing  work  but 
while  he  was  doing  the  work  of  several 
ordinary  professors  he  was  building  up  and 
managing  the  business  of  a  great  university. 
Dr.  Harper  not  only  taught  us  how  to  live 
but  we  have  a  lesson  from  him  as  to  how  to 
die.  For  the  past  year  he  has  been  looking 
into  an  open  grave  but  he  fought  bravely 
to  the  end.

the  word  of  appreciation. 

Our  thanks  are  also  due  to  President 
Harlan  for  the  part  which  he  has  taken  in 
bringing  this  happy  evenl  to  pass.  And 
after  congratulating  one  another,  the  thing 
for  us  to  do  is  to  get  together  again  and 
keep  the  ball  rolling.  This  is  no  time  for 
us  to  rest  on  our  oars.  We  are  merely 
getting  a  good  start.  We  need  unity,  unity, 
and  this  applies  to  the  faculty  as  well  as  to 
the  student-body.       Although    this   idea    is 
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not  a  new  one,  it  is  well  to  bear    it  in   mind 
and  push,  rather  than  knock. 

With  the  expected  225  new  students  on 
the  campus  next  year,  the  new  dormitory 
will  no  more  than  take  care  of  the  increase.

Football  Legislation. 

Like  the  Dingley  Tariff,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  football  is  to  be  altered  by  its 
friends.  We  go  upon  the  assumption  that 
nobody  can  understand  football  who  has 
not  played  it,  and  we  do  not  include  the 
"socker"  game  in  our  defination  of  football. 
Our  friends  the  college  presidents  and  pro- 
fessors may  be  correct  in  saying  that  the 
game  should  be  more  open,  and  they  may 
not.  This  is  a  question  for  experts  to  de- 
cide, and  they  are  by  no  means  agree  as  to 
the  relative  danger  of  the  open  and  mass 
styles  of  play.  Many  a  coach  and  player 
will  tell  you  that  there  is  less  danger  in 
plunging  the  line  than  in   running  the   ends. 

The  University  of  Wisconsin  authorities 
have  taken  an  emminently  sensible  stand  on 
the  subject.  They  do  not  pretend  to  un- 
derstand the  intricacies  of  the  game,  and  do 
not  intend  to  make  new  rules  or  substitute 
a  new  game,  but  believing  that  all  inter-col- 
legiate contest  is  deleterious,  they  have  de- 
cided to  put  a  stop  to  it.  They  are  at  least 
conscious  of  their  limitations.  Dr.  Har- 
lan's views  upon  the  subject,  expressed  in  a 
chapel  talk,  are  eminently  sane,  and 
unlike  the  average  college  president,  he 
knows  what  he  is  talking  about,  being  a 
close  student  of  the  modern    game,    and    an

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THE      MILWAUKEE      CONFERENCE     ATHLETIC 
RULES. 

The  following  are  the  athletic  rules 
adopted  by  the  Milwaukee  Athletic  Con- 
ference, consisting  of  representatives  of  the 
colleges  of  the  Middle  West.  They  are 
presented  here  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they 
are  pending  acceptance  or  rejection  by  the 
Athletic  Association. 

WHEREAS,  recognizing  our  responsi- 
bility as  faculties  for  the  conduct  of  athletics 
in  the  institutions  which  we  represent  we 
believe  it  to  be  incumbent  upon  us  to  take 
the  initiative  in  the  regulation  of  this  feature 
of  college  life,  and  especially  in  adopting 
such  measures  as  will  eliminate  the  crying 
evils  now  connected  with  the  games, - 

RESOLVED  that  we  adopt  the  following 
rules  for  our  guidance: 

1.  No  student  in  an  institution  shall  be 
allowed  to  participate  in  intercollegiate 
athletics  unless  a  bona  fide  student  in  that 
institution  and  taking  at  least  ten  (10)  hours 
work  which  may  be  credited  toward  a  rec- 
ognized collegiate  degree. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  any 
intercollegiate  contest  who  receives  any 
gift,  remuneration  or  pay  for  his  services  on 
the  college  team. 

3.  No  student  shall  participate  in 
sports  upon  the  team  of  any  college  or 
colleges  for  more  than  four  years  in  the 
aggregate,  and  any  member  of  a  college 
who  plays  during  any  part  of  an  intercolleg- 
iate game,  does  hereby  participate  in  that 
sport  for  the  year. 

4.  No  student  shall  participate  in  any 
intercollegiate  contest  who  has  ever  used 
or  is  using  his  knowledge  of  athletics  or  his 
athletic  skill  for  gain.  No  person  who  re- 
ceives any  compensation  from  the  college 
for  services  rendered  by  way  of  regular  in- 
struction shall  be  allowed  to  play  on  any 
team. 

5.  No  student  shall  play  in  any  game 
under  an  assumed  name. 

6.  No  student  shall  be  permitted  to 
participate  in  any  intercollegiate  contest 
who  is  found  by  the  faculty  to  be  passing  in 
less  than  ten  (10)  hours  of  work  or  delin- 
quent in  six  hours,  as  reported  by  monthly 
reports- 


7.  All  intercollegiate  games  shall  be 
played  on  the  grounds  either  owned  or 
under  immediate  control  of  one  or  both  of 
the  colleges  participating  in  the  contest, 
and  all  intercollegiate  games  shall  be  played 
under  student  or  college  management,  and 
not  under  the  control  of  any  corporation  or 
association  or  private  individual. 

8.  The  election  of  managers  and  cap- 
tains of  teams  in  each  college  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  its  committee  on 
athletics  or  board  of  control. 

9.  College  football  teams  shall  play 
only  with  teams  representing  educational 
institutions. 

10.  At  least  ten  days  before  any  inter- 
collegiate contest  the  respective  chairmen 
of  the  athletic  committees  or  boards  of  con- 
trol of  the  institutions  concerned  shall  sub- 
mit to  each  other  a  certified  list  of  the 
players  eligible  under  the  rules  adopted,  to 
participate  in  said  contest.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  captains  of  the  respective  teams 
to  exclude  all  players  from  the  contest  ex- 
cept those  so  certified. 

11.  Athletic  committees  or  boards  of 
control  shall  require  each  candidate  for  a 
team  to  represent  the  college  in  intercol- 
legiate contests,  to  subscribe  to  a  statement 
that  he  is  eligible  under  the  letter  and  spirit 
of  the  rules  adopted. 

12.  That  no  migrant  from  another  col- 
lege which  has  entered  into  this  agreement, 
who  has  been  registered  in  such  college 
during  the  preceeding  semester,  shall  be 
allowed  on  a  college  team  until  he  has  been 
for  one  year  a  member  of  the  college  upon 
whose  team  he  wishes  to  play. 

13.  That  the  Colleges  here  represented 
shall  not  permit  the  use  of  professional 
coaches. 

14.  That  any  student  proven  to  have 
been  guilty  of  brutality  in  any  football  con- 
test shall  be  debarred  from  the  game  and 
the  team  penalized  twenty  (20)  yards. 

15.  That  the  colleges  here  represented 
favor  the  selection  of  a  group  of  disinter- 
ested officials,  the  same  to  be  nominated  by 
the  colleges  before  the  opening  of  the  foot- 
ball and  baseball  seasons.  The  secretary, 
after  receiving  the  nominations,  shall  send 
the  names  to  the  several  institutions  for 
their  approval.

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AN  INSTANCE    OF    LAKE    FOREST    MISSIONARY 
SPIRIT. 

Three  years  ago  Mr.  Swift  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  Professor  Jack  the  funds  for 
the  establishment  of  a  small  book-bindery. 
It  was  established  with  the  purpose  of  giv- 
ing those  who  desired  it,  an  insight  into, 
and  a  little  pratical  work  in  the  process  of 
binding  books. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  how  successful 
the  working  out  of  that  scheme  has  been. 
It  now  comes  to  notice  that  at  least  three 
students— doubtless  more — after  having 
taken  a  semester's  work  in  the  bindery, 
have  gone  out  from  college  not  only  with 
considerable  information  concerning  the 
making  of  books — and,  hence,  with  a  greater 
respect  for  the  books  in  their  possession — 
but  also  with  a  missionary  zeal  to  establish 
smaller  plants  wherever  they  might  go.  Mr. 
Lloyd  C.  Smith  has  fitted  out  a  small  plant 
in  a  vacant  room  of  the  High  School  at 
Savannah,  Illinois.  Mr.  Roy  L.  Heindel  is 
making  use  of  a  small  bindery  in  his  school. 
And  Mr.  Frank  Barry  has  interested  sev- 
eral ot  his  classmates  at  McCormick  in  the 
work.  Besides  these  there  are  two  small 
binderies  right  here  in  Lake  Forest.  Pro- 
fessors McKee  and  Stevens,  each,  have 
small  plants  in  their  homes.  This  certainly 
speaks  well  for  Lake  Forest's  missionary 
spirit. 

By  the  way,  why  not  consider  the  ad- 
visability of  taking  a  semester's  work  in  the 
bindery.  There  is  no  college  credit  given, 
to  be  sure;  but  surely  the  experience,  and 
the  ability  to  bind  one's  own  magazines, 
etc.,  is  sufficient  return  for  the  two  or  three 
hours  per  week  required. 


THE   CONGESTION   IN  THE    LABORATORIES. 

As  the  second  semester  approaches  we 
are  rather  anxiously  wondering  whether  the 
congestion  in  the  laboratories  is  to  be  re- 
leived.  At  the  beginning  of  the  first 
semester  a  good  many  were  turned  away 
from   the    laboratories.      Several    students 


failed  to  gain  admission  to  the  Physics 
laboratory.  Seven  were  unable  to  enter 
the  class  in  general  biology  and  four  or 
five  were  turned  away  from  the  advanced 
class.  In  the  Chemistry  department  thirty- 
four  students  are  endeavoring  to  work  at 
twenty-six  single  desks.  Not  merely  are 
the  quarters  thus  crowded  but  ten  students 
had  to  be  refused  entrance  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

This  is  the  condition  in  the  laboratories 
and  a  very  serious  aspect  it  is  beginning  to 
show.  At  this  stage  of  our  growth  we  can- 
not afford  to  have  to  turn  away  these  stud- 
ents from  the  laboratories.  We  are  hoping 
that  some  relief  may  come,  and  that,  right 
speedily.

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THE    SCIENCE  LECTURE  OF  LAST  FRIDAY. 

The  lecture  on  "The  Panama  Canal" 
delivered  by  Mr.  H.  N.  Howland,  of  the 
class  of  'oi,  last  Eriday  afternoon  was  one 
of  the  most  interesting  that  has  been  heard 
here  for  some  time.  The  lecture  consisted 
of  a  description  of  the  places  he  had  visited, 
the  scenes  he  saw,  and  the  experiences 
through  which  he  passed  while  in  the  canal 
zone  last  summer,  prefaced  by  a  short  his- 
torical account  of  the  canal. 

The  project  of  connecting  the  two 
oceans  by  a  canal  through  the  Isthmus  of 
Panama  appealed  to  the  Spaniards  fir.-.t 
some  three  hundred  years  ago,  soon  after 
the  discovery  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  by  Bal- 
boa. As  soon,  however,  as  news  of  this 
scheme  came  to  the  ears  of  the  Pope,  he 
pronounced  a  curse  on  whomsoever  should 
attempt  to  build  the  canal — a  curse,  which 
has  seemingly,  up  to  the  present  time,  been 
a  valid  one.  For  all  attempts  have  failed, 
and  all  the  failures  have  entailed  untold  loss 
of  life  and  wealth. 

The  last  great  failure  was  that  of 
Ferdinand  de  Lesseps,  who  sometime  dur- 
ing the  seventies,  attempted  to  build  the 
canal,  under  the  French  flag.  His  regime 
however,  resulted  in  the  greatest  financial 
scandal  of  modern  times.  His  company  be- 
came bankrupt  in  1892,  and  it  was  then  dis- 
covered that  the  French  Treasury  had  been 
drained  of  1,300,000,000  francs,  out  of  which 
only  600,000,000  francs  had  been  accounted 
for. 

Finally  the  United  States  took  up  the 
matters  and  President  McKinley  appointed 
a  commission  to  study  the  problem.  Al- 
though this  commission  reported  in  favor  of 
the  Nicaraguan  route,  the  Panama  route  was 
decided  upon,  and  the  Panama  zone  pur- 
chased. 

The  remainder  of  the  lecture  was  pro- 
fusely illustrated  with  lantern  views  of  many 
of  the  places  he  had  visited.  During  the 
entire  discourse,  the  speaker  endeavored  to 
to      correct    a    common     missapprehension 


among  the  American  people  concerning 
the  climatic  conditions  of  the  country.  He 
told  of  the  sanitary  measures  that  have  been 
introduced  into  the  cities  of  this  district,  by 
the  government,  and  he  showed  that  the 
high  death  rate  was  due  not  to  carelessness 
on  the  part  of  those  in  power,  nor  yet  to  the 
climate,  so  much  as  to  the  criminal  careless- 
ness and  dissipation  of  the  laborers  them- 
selves.

The  House 
Of  Mirth. 

Fine  clothes  do  not  make  a  man,  but 
artistic  dress  is  the  measure  of  present-day 
literature.  At  least  this  conclusion  is  apt  to 
be  reached  by  the  thoughtful  reader  who 
will  devote  a  fair  amount  of  attention  to  the 
book  which  critics  have  pronounced  the 
greatest  American  production  of  the  year. 
Miss  Wharton's  whole  story  abounds  in 
colorless  characters  and  absurd  situations, 
unless  inconsistency  can  be  said  to  furnish 
color  and  remove  the  absurdity.  The  plot 
is  similiar  in  character  to  those  which  adorn 
the  pages  of  a  ten  cent  story  magazine,  but 
the  story  in  this  case  is  more  neatly  gowned 
and  delicately  perfumed.  And  this,  critics 
tell  us,  comes  near  to  being  the  great,  much 
talked  of,  looked  for,  American   novel. 

We  are  from  Missouri,  in  a  literary 
sense,  and  you  will  have  to  prove  to  us  that 
the  beings  who  move  in  the  select  circles  of 
New  York  society  are  differently  consti- 
tuted than  ordinary  human  beings,  or  ex- 
plain the  actions  of  some  of  the  characters 
in  this  book  by  a  process  hitherto  unknown 
to  man.  Aside  from  these  facts,  the  story 
is  neither  beneficial  nor  pleasing  to  the 
average  reader,  and  is  really  not  worth  con- 
sideration. 

All  of  which  goes  to  show  that  the  col- 
lege student  can  best  spend  his  time  in 
reading  the  "has-been"  books  of  Dickens, 
Scott,  Hawthorne  or  Thackery.  Present 
day  literature  is  in  a  state  of  change,  decay, 
coma,  or  something  similar,  and  is  hardly 
worth  spending  valuable  time  on.  The  old 
is  new  to  many  of  us,  and  in  choosing  our 
field  of  study  it  is  well    worth    while    to    go

An  element 
whose  density  will  be  very  mnc  than 

hydrogen  will  be  discovered,  i'ms  element 
will  be  a  gas  belonging  to  the  inactive  group 
of  gases  like  argon,  helium  and  neon,  and  it 
will  have  all  all  the  properities  now  assigned 
to  ether.  Therefore  this  gas  will  be  what  is 
now  called  ether.

The 
scene  is  a  homely  town  in  Ohio,  full  of 
homely  characters  that  one  likes  because 
they  are  all  so  familiar. 

Col.  Potts  is  just  as  enjoyable  as  Miss 
Caroline,  though  we  prefer  him  at  a  greater 
distance.  And  his  wife!  What  small  town 
does  not  have  its  disciple  of  Browning  or 
Shakespeare,  recently  come  from  Bahston, 
who  inspires  a  thorough  distrust  of  culture 
in  the  comfortable  souls  whom  she  seeks  to 
elevate  to  her  own  high  plane.  How  gently 
satirical  is  the  title  of  the  local  editor,  whose 
boss-ism  is  such  a  fiasco. 


Then  Miss  Caroline  appears,  as  uncon- 
scious of  the  fact  that  she  is  living  upon  the 
earnings  of  her  former  slave  as  she  is  un- 
aware of  his  pride  in  being  able  to  supply 
her  wants.  It  is  rumored  that  she  drinks, 
and  the  good  women,  steeling  themselves 
against  the  corrupting  allurements  of  possi- 
ble black  bottles,  endeavor  to  divert  her 
from  her  way  of  sin.  They  reconcile  them- 
selves to  her  admiration  for  |Byron,  though 
they  suspect  a  knowledge  of  him  to  be  im- 
modest, and  propose  that  the  engaging 
beverage  which  she  serves  them  be  used  at 
the  Sunday  School  picnic,  finally  departing 
in  reasonless  hysterics.

SERVICES   OF  THE  DAY  OF  PRAYER  FOR 
COLLEGES. 

The  address  of  last  Thursday,  The  Day 
of  Prayer  for  Colleges,  was  delivered  by  the 
Rev.  Covert,  ot  the  41st  Street  Presbyterian 
Church,  Chicago.  His  theme,  taken  from  the 
ninth  verse  of  the  second  chapter  of  First 
Corinthians,  was  "Obedience  to  the  Vision." 

The  progress  of  Truth  has  been  brought 
about  by  men  to  whom  visions  of  higher 
and  better  things  had  been  given,  and  who, 
though  it  so  often  meant  death,  were  true 
to  that  vision.  Isaiah  had  a  vision  of  better 
things  for  Israel  and  for  his  obedience  to 
that  vision  he  was,  according  to  tradition 
sawed  asunder.  Savanarola  dreamed  of  a 
pure  and  uncorrupted  Church,  and  he  was 
burned  at  the  stake.  Luther,  John  Knox, 
Washington  were  all  obedient  to  the  vision. 
But  obedience  to  the  vision  does  not  mere- 
ly help  the  cause  of  Truth;  it  is  the  maker, 
the  developer  of  him  who  sees  the  vision. 

We  have  at  last  entered  a  new  era  in 
which  the  progress  of  Truth  is  almost  un- 
challenged. But  rather  it  is  encouraged  in- 
stead of  hindered.  We  all  have  visions  of 
better  things — indeed,  the  highest  good 
which  a  college  education  may  bestow  upon 
one,  is  to  give  him  a  vision  of  a  higher  and 
nobler  future — shall  we  obey  those  visions?

There 
is  about  his  writing  that  general  odor  of 
burning  Egyptian  godessess;  none  of  your 
vulgar  home-made  Carolina  smoke,  but  a 
delicately  flavored,  pungent  aroma,  rendo- 
lent  of  gold  tips  and  Sahara  deserts.  Given  a 
man  with  a  surplus  of  time  and  simoleons, 
with  nothing  to  do  but  lay  around  and 
watch  other  people  work,  and  smoke  cigar- 
ettes, and  knock — the  type  is  so  familiar  to  a 
College  community;  to  think  that  we  had 
placed  the  good  Fra  Elbert  Bubbah  in  the 
same  category!  Not  that,  like  Captain  Ab- 
solute, we  wish  to  cast  any  aspersions  on 
her  parts  of  speech,  oh  no!  Her  parts  of 
speech  are  like  the  name  on  a  coffin-nail 
rough-box,  a  matter  of  individual  preference. 
But  the  real    Turkish    boquet    is   not    easily 
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confused  with  other  smells.  The  good  Era 
surely  smokes  Turkish  in  his  pipe. 

It  is  not  easy  enough  to  rid  oneself  of 
first  impressions,  they  are  so  tenacious;  and 
then,  too,  a  man  who  could  evolve  an  ex- 
pression like  "The  star  «neakerino,"  certain- 
ly makes  himself  liable  to  misinterpretation, 
(though  we  have  no  grudge  against  this 
particular  brand  of  fool-killers.)

But  the  wind  zo/7/blow  the  smoke  back  into 
our  eyes,  and  into  our  nostrils;  whats  the 
use? 

The  Philistine's  argument  against  cigar- 
ettes is  convincing.  We  agree  that  the 
cigarette,  like  college  football,  should  be 
abolished.  And  both  are  harmful  to  health 
and  morals,  and  little  boys.  The  argument  is 
obvious.

All,  even  this  adage 
are  old:-  pay  down  tens  dollars  and  receive 
the  Philistine,  together  with  such  other 
books  as  may  be  deemed  fit,  for  ninety-nine 
years  and  a  day.  Talk  is  cheap,  but  it  takes 
money  to  buy  the  Philistine.  If  you  are  a 
knocker  but  can't  find  words  for  the  expres- 
sion of  your  feelings;  if  you  would  like  to 
roast  every  thing  that  comes  along,  but 
haven't  the  energy,  support  the  Philistine; 
he  will  do  it  for  you.  But  if  you  are  look- 
ing for  something  a  trifle  more  elucidating 
read  "Peck's  Bad  Boy."

As  a  charter  member  of  the  Aletheian 
Literary  Society,  Mrs.  Halsey  was  able  to 
give  many  facts  concerning  its  origin,  which, 
perhaps,  are  not  generally  known  since  the 
early  records  of  the  society  have  been  lost.

At  first  their  meetings  were  held  Saturday 
mornings  in  what  was  then  the  College 
Chapel,  now  the  Chemistry  lecture  room, 
but  later,  when  the  young  women  resided 
at  Mitchell  Hall  they  were  granted  a  large 
room  of  their  own  which  they  were  able  to 
furnish  from  the  proceeds  of  an  entertain- 
ment. Public  entertainments  were  given 
by  both  the  men  and  women  of  the  college 
and,  since  in  those  days  there  was  very 
little  social  life  in  Lake  Forest,  everybody 
turned  out  and  received  much  pleasure  from 
them.

VISIT  TO  TOMB  OF  CONFUCIOUS. 


Charles  A.  Stanley,  Jr.,  Writes  of  an  Interesting 
Trip. 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  a 
letter  written  from  Tai  Shan: 

We  arrived  at  Chu  Fu  at  noon  of  the  second 
day  out  and  immediately  set  about  to  make  prepara- 
tions for  visiting  the  temple  of  Confucious  and  the 
tomb. 

The  imposing  main  entrance  is  th  ■  usual  g  iteway 
to  all  large  temples  with  a  short  ll  -;ht  of  steps  to 
gain  the  level  of  the  huge  wooden  doors  as  y<m  ap- 
proach, and  a  similar  flight  on  the  inside  to  bring 
one  to  the  level  of  the  ground  again.  The  area 
within  the  gate  is  filled  with  buildings;,  tablets,  and 
tine  old  tree?  mostly  cypress. 

The  mai  1  temple  building  stands  on  a  terrace  in 
the  centre  of  the  grounds.  This  terrace  is  flanked 
by  two  long  rows  of  low  buildings  in  which  are  tab- 
lets to  Confucius  principal  follovvers  and  expounders. 
To  the  rear  of  this  main  building  is  a  smaller  build- 
ing which  contains  a  number  of  tablets  of  some  age 
and  also  something  like  120  tablets,  about  12  by  \y 
inches  in  size,  cut  to  represent  scenes  from  the  life 
of  the  Sage. 

Within  the  building  and  opposite  the  door 
rests  the  carnpied  likeness  of  the  great  Sage  in 
sitting  posture,  and  before  the  image  are  the  various 
tables  and  stands  used  in  the  rather  elaborate  ritual 
of  worship.  To  the  right  and  left  and  facing  the 
centre  of  the  room  are  the  images  of  sixteen  of  the 
Sage's  most  famous  disciples,  all  canopied  and  in 
receding  rows  of  two,  three  and  three,  eight  on  each 
side. 

Four  times  a  year  Prince  Kung.  the  lineal 
descendant  of  Confucius,  worships  here  with  ap- 
propriate ritual.  Twice  a  year,  in  the  Second  and 
the  Eighth  moon,  the  entire  elaborate  ritual  is  per- 
formed, at  other  times  the  form  is  not  so  full. 

On  ascending  the  main  terrace  one's  attention 
is  called  to  a  particular  stone  forming  a  post  in  the 
balustrade,  which  gives  out  a  ringing  sound  when 
struck  with  the  hand.  There  is  of  course  some  good 
and  sufficient  reason  for  this,  but  the  explanation 
given  by  the  attendants  appeals  to  one's  fancy  rather 
than  reason.  It  is  said  that  the  Emperor  K'ang 
Hsi  visited  this  temple  during  his  reign,  1662-1722. 
He  leaned  against  this  pillar  as  he    stood   looking    at 
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the  exterior  of  the  building,  and  as  lie  turned  to  go, 
seized:by  some  sudden  impulse,  he  struck  the  cap 
of  the  pillar  with  his  hand  commanding  it  to  give 
forih  a  ringing  sound.  As  the  word  was  spoken  the 
miracle  was  performed,  and  the  stone  has  been 
polished  smooth  by  the  innumerable  hands  of  those 
who  fiom  this  land  and  other  lands  have  struck  the 
"'ringing  post"  of  K'ang  Hsi.

CAMPUS  PLANS. 

Since  the  new  commons  and  dormitory 
have  been  assured,  considerable  interest 
has  been  aroused  as  to  the  intended  loca- 
tion of  these  buildings. 

The  present  landscape  scheme  is  only  a 
partial  working  out  of  what  is  called  the 
Manning  plan,  which  was,  in  its  general 
features  adopted  some  years  ago.  Accord- 
ing to  this  plan  the  college  buildings  were 
to  be  distributed  around  the  edge  of  the 
ravines,  thus  forming  what  might  be  termed 
a  large  quadrangle.  It  contemplated  also 
the  construction  of  roads  between  the  Col- 
lege and  both  Ferry  Hall  and  the  Academy 
and  the  wrecking  of  College  Hall.  The 
construction  of  these  roadways  will  prob- 
ably never  be  realized  but  it  is  thought  that 
in  general  the  Manning  plan  will  be  fol- 
lowed. An  eminent  landscape  artist  is  to 
be  engaged  in  the  near  future  to  arrange 
the  details  of  the  plan  to    be    followed   and 


especially  to  determine  the  location    ot    the 
new  Commons  and   dormitories. 

Those  who  have  this  work  in  charge  are 
taking  a  far-sighted  view;  they  are  looking 
ahead  to  the  future  Lake  Forest.  Instead 
of  determining  the  location  of  each  build- 
ing separately  they  hope  to  arrange  a 
general  plan,  and  when  new  buildings  are 
required  their  location  will  already  have 
been  determined.  The  plan  may  not  be 
realized  for  ten,  twenty  or  even  fifty  years, 
but  it  will  eventually  effect  an  ideal  Lake 
Forest. 


A  PROTEST. 

Student  Writes  on  present  System  of  Cuts,  and 

Elective  System,  and  Advocates  Radical 

Change. 

The  semester  is  over  and  the  grades 
of  everybody  from  the  opening  of  school 
in  the  fall  up  to  last  Friday  are  in.

House  committees  were  appointed  in 
the  dormitories  last  week  which  shall  have 
power  to  draw  up  rules  in  regard  to  order 
during  study  hours  and  to  enforce  them.

Dr.  Harlan  is  to  be  credited  with 
the  initiation  of  the  present  movement  and 
aided  materially  in  carrying  it  through.

A  report  in  one  of  the  Chicago  papers  last 
week  to  the  effect  that  the  STENTOR  has  been 
censored  by  the  College  faculty  is  utterly 
without  foundation.  The  faculty  have  no 
intention  of  interefering  with  a  student  pub- 
lication, and  could  not  very  well  do  so  if 
they  chose,  for  the  paper  is  an  independent 
enterprise.

Production  Last  Saturday  Unusually  Good.      Art 
Institute  Taxed  to  Full  Capacity. 

One  of  the  largest  audiences  which  ever 
greeted  a  Lake  Forest  play,  filled  the  Art 
Institute  last  Saturday  night  to  witness  the 
production  of  "The  Rivals"  by  the  Garrick 
Club.

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THE  ORATORICAL  CONTEST. 

An    Increased   Interest   Over  Previous  Years  Shown.     Seven    Men  .Enter; 
Erskine    Takes     First     Place,    Beard    Second.

The  Oratorical  Contest  held  in  the 
Chapel  on  Tuesday  evening  Eebruary  6, 
was  one  of  the  best  contests  Lake  Forest 
has  had  in  years.  Doubtless  the  prize  which 
had  been  offered  by  the  Alumni,  had  a  little 
to  do  with  the  increased  interest  that  was 
evinced  among  the  contestants.  It  has 
raised  this  contest  from  a  mere  tryout  for 
the  selection  of  an  orator  who  should  repre- 
sent us  in  inter-collegiate  contests,  to  a 
dignity  of  a  real  contest  in  itself.  But  this 
excellence  was  due  mnchmore  to  the  great- 
er interest  of  the  contestants  in  particular, 
and  of  the  College  in  general,  which  was 
made  apparent  by  the  considerable  increase 
in  attendance  over  previous  years. 

President  Harlan;  and  Rev.  Mr.  Rich- 
ards, Mr.  Whyte  and  Mr.  Rice  acted  as 
judges.  Seven  men  entered  the  contest, 
and  they,  almost  without  exception,  acquit- 
ted themselves  well. 

Mr.  Erskine,  who  was  awarded  by  the 
judges  first  place,  and  thereby  selected  to 
represent  us  in  the  Northern  Illinois  Ora- 
torical Contest,  spoke  on  "The  Oratory  of 
the  French  Revolution."  After  briefly  giv- 
ing the  historical  situation  of  France  during 
the  reign  of  Louis    XVI,    the    speaker    said 


that. there  was  no  oratory  at  the  time,  be- 
cause Richelieu  had  issued  an  edict  by  which 
the  lips  of  the  people  were  sealed  concern- 
ing the  actions  of  the  King.  The  people 
gathered  together  in  a  public  assembly, 
and  when  a  messenger,  dispatched  by 
the  king,  ordered  them  to  disperse, 
whereupon  Mirabeau  arose  from  his  seat 
and  hurled  back  defiance  at  the  king  and  the 
House  of  Bourbon — in  that  hour  was  born 
French  oratory.  The  speaker  then  con- 
trasted with  the  selfish  motives  of  Napoleon, 
the  unselfish  patriotism  of  the  orators  of 
France.  Napoleon  grasped  the  scythe  of 
Death,  and  mowed  down  a  generation  of 
France's  noblest  sons;  while  the  orators, 
who  had  swayed  the  people  in  behalf  of 
righteousness,  and  organized  the  people  in 
behalf  of  righteousness,  who  organized 
battalions  of  men  under  the  standard  of 
God,  lived  to  see  the  very  kings  whom  they 
had  brought  low,  restored  to  power. 

Beard,  who  took  second  place,  gave  an 
eulogy  of  "Daniel  O'Connel."  He  pre- 
sented him  as  the  man,  the  patriot  and  the 
orator.  Munger  spoke  on  "Wealth  versus 
Poverty"  showing  that  a  boyhood  amid 
poverty  is  more  conductive  than  a   boyhood 
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amid  wealth  to  greatness  in  manhood. 
Longbrakc  took  for  his  subject,  "Our  Poli- 
tical Thraldom  "  He  said  that  our  boasted 
freedom  will  not  be  a  worth}'  freedom  till 
we  shall  have  shattered  the  power  of  the 
political  boss.  Homer  Kessler  delivered  an 
oration  on  "Climbing  the  Heights."  Napol- 
eon climbed  the  Alps  despite  all  obstacles. 
We  must  overcome  obstacles  if  we  would 
win.  Frazer  spoke  on  'The  Victories  of 
Peace."  Peace  hath  had  her  victories, 
jackman  talked  on  "Our  Native  American," 
an  oration  on  the  ancestry,  the  features  and 
traits  of  the  American  Indian. 


DISAGREEMENT. 


Student  Replies  to  Letter  on  Elective  System  and 
System  of  Cuts. 

I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  in  ans- 
wer to  the  letter  which  appeared  in  your 
columns  last  week.  Permit  me  to  remark, 
first  of  all,  that  the  average  College  student 
does  not  know  what  he  wants  to  study 
when  he  goes  to  College.  Secondly,  sup- 
posing he  does  know  what  his  general  line 
of  work  is  to  be,  he  does  not  know  what 
studies  will  best  fit  him  for  his  duties. 
Ihirdly,  the  college  course  is  guaranteed  to 
give  a  man  a  degree  of  B.  A.  upon  his 
graduation.  Therefore,  the  college  faculty 
have  the  right  to  stipulate  what  course  of 
study  is  best  fitted  to  prepare  a  man  for 
that  degree.  Broad  education  is  what  we 
want  in  College,  not  specialization.  We 
do  not  see  how  it  would  be  possible  to  de- 
sign a  better  system  than  the  one  which  we 
have  at  Lake  Forest,  combining  as  it  does, 
a  freedom  of  choice,  within  reasonable 
limits. 

With  the  objection  to  the  system  of  cuts 
in  vogue  here  we  have  considerable  sym- 
pathy for  the  writer  in  question.  It  would 
seem  as  if  some  system  could  be  devised 
whereby  grades  would  not  depend  upon 
attendance,  but  upon  the  quality  and  quan- 
tity of  the  work  done.  The  reason  why  a 
"grind"  gets  higher  grades    than    his  more 


wide  awake  rival  is  th.it  he  occupies  the 
front  seat  in  the  class  room,  attends  regu- 
larly, and  learns  like  a  parrot  everything 
that  is  set  before  him.  The  wide-awake 
man  cuts  more  frequently,  has  no  desire  to 
display  his  knowledge  in  class,  but  imbibes 
everything  that  is  presented  in  the  class, 
and  so  arrange  it  that  it  immediately  be- 
comes of  service  in  his  thinking  apparatus. 
He  learns  laws,  not  facts.  In  the  practical 
life  it  is  not  the  "grind"  who  sncceeds,  it  is 
the  man  of  independent  thought,  and  of 
originality.  It  seems  that  these  facts  are 
too  often  overlooked  by  our  faculty  friends. 
The  subject  will  bear  investigation.

The  Vesper  service  last  Sunday  after- 
noon was  a  union  service  of  the  College, 
Ferry  Hall  and  the  Academy.

Ralph  Connor  is  no  more 
read  because  he  has  sold  his  pen  and  has 
thereby  severed  his  communion  with  the 
Spirit  that  dwells  among  the  everlasting 
hills.  Daily  daring  must    be    a    part 

of  the  Christian's  religion.  Paul  dared  all 
things  for  the  cause.  Just  as  food

THE  WASHINGTON'S  BIRTHDAY  ADDRESS. 

The  SpeaKer    Calls  Attention    to   the     Dangers 

that  Menace  Our  Welfare  as  a  Nation  and 

Points  Out  tbe  Duty  of  the 

College  Man. 

The  address  of  the  service  commemorat- 
ing Washington's  Birthday,  which  was  held 
in  the  chapel  last  Thursday  morning,  was 
delivered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Boyle. 

The  following  is  a  brief  resume  of  what 
the   speaker  said: 

It  is  not  the  great  obelisk,  nor  yet  the 
city  of  Washington  that  is  the  real  monu- 
ment of  George  Washington  *  Mount 
Vernon  should  be  a  sacred  shrine  to  every 
American  citizen  *  *  Not  as  an  alarm- 
ist, but  as  an  optimist  do  I  call  attention  to 
the  dangers  that  threaten  us.  Neither  im- 
perialism nor  the  industrial  problem  do  I 
consider  dangers — the  industrial  situation 
of  today  is  better  than  it  has  been  in  half  a 
century,  and  is  daily  growing  better.  *  * 
Unrestricted  immigration  is  one  of  our  most 
immediate  dangers.  We  welcome  the  bet- 
ter class  of  foreigners,  but  we  must  protect 
ourselves  from  the  ignorance,  pauperism 
and  vice  of  the  old  world.

He  was  forced  to  give 
an  encore,  which  was  even  more  enjoyed 
than  the  "elegy." 

The  song  "My  Lady  Chloe,"  was  the 
very  weakest  part  in  the  program.  It  can 
only  be  hoped  that  the  audience  could  hear 
the  piano  no  better  than  the  Club.  Partly 
because  of  the  poor  acoustic  properties  of 
the  room,  and  partly  because  the  piano 
could  not  be  heard,  the  Club  straightway 
dropped  half  a  tone,  and  stayed  there  dur- 
ing the  song. 

Fortunately  this  number  was  followed 
by  two  of  the  best  numbers  of  the  evening. 
The  String  Quartet  rendered  its  music  in 
even  better  style  than  last  year.  The 
Child  Elocutionists  took  the  house  by 
storm.  This  was  apparently  the  number 
most  appreciated  by  the  audience.  Their 
peiformance  is  not  quite  so  funny  as  it  was 
last  year,  but  it  is  only  a  matter  of  practice 
till  they  surpass  the  work  of  last  year. 

The  last  two  numbers  were  rendered 
in  very  good  style,  and  the  audience  re- 
ceived them  well.  Miss  Anne  Ryon  ac- 
companied the  Club  on  "Alma  Mater." 
The  program  ended  with  a  hearty  Lake 
Forest  yell. 

On  the  whole,  and  in  spite  of  the  weak 
spots,  the  program  was  very  successful,  and 
it  gives  cause  for  encouragement  to  the 
leader,  the  manager,  and  the  Club  itself. 
They  may  with  good  assurance  look  for- 
ward to  a  very  successful  season. 


LECTURE  ON  THE  MARTINIQUE  DISASTER. 


The  University  Club  Holds  an  Open  Meeting.   Mr. 

James  Harlan  Lectures  Upon  the  Tragedy  of 

Mount  Pelee. 

Last  Thursday  evening  the    University 
Club  held  its  regular  fortnightlv  meeting   in 
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the  College  Chapel.  It  was  made  an  open 
meeting,  that  those  outside  the  Club  might 
have  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  lecture 
of  the  evening.  The  audience  was  addressed 
by  Mr.  James  Harlan,  brother  of  President 
Harlan,  and  late  Attorney  General  of  Porto 
Rico,  upon  the  Martinique  disaster.  The 
lecture  was  profusely  illustrated  with  some 
very  excellent  stereoptican  views  which 
aided  much  in  rendering  very  vivid  the 
scenes  which  the  speaker  described.  Hav- 
ing been  in  Porto  Rico  at  the  time  of  the 
catastrophe,  and  having  been  one  of  the 
first  to  go  to  the  relief  of  the  cities  near  th 
scene  of  the  disaster,  Mr.  Harlan  was 
eminently  fitted  to  speak  upon  the  subject, 
and  he  interested  every  one  who  heard  him. 

The  city  of  St.  Pierre,  the  scene  of  the 
disaster,  was  built  almost  entirely  of  brick 
and  stone;  it  was  a  city  of  some  thirty  or 
forty  thousand  inhabitants,  just  at  the  foot 
of  Mt.  Pelee,  and  on  the  western  coast  of 
the  isle  of  Martinique.  It  was  on  May  3, 
1902,  that  the  first  indications  of  the  disaster 
to  follow  occured.  These  were  sufficient  to 
frighten  the  people  and  to  cause  them  to 
prepare  for  flight.  But  through  the  ex- 
hortion  and  example  of  the  governor  of  the 
island,  they  remained  in  their  homes,  the 
governor,  himself,  coming  to  the  doomed 
city  to  reassure  them.  On  May  8,  occured 
the  great  eruption,  which  destroyed  the  en- 
tire population  of  St.  Pierre  including  the 
governor  and  his  wife,  save  one  family  only, 
which  had  taken  warning  and  fled.  One 
sailor,  also,  in  a  ship  a  half  mile  out  in  the 
harbor,  survived.  None  were  left  however, 
who  could  give  a  clearstory  of  the  eruption. 
When  the  city  was  visited  a  few  days  later, 
there  was  not  a  breath  of  life  anywhere: 
not  even  a  bird  or  insect  lived.  And  scarce- 
ly one  house,  but  was  in  ruins. 

The  most  striking  part  of  the  lecture 
was  the  description  and  the  portrayal  on 
canvas  of  the  appearance  upon  the  mouth 
of  the  crater  of  the  valcano  of  a  huge 
obelisk.     This  huge    rock    containing   some 


five  and  one-half  billion  cubic  feet,  was 
pushed  upward  from  within  the  crater  at 
the  rate  of  forty-one  feet  per  day,  attaining, 
finally,  to  a  sheer  height  of  twenty-eight 
hundred  feet  above  the  crater. 

The  speaker  succeeded  well  in  impart- 
ing to  his  hearers  something  of  the  awful- 
ness  of  this  great  tragedy. 


PROFESSOR   McKEE  ON  THE    PRIMEVAL 
ATMOSPHERE. 

In  the  Science  for  Feb.  16,  appeared  an 
article  on  "The  Primeval  Atmosphere," 
written  by  Professor  McKee.  From  the 
results  of  a  certain  series  of  chemical  ex- 
periments carried  on  by  Professor  Kraft 
and  his  students  at  the  University  of  Heidel- 
berg, he  has  drawn  certain  conclusions  of 
importance,  to  the  chemist,  but  primarily  to 
the  geologist  and  to  the  astronomer — con- 
clusions which  seem  heretofore  to  have  been 
everlooked. 

Professor  Kraft  by  this  series  of  exper- 
iments proved  that  atmospheric  pressure  is 
just  equal  to  the  force  of  gravity.  From 
this  fact  it  is  apparent  that  the  attractive 
power  of  the  earth  is  taxed  to  its  fullest  ex- 
tent by  the  present  bulk  of  atmosphere. 
Were  the  earth  holding  less  than  its  capac- 
ity, then  the  atmosphere  pressure  would  be 
less  than  gravity.  From  this,  Professor 
McKee  points  out  that  never  in  history 
could  the  atmosphere  have  been  greater 
than  the  present  atmosphere. 

This  conclusion  is  of  interest,  because 
it  directly  opposes  the  widely  accepted 
Laplacian  hypothesis  of  the  formation  of 
the  earth;  for  according  to  that  theory,  the 
earth  once  had  an  atmosphere  many  times 
that  of  the  present  time  both  in  extent  and 
in  weight.  On  the  other  hand  it  falls,  as 
the  writer  shows,  into  perfect  agreement 
with  the  planetesimal  hypothesis  which  was 
developed  by  Chamberlain  and  Moulton, 
and  helps  materially  to  strengthen  the 
growing  acceptance  .of  that  theory. 
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LaKe  Forest  vs.  Northwestern  College.

Coach  Bradstreet:  "Northwestern's 
coach  said  after  the  game  that  Lake  For- 
est's team  work  was  much  better  than  that 
of  his  own  team  but  they  were  extremely 
unlucky  in  hitting  the  basket.  This  is  my 
own  opinion  and  I  can  also  add  that  per- 
haps the  fact  that  Grant  was  injured  and 
put  out  early  in  the  game  had  something  to 
do  with  the  final  score.  But  to  my  mind 
the  greatest  handicap  under  which  our 
team  labored  was  to  see  the  way  the  stud- 
ents of  Northwestern  supported  their  team. 
It  would  take  the  heart  out  of  any  of  our 
team  to  make  a  comparison.  There  before 
the  game  an  enthusiastic  meeting  was  held, 
speeches  were  made  by  every  player,  alum- 
ni and  others;  songs  and  cheers  were  given 
and  a  tremendous  outburst  of  college  loy- 
alty was  shown.  At  the  game  350  (practi- 
cally the  entire  student  body)  were  present 
and  kept  up  a  concerted  and  continous 
cheering.  Compare  this  with  one  of  our 
Jiome  games.  Our  men  keenly  felt  the  dif- 
ference   and   remarked    about    it,    showing 


plainly  that  they  were  hurt  and  discouraged. 
This  college  has  the  least  amount  of  the 
spirit  of  loyalty  of  any  college  that  I  know 
of  and  it  will  never  have  a  winning  team 
until  a  little  true  college  spirit  is  developed.

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fee  for  next  year.  Nobody  will  suffer 
greatly  because  of  the  increased  cost,  and 
all  those  who  have  charge  of  the  athletic 
funds  will  be  freed  from  anxiety  and  re- 
sponsibility, and  the  book  store  will  not  be 
compelled  to  carry  a  large  account  for 
several  months  each  year. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  student  body 
is  not  kept  in  closer  touch  with  the  financial 
end  of  our  enterprises.  If  the  increased  fee 
is  voted,  as  has  been  suggested,  it  would 
seem  wise  to  post,  from  time  to  time,  com- 
plete statements  for  the  benefit  of  the  pub- 
lic. The  official  paper  of  the  college  would 
be  glad  to  secure  such  good  space-filler. 

The  present  method  of  book-keeping, 
which  has  been  handed  down  from  genera- 
tion to  generation  since  time  immemorial,  is 
clumsy  and  inadequate.  Of  course,  our 
present  uncertain  methods  of  revenue  ren- 
der accurate  calculation  impossible  to  the 
treasurer,  but  with  a  larger  athletic  fee  he 
should  be  able  to  give,  at  any  time,  a  com- 
prehensive statement  of  his  finances.  It 
might  be  well  to  require,  under  constitu- 
tional rule,  a  monthly  publication  of  such 
statements. 


The  Need  of 
College  Songs. 

Lake  Forest  has  so  few  songs  that  we 
are  led  to  hope  that  the  one  now  being 
used  by  the  Club  will  at  least  serve  as  a 
temporary  substitute  for  something  better, 
and  help  to  form  a  neucleus,  with  the  two 
or  three  others  which  we  have,  around 
which  a  volume  of  characteristic  Lake  For- 
est songs  can  be  developed.  There  appear 
from  time  to  time  in  the  history  of  the  col- 
lege, songs,  some  of  a  serious  and  some  of  a 
humorous  character,  which,  if  they  could  be 
preserved,  would  eventually  be  a  heritage 
of  immense  value  to  the  institution.  We  do 
not  know  whether  any  attempt  has  ever 
been  made  to  collect    these    songs,    but    it 


would  seem  a  good  plan  for  some  organiza- 
tion to  attempt  to  acquire  such  a  library, 
and,  perhaps,  to  foster  the  production  of 
College  songs.  Songs  written  for  a  prize, 
however,  are  seldom  as  good  as  those 
which  spring  up  spontaneously  among  the 
undergraduates.  Even  during  our  own  col- 
lege course,  we  have  known  of  several  such 
songs.  They  die  out,  of  course,  with  the 
change  of  fashion,  but  if  they  would  be 
preserved,  we  would  soon  have  a  fine  col- 
lection. Those  songs  which  are  the  most 
popular  on  the  campus,  at  serenades,  and 
with  the  Glee  Club,  should  also  he  noted, 
and  passed  down  to  coming  generations. 
We  do  not  realize  our  responsibility  as 
pioneers.  Lake  Forest  is  j  1st  beginning 
to  live. 

A  Mysterious 
Occurence. 

Who  the  persons  were  that  papered  the 
town  with  red  posters  last  week  is  not 
known.  Still  more  suggestive  is  the  fact 
that  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  find  them, 
and  that  the  two  upper  classes,  in  special 
sessions,  refused  to  pass  resolutions  con- 
demning the  act.  The  college  men  are  be- 
coming restless  and  dissatisfied.  This 
means  a  great  deal.  To  those  in  authority 
it  should  mean  that  a  speedy  termination  of 
the  present  disagreement  is  imperative,  if 
the  growth  and  life  of  the  college  are  not  to 
be  impaired.

PROFESSOR  JACK'S  RESIGNATION. 

Professor  Jack,  for  reasons  which  he 
did  not  disclose  to  the  STENTOR  representa- 
tive, handed  in  his  resignation  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  some  time  ago.  The  Board 
met  last  Tuesday,  a  week  ago,  and  passed 
upon  it.

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pared,  having  had  constant  practice  for 
weeks.  They  have  been  met  at  various 
times  by  Professors  Halsey  and  Bridgman, 
Mr.  Whyte,  and  the  two  Jackson  brothers, 
all  of  whom  have  been  unsparing  in  the 
time,  interest  and  advice  which  they  have 
given.  The  team  has  also  twice  met  Mr. 
Whyte's  class  in  Oratory  and  Debate. 

When  interviewed  as  to  the  probable 
outcome  of  the  debate,  Erskine  said: 
"Knowing  the  calibre  of  the  Lawrence  men 
and  their  capacity  for  hard  work,  I  realize 
that  it  will  be  a  very  hard-fought  contest. 
However,  on  the  strength  of  the  recognized 
ability  of  Palmer  and  Phillips,  their  untiring 
efforts,  the  team  work  that  has  been 
developed,  and  the  time,  thought  and  ad- 
vice which  has  been  so  generously  given  by 
our  friends,  I  feel  that  we  can  make  a  strong 
fight." 

The  three-rebuttal  system  is  to  be 
used.  Each  man  is  to  have  twelve  minutes 
for  his  first  speech  and  five  for  a  rebuttal. 
Lawrence  having  the  affirmative  side,  is  to 
both  open  and  close  the  debate.  The  judges 
that  have  been  selected  are  all  eminent 
jurists  from  the  city;  they  are  the  Honorable 
George  E.  Chipman,  President  of  the  John

Taylor  and  Honorable  J.  R.  Tuthill. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs-  Simon 
Reid  in  the  matter  of  the  expense  of  the 
debate,  no  admission  will  be  charged.  So 
interested  was  Mrs.  Reid  in  the  success  of 
the  debate  that  she  sent  a  telegram  from 
South  Carolina,  where  she  is  visiting,  on 
the  strength  of  which  we  can  make  this 
announcement.

Mr.  Betten  Elected  President.      Students   Pledge 
Themselves  to   Pay   the  Two  Dollar  Fee. 
New   Amendments    Passed.      Mr. 
Vaughan  Presents  Sweater- 
vests  to  Football  Men. 

The  meeting  of  the  Athletic  Associa- 
tion which  had  been  called  and  then  post- 
poned so  often,  at  last  took  place  on  Tues- 
day evening,  a  week  ago,  in  the  Chemistry 
Lecture  Room;  and  it  proved  to  be  the 
most  interesting  meeting  of  the  year. 
Since  the  Associatfon  had  neither  President 
nor  Vice-president,  the  secretary,  Wilson, 
presided  during  the  meeting. 

The  election  of  president  to  fill  the 
vacancy  left  when  Mr.  Lewis  became  Head 
Master  of  the  Academy,  was  the  first  busi- 
ness of  the  evening.  Mr.  Betnen  received 
the  election. 

The  second  and  most  important  matter 
of  business  of  the  evening  was  the  presenta- 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Association 
with  reference  especially,  to  the  two-dollar 
additional  fee  that  was  voted  by  the  Asso- 
ciation last  fall.  This  presentation  was  very 
ably  given  by  Mr.  Dunn.  He  gave,  on  a 
blackboard,  comparative  estimates  of  the 
expense  budget  for  the  year,  and  of  the 
probable  income,  excluding  the  two-dollar 
fee;  and  he  showed,  that  with  this  fee,  the 
expense  budget  could  be  met.  He  showed 
showed  further  that  either  this  fee  must  be 
paid,  or  the  baseball  schedule  dropped. 
After  some  lively  discussion  pro  and  con,  it 
came  to  a  vote  whether  or  not  the  Associa- 
tion would  stand  by  its  pledge  of  last  fall, 
and  almost  unanimously  it  was  decided  in 
the  affirmative.  To  make  this  action  more 
binding,  the  Association  authorized  the  ap- 
pointed committee,  one  person  to  each 
dormitory,  to  circulate  a  paper  in  order  to 
get  the  individual  pledges  of  the  students.

Miss  Nesbit,  Lois  Hall,  (upon  the  withdraw- 
al of  Miss  Nesbit,  Miss  Reynolds  was  ap- 
pointed later);  T.   McCrea,  North    Hall;    F. 


Berkheiser,  College  Hall;  A.  M.  Caswell, 
Commons  Hall;  P.  H.  Stevens,  Omega  Psi 
House;  and  Wm  Phillips,  Kappa  Sigma 
House.  This  committee  was  not  authorized 
to  collect  the  fees,  that  being  left  to  the 
class  representatives,  as  before. 

Two  amendments  which  had  been 
passed  upon  and  recommended  by  the 
Athletic  Board  were  then  accepted  by  the 
Association.  The  first  amendment  pro- 
vides for  the  election  of  captains  of  all  ath- 
letic teams,  within  one  week  after  the  close 
of  their  respective  seasons.  The  other 
authorized  the  awarding  of  cap  monograms 
to  managers  of  teams  who  had  given  faith- 
ful service. 

Mr.  Vaughn  then  presented  to  the 
eleven  members  of  last  season's  football 
team,  some  handsome  sweater-vests,  of 
bright  red,  trimmed  with  black  monograms 
to  the  left  of  the  buttons.  These  sweaters, 
Mr.  Vaughan  said,  had  been  given  by  some 
friend  of  the  college  who  chose  not  to  dis- 
close his  name.  A  motion  was  passed  that 
a  resolution  of  thanks  to  this  unknown 
friend  be  drawn  up  and  published  in  the 
STENTOR.  This  resolution  appears  else- 
where in  this  issue.

In  these  strenuous  days  when  time  is  at 
a  premium  it  is  necessary  to  make  every 
moment  count  for  something.

COLLEGE    NOTES.

The  Northwestern  University  faculty 
has  granted  class  credit  to  the  editors  of  the 
two  student  publications,  the  "Northwestern 
Magazine,"  and  the  "Northwestern,"  the 
tri-weekiy  newspaper. 

There  are  several  importan  reser  va- 
tions  connected  with  this  faculty  ruling.  No 
one  on  the  "Northwestern,"  staff  may  re- 
ceive credit  for  more  than  two  consecutive 
years.  No  student  may  hold  the  position 
of  desk  editor  for  more  than  one  year,  but 
he  may  continue  to  receive  such  credit  if  he 
becomes  editor-in-chief  or  associate  editor 
the  succeeding  year. 

Efforts  have  been    made    a    number    of 


times  to  induce  the  faculty  to  grant  these 
concessions.  The  sentiment  of  the  College 
community  has  favored  the  movement  for 
some  time,  and  the  faculty  considerately 
grants  the  desired  credit,  believing  that 
keen  competition  for  positions  on  the  staff 
will  be  incited. 

A  riot  was  the  prelude  to  the  annual 
freshman  banquet  at  Michigan  last  night. 
Three  policeman  were  beaten,  two  stud- 
ents arrested  and  put  in  jail,  and  a  speech 
of  President  Angell  was  the  climax  of  the 
climax  of  the  affair.  The  freshmen  almost 
completely  outwitted  the  sophomores.  They 
were  smuggled  into  the  building  in  laundry 
and  grocery  baskets.  The  clash  between 
the  classes  took  place  when  the  sophomores 
attempted  a  raid. 

When  Beloit  College  was  founded  in 
1846  the  charter  was  issued  for  a  college  for 
men.  It  was  not  until  ten  years  ago  that 
women  were  admitted,  and  at  that  time 
there  was  some  fear  that  Beloit  would  be- 
come the  Wellesley  of  the  West,  instead  of 
the  Yale.

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Lake  Forest  Wins 


Successful  in  First  Intercollegiate  Debate  of  the    Year.      Contest    one   of 
the  Best  Ever  Held  in  LaKe  Forest. 


In  one  of  the  most  interesting  debates 
ever  held  in  Lake  Forest,  the  college  team 
defeated  the  representatives  of  Lawrence 
University,  breaking  the  tie  between  the 
two  institutions  in  our  favor,  and  putting  us 
in  line  for  the  championship  in  the  four- 
state  debating  league. 

For  obvious  reasons,  we  cannot  give  a 
summary  of  the  argument  used  by  our  rep- 
resentatives, but  we  believe  that  it  will 
prove  as  effective  against  Illinois  college  as 
against  Lawrence.  Lake  Forest  has  a 
strong  team.  The  three  men  are  vastly 
different  in  their  style  of  speech,  but  all  are 
direct  and  convincing,  and  work  together  in 
fine  form.  The  judges,  after  the  debate, 
said  that  Lake  Forest's  strength  lay  in  her 
team-work.  The  Northwestern  University 
team,  which  heard  the  debate,  expressed 
the  same  opinion. 

Lawience,  as  usual,  had  a  team  which 
was  active  at  every  point  in  the  debate, 
and  although  they  were  clearly  defeated, 
furnished  an  interesting  contest.  Messrs. 
Adams,  Barett  and  Slater  represented  the 
Wisconsin  College.  Their  debate  was  well 
arranged  but  might  have  been  stronger  had 
they  introduced  at  an  early  stage  the  ar- 
guments used  by  the  last  speaker. 

The  Lake  Forest  speakers  surpassed  in 
delivery,  and  in  rebuttal.  It  was  the  rebutt- 
al work  which  definitely  decided  the  debate 
in  our  favor.  Mr.  Palmer,  who  was  engaged 
for  the  first  time  in  an   intercollegiate    con- 


test, proved  very  strong  in  rebuttal.  He 
was  direct  and  clean,  and  knew  where  to 
strike.  Erskine  was  up  to  his  usual  stand- 
ard, and  did  good  work  in  both  speeches. 
Phillips  was  the  star  for  Lake  Forest,  and  in 
his  cool  and  deliberate  manner  knocked 
out  the  supports  of  his  opponents  arguments 
and  built  up  his  own.  His  delivery  was  un- 
surpassed and  his  argument  conclusive. 
Charts  were  used  by  both  teams,  although 
Lake  Forest  used  but  three,  which  aided 
considerably.  The  charts  used  by  Law- 
rence were  not  visible  at  a  distance  from 
the  platform,  which  was  a  handicap  to  their 
work. 

Debating  has  been  improving  at  Lake 
Forest  for  the  past  three  or  four  years,  and 
this  year's  team  showed  improvement  along 
those  lines  in  which  other  teams  have  been 
weak.  Their  argument  in  regard  to  each 
point  was  agreed  upon  in  advance  and 
there  was  no  inconsistency  in  their  work. 
They  also  showed  unusually  good  prepara- 
tive in  rebuttal,  every  point,  apparantly, 
being  well  provided  for.  Debating  im- 
proves by  experience.  The  work  of  the 
present  speakers,  who  are  gaining  much 
from  tradition,  will  be  handed  down  to  the 
debaters  of  coming  years,  so  that  the 
methods  of  debate  will  be  well  understood 
and  attended  to-

Unfortunately  the  lack  of  familiarity 
with  the  music  on  the  part  of  the  singers 
necessitated  the  use  of  the  manuscripts,  but 
notwithstanding  that,  the  piece  was  very 
well  sung. 

The  Sword  Dance,  one  of  the  best 
pieces  in  the  Club's  repertoire  of  last  year 
was  rendered  in  excellent  style. 

Mr.  Stevens'  two  violin  selections  were 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  entire  audience, 
as  his  playing  always  is.  The  Waukegan 
Sun  says  of  him:  "Mr.  Stevens  is  as  good 
as  has  been  heard  here  for  some  time. " 
Miss  McCarroll  played  his  accompaniments. 

The  Pickaninny  Lullaby  was  sung  well, 
but  not  with  quite  the  style  and  sympathetic 
interpretation  of  last  year. 

The  Rag  Trio,  which  supplants  the  Rag 
Quartette,  promises  to  make  quite  as  big  a 
hit  as  last  year.  To  quote  the  "Sun"  again: 
"The  rag  trio  made  a  hit.  Their  mandolin 
and  banjo  play  was  fine  and  they  had  a 
couple  of  songs  that  took  the  crowd.  Their 
costumes  could  never  have  originated  out- 
side a  full  fledged  vaudeville  or  a  typical 
college  man's  mind." 

The  Waltz  Song,  another  of  last  year's 
songs,  has  never  been  sung  better  by  the 
Club.  The  two  negro  folk  songs,  were  only 
fairly  well  sung;  they  afford  opportunity  for 
considerable  work  before  the  trip. 

Mr.  Phillips  had  no  trouble  in  winning 
his  audience.  His  selections  are  better,  and 
he  sings  them  in  even  better  style  than  last 
year. 

The  String  Quartette  did  not  their  best 
but  very  good  work.  This  number  will  un- 
doubtedly prove  to  be  one  of  the  most 
popular  on  the  program  this  season. 

The  Gypsy  Love  Song  was  the  weakest 
point    in    the    program.       Members    of  the 


Club  say  that  for  some  reason  this  appar- 
ently simple  piece,  is  the  most  difficult  that 
they  have  tried;  accordingly  they  sang  with 
great  apparent  effort.  This  too,  after  more 
woik,  will  prove  one  of  the  most  popular 
numbers. 

The  Actorines  were  very  funny,  indeed, 
and  their  antics  "took"  well.  It  is,  however, 
not  a  substitute  for  the  Child  Elocutionists 
of  last  year.  We  will  let  one  of  the  Wau- 
kegan papers  speak  again: 

"That  actorine  stunt  at  the  glee  club 
concert  was  certainly  the  limit.  If  you  and 
I  turned  the  same  trick  we  would  be  mobbed. 
The  college  boys  should  also  wear  gum 
shoes  or  else  learn  to  step  more  softly." 

The  readers,  Mr.  Hoopes  and  Mr.  Mun- 
ger,  both  performed  their  parts  excellently, 
and  received  considerable  applause.  It  is 
to  be  regretted  that  Mr.  Hoopes  has  de- 
clined to  go  with  the  club  on  the  trip. 

The  Double  Quartette  failed  to  appear 
because  of  the  length  of  the  program,  and 
also  from  lack  of  preparedness. 

On  the  whole,  it  was  an  excellent  pro- 
gram— very  much  of  an  improvement  over 
the  Fort  Sheridan,  and  at  least  equal,  if  not 
superior,  to  the  concert  given  at  Waukegan 
last  year.  Last  year  the  .men  were  nervous; 
this  year  nothing  of  the  kind  was  apparent. 
There  are  still  some  rough  points  to  be 
worked  off;  too  much  time  elapsed  between 
numbers,  and  considerable  more  practice  is 
needed.  But  the  leader  and  managers  have 
been  so  much  encouraged  that  it  is  possible 
a  trip  even  longer  than  last  year's  may  be 
taken. 

The  following  is  a  clipping  taken  from 
the  Waukegan  Sun  of  Friday  morning: 

"The  concert  at  the  Parish  House  last 
night  was  a  big  success.  The  Lake  Forest 
College  Glee  Club  was  the  entertainer  and 
the  boys  outdid  themselves.  They  showed 
good  hard  work  in  preparation  and  every 
number  on  the  program  was  excellent.  The 
Glee  Club  made  a  reputation  when  they 
were  here  last  year  and  they  more  than 
lived  up  to  it  last  night." 
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As  the  basketball  season  of  1906  is 
about  over  it  might  be  of  interest  to  take  a 
backward  glance  and  see  just  what  has  been 
accomplished.  Our  team  has  had  a  hard 
schedule  and  quite  frequently,  in  the  col- 
lege games,  met  defeat.  The  scores,  how- 
ever, were  always  close  and  at  no  time 
could  it  be  said  that  the  team  "quit."  Three 
of  the  'Varsity  were  Freshmen  which 
promises  some  great  things  for  next  year. 

Captain  Munger  deserves  great  credit 
for  his  work.  It  is  mainly  due  to  him  that 
basketball  was  started  here  as  an  inter-col- 
legiate sport.  As  captain  and  manager  of 
the  team  he  helped  make  it  a  success  and 
also  played  a  good  game  at  guard. 

Though  the  team  was  not  supported 
by  the  College  as  it  should  have  been  it 
still  was  some  improvement  over  last  year 
and  no  doubt  in  time  basketball  will  be  as 
popular  in  Lake  Forest  as  in  other  colleges.

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NARROWNESS  IN  COLLEGES. 

Narrowness  is  a  deplorable  character- 
istic of  many  of  the  American  colleges 
today.  We  ar.e  being  constantly  reminded 
of  the  fact  by  actions  of  college  faculties 
who  often  seek  to  discourage  breadth  of 
views  in  students  and  professors  instead  of 
encouraging  free  thought  and  its  free  ex- 
pression. Many  a  college  professor  has 
been  made  a  martyr  because  he  has  dared 
to  think  things  out  to  their  logical  conclu- 
sion and  to  give  his  conclusion  to  the  world. 

Consequently  it  is  no  surprise  to  the 
public  to  learn  that  the  faculty  of  Wesleyan 
University  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  have  re- 
fused to  permit  the  students  of  the  Senior 
class  to  present  their  annual  class  play  be- 
cause they  deem  theatricals  a  prejudice  to 
morals.  They  tatoo  the  stage,  the  recog- 
nized medium  of  public  amusement,  so  in- 
stead of  going  in  to  improve  the  stage;  they 
are  to  stand  aloof,  and  look  the  other  way 
while  they  preach  on  its  immorality. 

Education  is  valuable  to  man  only  as  he 
uses  it,  and  colleges  are  valuable  to  civiliz- 
ation only  as  they  influence  established 
systems  and  customs  for  the  better.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  the  university  to  elevate  in- 
dividuals and  through  their  influence  elevate 
mankind.  Can  the  college  accomplish  this 
end,  when  it  attempts  to  hold  narrowly 
aloof  from  the  world  universal  Theories  of 
Science.  Too  many  universities  seek  to 
teach  men  that  their  mission  is  to  hold  aloof 
from  the  world,  to  preach  by  example  how 
life  should  be  lived.  Many  Colleges  are 
turning  out  useless  dreamers  on  the  world, 
unfitted  for  active  life  by  their  narrowness 
of  mind,  instead  of  turning  out  men  who  will 
use  their  knowledge  to  better  the  world  by 
entering  actively  into  its  differing  phases  of 
life  and  using  their  power  and  influence  to 
better  present  conditions.

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NEW  SECRETARY  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 


Mr.   Robert    H.    Crozier,  '93,    TaKes    up    Duties 
Last  Weeh. 

Mr.  Robert  H.  Crozier,  '93,  successor  to 
Jean  Clos,  '04,  resigned,  and  "executive 
business  head  of  the  University,"  was  intro- 
duced by  Dr.  Marian  at  chapel  last  Wednes- 
day. Dr.  Harlan's  speech  was  substantially 
as  follows: 

"At  my  request,  the  Trustees  have 
created  a  new  office,  and  they  have  called 
Mr.  Robert  H.  Crozier,  of  the  Class  of  '93, 
to  fill  it.  His  exact  title,  as  fixed  by  the 
Board,  is  a  double  one:  'Assistant  to  the 
President,  and  Secretary  to  the  'University'.' 
The  term,  'University,'  however  infelicitous 
and  pretentious  it  may  be  from  an  educa- 
tional point  of  view  is  the  only  legal  de- 
scription we  have  of  the  institution  as  a 
whole,  that  is,  of  the  College  and  its  two 
allied  schools. 

"Mr.  Crozier's  first  title,  'Assistant  to 
the  President,' is  self-explanatory.  I  have 
always  longed  to  have  such  a  man  at  my 
side,  as  my  chief  aide-de-camp.  Indeed,  I 
broached  the  plan  to  several  during  my  first 
year  at  Lake  Forest.  At  that  time  the  sit- 
uation did  not  seem  to  justify  such  an  ap- 
pointment. I  am  glad,  however,  that  the 
development  which  has  come  to  the  institu- 
tion in  the  last  three  years,  and  the  new 
opportunity  confronting  it,  has  demon- 
strated the  need  of  this  new  office;  and  I 
am  especially  glad  that  Mr.  Crozier  is  the 
one  who  has  been  chosen  to  fill  it. 

"As  the  Assistant  to  the  President  Mr. 
Crozier  will  take  hold  of  many  important 
matters  of  routine,  especially  on  the  business 
and  administrative  sides  of  the  President's 
office — matters  which  need  careful  and 
prompt  attention,  and  which  might  be  over- 
looked or  delayed  in  the  pressure  of  the 
duties  developing  upon  the  President. 

"As  the  President's  chieP  lieutenant, 
especially  on  the  business  and  administra- 
tive sides,  I  am  sure  that  Mr.  Crozier    is  go- 


ing to  prove  an  invaluable  addition  to  our 
staff.  His  presence,  and  his  effectiveness 
in  these  matters  that  concern  the  daily  life 
of  the  institution  and  the  comfort  of  the 
students,  will  be  felt  and  welcomed  through- 
out the  entire  College. 

"The  exact  functions  of  his  office  will  be 
evolved  slowly  as  the  needs  of  the  College 
demand,  and  will  be  properly  defined  in 
due  time  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  My 
duty  and  privilege  this  morning  is  to  speak 
of  those  privileges  in  a  general  way,  and  to 
extend  a  welcome  to  Mr.  Crozier  as  my 
chief  aide-de-camp  and  colleague.  He  is  to 
have  a  seat  in  the  Faculty  and  in  the  Board. 

"As  Secretary  of  the  'University,'  so- 
called,  Mr.  Crozier  will  aid  in  the  closer 
co-ordination  of  the  three  departments, 
especially  in  regard  to  matters  connected 
with  the  expenditure  of  money .  It  is  be- 
lieved that  a  considerable  increase  of  effec- 
tiveness, and  some  decrease  in  expenditures 
will  result  in  a  greater  concentration  in  one 
man's  hands  of  the  purely  business  details 
of  this  three-sided  institution,  and  a  closer 
co-ordination  of  efforts  having  in  view  our 
material  development."

ANNOUNCEMENT    BY  DR.  HARLAN. 


Ground  to  foe  BroKen  for   New  Dormitories    and 
Commons  in  May.    Other  Announcements. 

At  Chapel  last  Wednesday  Dr.   Harlan 

made  the  following  announcements: 

Ground  will  be   broken   in    May    for    the 

new  College  Commons,  and  at  least  one  new 

dormitory     for    men,    sufficient    money  for 

these   two    buildings    having    already    been 

subscribed.      Half   of   the  $22,000    required 

for  a   second    dormitory     is    practically    in 

hand,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  three  buildings 

will  be  erected  at  the  same  time  and  that  they 

will  be  ready  for  use  about  November   first. 

Each     of     these     dormitories      will     house 

about  thirty  men.     Pending  their    comple- 


tion temporary  quarters  would  be  provided 
out  of  town,  during  the  first  two  months 
of  the  autumn  semester,  for  any  surplus  of 
men  students  over  and  above  our  present 
accomodations. 

The  site  of  these  new  buildings  has  not 
yet  been  determined  upon.  The  Trustees 
now  have  before  them  a  general  compre- 
hensive plan  for  the  future  development  of 
the  College,  during  the  years  to  come. 
A  noted  landscape  expert  will  co-operate 
with  the  architects  in  determining  the  rela- 
tive location  and  the  general  architectural 
style  of  sufficient  dormitories  and  recitation 
halls,  including  two  science  buildings,  pro- 
viding ultimately  for  at  least  400  students. 
The  new  Commons  and  the  two  new  dor- 
mitories will  be  simply  the  beginnings  of 
this  comprehensive  plan.  New  buildings 
will  be  added  from  time  to  time  as  the 
College  grows.

Just  as  the  STENTOR  goes  to  press 
there  comes  the  welcome  word  that  An- 
drew Carnegie  is  to  give  Lake  Forest  a 
Science  Hall.  Three  cheers  for  Mr. 
Carnegie. 


To  the  Editor: 

It  mattered  little  that  the  pioneer's  foot- 
path was  narrow,  for  it  was  often  easier  to 
walk  on  the  sod  beside  the  path,  and  no 
inconvenience  was  caused  when  two  people 
met.  But  since  sidewalks  have  been  in- 
vented to  keep  our  feet  out  of  the  mud,  we 
do  not  like  to  be  obliged  to  step  into  it. 
Therefore,  since  people  must  meet,  the  side- 
walk should  be  wide  enough  for  them  to 
pass.  Now,  a  man  may  haply'  put  his  two 
feet  on  an  eight  inch  board,  but  he  can 
scarcely  contract  his  shoulders  into  the 
same  compass.  Hence  two  eight-inch 
planks  placed  side  by  side  are  not  broad 
enough  for  two  people.  The  conclusion  of

The  Glee  Club  made  a  raid  into  an  hos- 
tile country  a  week  ago  last  Thursday  night 
when  it  made  its  second  annual  pilgrimage 
to  Libertyville.

LECTURE   ON  GERMAN  UNIVERSITY  LIFE. 

A  highly  instructive  and  entertaining 
address  was  that  given  by  Professor  Oskar 
Eskstein  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry 
of  Chicago  University,  in  the  Science  Lec- 
ture Room  last  Friday  afternoon.  His 
theme  was  "Life  in  the  German  Universi- 
ties" and  he  gave  more  information  of  the 
real  student  life  in  Germany  than  one  could 
learn  by  hours  of  reading. 

The  first  year  in  a  German  University 
is  largely  a  year  of  pleasure'and    of    adapt- 


ing oneself  to  his  surroundings.  The  stud- 
ent learns  during  this  year  to  hold  a  mug 
correctly,  to  fence  and  to  sing.  The  far- 
famed  duelling  is  less  dangerous  than  foot- 
ball or  even  baseball.  German  students 
have  no  college  yells,  so  they  sing  instead, 
some  of  their  songs  being  hundreds  of  years 
old. 

The  students  rule  the  university.  There 
is  no  permanent  president,  no  Board  of 
Trustees;  even  the  faculty  is  controlled  by 
them.  An  unpopular  professor  soon  loses 
his  seat;  but  the  one  who  is  popular  is  the 
recipient  of  many  favors  and  tokens  of 
respect. 

Although  German  students  have  no 
college  sports  they  are  nevertheless  very 
fond  of  gymnastics,  swimming  and  moun- 
tain climbing.  Many  of  them  spend  their 
summers  in  tramping  through    the    country. 

There  is  no  college  spirit  for  any  single 
college  among  the  students.  They  migrate 
from  one  university  to  another;  they  speak 
of  their  universities.  But  they  feel  that  they 
are  all  members  of  one  great  fraternity. 

They  work  on  the  theory  that  if  a  man 
works  only  because  he  is  pushed,  he  is  not 
worth  a  higher  education.  Hence  they 
have  no  examinations,  until  they  are  ready 
to  try  for  their  degree;  preparation  for 
which  may  take  anywhere  from  four  to 
twelve  years.  A  German  University  grad- 
uate is  fit  for  life  because  he  has  proved  his 
ability  to  work  of  his  own  free  will. 

The  faculty  is  dependent  on  no  one, 
save  the  student  body.  It  appoints  a  presi- 
dent from  its  own  numbers,  fills  vacancies 
in  the  departments,  and  has  charge  of  the 
funds  of  the  institution.  The  tuition  goes 
to  the  various  professors.  This  is  an  in- 
centive for  good  work  on  his  part. 

The  American  Colleges  have  learned 
much  from  the  German  institutions,  and 
these  in  turn  have  learned  a  great  deal 
from  American  institutions.  The  exchange 
of  students  and  of  professors  from  one 
country  to  the  other  is  rapidly  increasing; 
and  this  will  eventually  do  more  to  bring 
about  friendly  relationships  between  the 
two  countries,  than  all  the  visits  of  all  the 
millionaires  and  potentates. 
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Mr.  Latimer  is  out  again  after  a  severe 
two-week's  illness. 

Professor  McKee's  wife  was  called  away 
last  week  by  the  sickness  and  death  of  her 
grandmother. 

Messrs.  Jackman,  Beard,  Schmitt  and 
Longbrake  were  entertained  at  Ravenswood 
last  Saturday  night.

Mallory,  '00,  a  former  editor  of  the 
STENTOR,  and  at  present,  editor  of  the 
Arkansas  State  Republican  at  Little  Rock 
Arkansas,  visited  in  Lake  Forest  last  Mon- 
day. 

Last  Monday  evening  the  two  literary 
societies  passed  resolutions  that  a  vote  of 
thanks  be  given  Mrs.  Reid  for  allowing  the 
free  use  of  the  Chapel  for  the  recent  inter- 
collegiate debate  and  for  helping  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  that  debate. 

Mr.  Robert  H.  Crozier,  who  has  lately 
been  appointed  Assistant  to  the  Presicient 
and  secretary  to  the  University,  gave  a 
short  and  interesting  talk  on  the  work  that 
has  been  given  him  to  do,  in  chapel  one 
day  last  week. 

Dr.  Ely  who  has  been  for  several  years 
conducting  missionary  campaigns  in  New 
York  and  Philadelphia  during  the  summer 
addressed  the  students  in  chapel,  and  again 
in  the  evening,  last  Thursday,  on  his  work, 
and  on  the  choice  of  a  life  work.

At  many  of  the  colleges  of  the  middle 
west  there  are  men  who  train  throughout 
the  winter  in  the  distance  runs,  the  jumps, 
and  the  shot  put.  When  spring  comes 
their  muscles  are  so  hardened  that  the  time 
spent  out-doors  in  the  spring  is  all  produc- 
tive of  the  highest  efficiency,  for  there  are 
no  sore  muscles  to  hold  back  the  work,  and 
fine  form  and  staying-power  are  the    result. 

Lake  Forest  cannot  hope  to  compete 
with  other  colleges  in  these  events,  unless 
we  follow  similar  methods.  Get  out  and 
work;  it  will  do  you  good! 

The  Illinois 
Debate. 

Tomotrow  night  the  debating  team 
goes  to  Jacksonville  to  meet  the  strong 
Illinois  College  team  in  debate.  Out  of  six 
debates  with  Illinois,  we  are  told,  Lake 
Forest  has  been  the  winner  of  but  one.

The    Strong  Illinois    College    Team    is    Defeated. 

SuperbTeam  WorR. 


LaKe    Forest    Wins  by 


Lake  Forest  defeated  Illinois  College 
in  debate  at  Jacksonville  on  the  evening 
of  March  30.  It  was  the  fifth  annual  de- 
bate that  has  taken  place  between  these 
two  institutions  and  was  in  all  probability 
the  strongest  of  the  entire  series. 

The  question  debated  was  the  railroad 
rate  question,  which  read  as  follows:  "Re- 
solved, That  a  National  Commission  should 
be  appointed  to  fix  railroad  rates."  The 
strong  Illinois  team  consisting  of  W.  T. 
Harmon,  C.  A.  Carriel  and  J.  H.  Brown  sup- 
ported the  affirmative,  and  the  Lake  Forest 
team,  Palmer,  Phillips  and  Erskine  the 
negative.  Each  speaker  was  allowed  eigh- 
teen minutes  for  his  speech  and  five  min- 
utes allowed  each  of  the  leaders,  Brown  and 
Phillips  for  rebuttal. 

The  following  clipping  from  one  of  the 
Jacksonville  papers  will,  perhaps,  best  give 
an  idea  of  the  excellence  of  the  debate: 

"The  harmonious  team  work  of  the 
Lake  Forest  debaters  was  superb  and  they 
acquitted  themselves  with  great  credit  and 
each  one  was  given  a  warm  greeting  by  the 
audience.  In  their  rebuttal  work  they 
were  quick,  snappy  and  disposed  of  Illinois' 
strongest  arguments  in  a  masterly  manner 
while  at  the  same  time  clinching  their  own 
points. 

"Ernest  Palmer,  the  first  speaker  for 
Lake  Forest,  did  good  work  along  this  line. 
He  seized  the  strong  arguments  advanced 
by  W.  T.  Harmon  and  in  an  able  way  dis- 
proved them.     W.  P.  Phillips  was  deliberate 


and  convincing  and  presented  a  very  strong 
argument  against  the  consolidation  of  the 
three  powers  of  government.  The  third 
speaker  from  Lake  Forest,  C.  C.  Erskine, 
was  very  much  at  home,  having  spoken  in 
Jacksonville  two  years  ago.  He  lived  up 
to  his  reputation,  for  his  aigument  on  the 
impracticability  and  the  political  dangers 
was  logically  constructed  and  the  delivery 
was  fluent  and  at  times  his  eloquence  was 
irresistable. 

"Illinois  College  sent  her  best  team  in- 
to the  field  and  defeat  was  hard  to  take,  but 
the  victory  for  the  visiting  team  was  honor- 
ably earned." 

The  paper  from  which  the  above  is 
quoted  did  well  to  emphasize  the  "superb" 
team  work  of  the  Lake  Forest  team,  for  it 
was  just  that — and  this  is  agreed  to  by  both 
sides — -which  won  the  debate  for  us.  If 
this  year's  debating  work  has  done  nothing 
else,  it  has  demonstrated  that  it  is  team 
work  that  tells. 

The  judges  of  the  debate  were  I.  C. 
Burgess  of  Peoria,  Jerome  Leland,  of 
Springfield,  and  Edward  Adcock  of  Chicago; 
their  vote  stood  two  to  one  for  Lake  Forest. 

After  the  debate,  the  debaters,  the 
judges,  Dr.  Rammelkamp,  President  of 
Illinois  College,  and  several  prominent 
townspeople  were  taken  to  the  Colonial 
Inn,  where  they  were  tendered  a  banquet. 
Here  in  a  short  after-dinner  speech  Dr. 
Rammelkamp  congratulated  the  debaters, 
noted  the  value    of    these    debates    to    the 
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town  and  the  two  institutions,  and  urged 
that  the  pleasant  relations  of  the  past  and 
present  be  continued. 

The  Illinois  debating  spirit  was  some- 
what of  an  eye-opener  to  our  men.  They 
seem  to  go  wild  over  a  debate  just  as  we  do 
over  a  football  game.  On  Friday  morning 
at  Chapel  time,  a  mass  meeting  of  the 
students,  both  from  college  and  academy, 
was  held,  and  songs  and  yells  were  prac- 
tised. Again  in  the  evening,  just  before 
the  debate,  the  students  paraded  the  town 
with  a  band  and  fire-works,  Singing  and 
yelling  "like  fiends,"  to  use  the  words  of 
one  of  the  debaters.  Besides,  they  loaded 
a  large  cannon  and  dragged  it  from  the 
public  square,  over  a  mile  away  to  the 
compus,  for  the  celebration  of  victory  af- 
terwards. But  that  charge  was  never  set 
off.  Yet  notwithstanding  this  enthusiastic 
and  partisan  spirit  our  debaters  were  royally 
treated  during  their  stay  at  Jacksonville. 

For  "Kelly"  this  was  the  last  inter- 
collegiate in  which  he  may  take  part,  and 
it  is  peculiarly  fitting  that  he  has  brought 
to  such  a  conclusion  his  enviable  record  as 
a  college  debater.  But  in  the  other  two 
men,  Lake  Forest  has  the  nucleus  for  a  very 
strong  team  next  year. 


THE  GLEE  CLUB  TRIP. 


Last  Year's  Success  Repeated.     The   Glee   Club 

Well  Received  Everywhere.   The  Men 

Have   Special  Car. 

When  last  year's  Glee  Club  closed  its 
season,  a  standard  of  excellence  was  set, 
which,  it  was  thought,  would  not  soon  be 
attained  again.  The  work  of  the  Glee  Club 
for  the  season  of  1906  has  disproved  that. 
For,  although  in  some  respects  inferior  to 
last  year's  aggregation,  this  year's  Glee 
Club  has  not  only  repeated  the  success  of 
last  year,  but  has  in  some  ways  surpassed  it. 

In  tonal  purity,  in  the  perfect  harmony 
of  voices  the  Club  has  perhaps,  not  quite 
reached  last  year's  standand.  But  in  its 
esprit  de  corps,  in  appearance  on  the  platform 


and  in  the  "specialties"  with  which  the  pro- 
gram was  varied,  it  has  surpassed  its  prede- 
cessor. 

In  every  town,  save  perhaps  Plainfield, 
the  Club  made  an  enviable  reputation,  and 
left  an  impression  which  will  stand  in  good 
stead  those  organizations  that  are  to  follow. 
It  was  not  by  their  singing  alone  but  by 
their  conduct  on  the  trip  and  in  the  homes 
where  they  were  entertained  that  the  fel- 
lows won  a  name  for  the  Lake  Forest  Col- 
lege Glee  Club. 

Leaving  Chicago  on  Saturday  morning, 
March  31,  the  Club,  in  its  special  car, 
reached  Rockford  early  in  the  afternoon. 
Nothing  very  notable  occurred  on  the  trip, 
save  that  all  endeavors  to  obtain  a  dog 
which  should  fill  the  place  of  the  late  "Prexy" 
as  Glee  Club  mascot,  were  fruitless. 

The  Glee  Club  remained  in  Rockford 
over  Sunday,  singing  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  both  morning  and  evening.  At  the 
morning  service  the  music  was  only  fair,  the 
double  quartette  being  chiefly  responsible 
for  that;  but  in  the  evening  the  one  select- 
ion by  the  Glee  Club  was  rendered  with  a 
brilliancy  and  a  finish  that  made  up  for  any 
previous  mistakes. 

Leaving  Rockford  early  Monday  morn- 
ing, the  Club  went  by  way  of  Belvidere  and 
DeKalb  to  Clinton,  Iowa.  Here,  taking  the 
trolley,  they  rode  for  some  forty  miles  along 
the  Mississippi,  passing  some  very  pictures- 
que scenery,  and  going  through  several 
quaint  old  river  towns,  till  Davenport  was 
reached,  at  which  point  they  crossed  over  to 
Rock  Island. 

The  Rock  Island  Concert  was  in  all 
probability  the  very  best  that  has  been 
given  in  two  years.  At  six-thirty  in  the 
evening  the  Club  was  tendered  a  banquet 
by  the  Men's  Club  of  the  Presbyterian 
church,  in  the  church  parlors.  The  room 
and  the  tables  were  decorated  in  red  and 
black,  and  on  each  man's  coat  was  pinned  a 
miniature  Lake  Forest  banner.  As  the 
banquet    progressed     there    were    frequent 
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exchanges  of  friendly  greetings  between 
the  two  Clubs,  in  the  form  of  yells,  it  finally 
ending  with  a  song  by  the  Glee  Club. 

After  a  lapse  of  half  an  hour,  during 
which  the  Men's  Club  held  a  business  ses- 
sion, and  the  galleries  were  being  filled  by 
the  families  and  friends  of  the  members  of 
the  Men's  Club,  the  regular  program  fol- 
lowed. It  was  a  concert  excellent  in  every 
detail,  the  singing  was  better,  the  special 
"stunts"  funnier,  and  the  spirits  of  the  men 
higher  than  usual. 

The  audience  was  comparatively  small, 
the  room  being  limited;  but  it  was  the  ideal 
audience.  In  the  informal  reception  that 
was  afterward  tendered  the  Club  there 
were  many  expressions  of  appreciation  re- 
ceived; more  than  one  testifying  that  the 
work  of  the  Lake  Forest  Glee  Club  sur- 
passed that  of  the  Glee  Clubs  from  some  of 
the  larger  institutions  which  had  appeared 
there. 

The  first  concert  was  given  in  the  new 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Rockford,  a 
beautiful  structure,  which  had  but  shortly  be 
fore  been  completed.  This  was  the  only  con- 
cert which  fell  below  the  standard  of  last 
year's  work.  The  program  had  started  off 
well,  and  promised  to  continue  so,  till  the 
Club  began  the  Sword  Dance-  The  unex- 
pected happened,  something  went  wrong, 
and  the  piece  was  almost  ruthlessly  murder- 
ed. "My  Ole  Banjo"  also  suffered  at  the 
hands  of  the  club,  though  not  quite  so  badly. 
But  despite  these  weaknesses,  the  concert 
was  a  decided  success.  Indeed,  in  no  other 
place  did  the  papers  bestow  such  praise  on 
the  club. 

The  trip  from  Rock  Island  to  Joliet  was 
the  most  enjoyable  of  the  week.  Probably 
this  prairie  state  affords  no  finer  scenery 
than  that  between  the  two  cities.  The  fel- 
lows, too,  were  in  unusually  high  spirits — 
marching — through  the  train;  hatless,  coat- 
less,  the  rag  quartette  leading,  the  rest  of 
the  fellows  following  in  lock  step,  all  sing- 
ing, to    the    delectation    of  the    passengers; 


or  giving  a  miniature  concert    on    a   station 
platform,  while  the  train  was  stopping. 

At  Joliet,  the  Club  was  greated  by  the 
largest  audience  of  two  seasons,  about  one 
thousand  being  present.  Here  the  excel- 
lent program  rendered  by  the  Glee  Club, 
was  very  much  added  to  by  a  couple  of 
organ  solos  by  Miss  Reynolds.  It  was  here, 
probably,  that  the  Child  Elocutionists  made 
their  greatest  "hit." 

On  the  day  following  some  of  the  fel- 
lows visited  the  Penitentiary,  and  in  the 
afternoon  nearly  the  entire  club  was  con- 
ducted through  the  Illinois  Steel  Company's 
plant. 

A  special  trolley  car  carried  the  Club 
and  a  body  of  loyal  supporters  out  to  Plain- 
field  on  Wennesday  evening.  Here  the 
men  were  confronted  with  thehercule  an 
task  of  winning  over  a  Plainfield  audience. 
They  sang  well,  the  readers  were  unusually 
good,  the  Rag  "Ouartetters"  and  the  Child 
Elocutionists  were  at  their  best — but  all  in 
vain.  A  few  smiles,  it  is  true,  were  elicited 
from  the  audience:  but  it  is  doubtful  wheth- 
er, had  not  the  Joliet  aggregation  been 
present,  a  single  encore  had  been    received. 

This  being  the  last  concert  of  the  trip, 
the  Club  disbanded  temporarily,  some  of 
the  fellows  returning  to  Lake  Forest,  and 
others  to  their  homes. 

The  Club  received  high  praises  and 
commendation  by  the  press  in  every  city  it 
visited.  The  following  from  the  Joliet 
Herald  is  typical  of  the  accounts  that  were 
given  of  the  concerts  by  various  papers: 

"The  Central  Presbyterian  church  was 
filled  to  its  full  seating  capacity  last  night  to 
hear  the  Lake  Forest  Glee  Club  which  is  on 
its  annual  tour  of  northern  Illinois. 

The  Glee  Club  is  recruited  yearly  from 
the  best  singers  in  the  student  body  of  the 
popular  North  Shore  College,  thirty  being 
selected  to  go  on  the  tour.  Besides  singers 
they  carry  elocutionists  and  instrumental 
musicians  to  vary  their  program. 

The  entertainment    they    offer    is    per- 
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meated  throughout  with  the  college  spirit 
of  clean,  wholesome,  rollicking  young  man- 
hood, and  it  is  this  spirit  of  thorough  good 
fellowship  which  makes  their  work  so  much 
more  pleasing  than  the  same  program  pre- 
sented by  professionals  of  equal  merit 
would  be. 

The  Glee  Club  this  year  is  extraordin- 
arily good.  The  choruses  are  filled  with 
good  harmony,  and  the  voices  are  of  ex- 
cellent quality.  The  soloists  were  excellent 
and  the  violinists  showed  more  than  ama- 
teurish proficiency. 

The  fun  of  the  evening  was  furnished 
by  two  readers,  a  rag  quartette,  and  "three 
child  elocutionists,  three."  All  were  of  the 
best,  and  kept  the  risibilities  of  the  audience 
in  constant  exercise. 

The  three  child  elocutionists,  grotes- 
quely arrayed  in  styles  supposed  to  repre- 
sent those  of  the  districe  school  on  "visiting 
day,  and  the  three  "children"  recited  in  true 
school  boy  and  girl  style  to  the  great 
amusement  of  the  audience.

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A  Discussion  of 

The  Political  Situation. 

In  this  issue  we  publish  a  letter  which 
contains  several  good  suggestions  in  regard 
to  the  Stentor  elections.  In  approaching 
this  subject  we  hesitate,  for  fear  that  we  be 
accused  of  "washing  our  dirty  linen  before 
the  public,"  but  as  the  STENTOR  is  a  student 
enterprise,  and  the  matter  of  election  to  it 
a  matter  of  vital  interest  to  those  on  the 
campus,  it  will  be  best  to  speak  frankly  and 
without  the  reserve  which  often  suggests 
hypocricy. 

When  in  an  early  number  of  the  Sten- 
TOR  we  ventured  to  suggest  that  a  reform 
could  be  made  in  the  matter  of  elections, 
Dr.  Harlan  hastened  to  remind  us  that  elec- 


tion to  the  STENTOR  Board  had  not  always 
been  free  from  political  influences,  which 
remark  caused  a  broad  smile  to  appear  upon 
the  faces  of  those  who  supposed  that  our 
position  was  not  sincere.  Our  remarks  in 
later  issues,  in  which  we  spoke  of  the  dan- 
ger of  political  influences,  seem  to  have  been 
taken  with  salt. 

The  letter  which  we  print  in  this  issue 
full  of  good  suggestion  as  it  is,  breathes  the 
spirit  of  partisanship,  and  betrays  to  those 
who  know  the  situation  that  the  bitterness 
occasioned  by  last  year's  election  has  not 
died  out.  Lest  anybody  misconstrue  our 
meaning,  we  will  state  that  this  year's 
"Stentor  Board"  was  elected  by  a  political 
machine.  The  men  who  elected  this  board 
have  had  no  occasion  to  weep  over  the  re- 
sults of  their  action,  and  do  not  believe  that 
they  did  the  college  any  serious  injury,  in 
spite  of  the  contrary  statement  suggested 
in  the  letter  to  which  we  have  referred.  We 
are  not  going  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of 
the  motives  which  led  to  the  organization 
of  the  machine  in  question,  these  motives 
were  generally  understood.  Neither  do  we 
have  any  compunction  in  saying  that  there 
were  two  machines  in  the  deal  and  that  the 
machine  which  lost  has  wasted  no  oppor- 
tunity to  discredit  the  work  of  the  present 
board,  obviously  with  political  ends  in  view. 
This  latter  machine  was  the  first  in  tee  field, 
and  the  first  to  raise  the  cry  of  "machine 
politics"  when  the  other  crowd  surprised 
them.

(Continued  from  page  ".'• .  > 
amount  of  work  each  member  of  the  board 
has  done.  It  may  be  proper  to  publish 
such  a  statement,  but  it  should  not  be  made 
the  basis  for  determining  a  man's  ability. 
Naturally  the  members  of  the  board  would 
be  the  most  benefited  by  such  an  arrange- 
ment, and  the  credit  would  go  to  the  man 
with  the  greatest  number  of  columns  pub- 
lished over  his  signature,  even  if  the  qualitv 
of  the  work  was  extremely  poor.  If  the 
number  of  columns  is  a  sign  of  eligibility, 
then  what  becomes  of  our  good  friend 
Lowell,  who  has  had  the  whole  front  page 
all  to  himself  so  many  times?  Unless  my 
memory  fails  me,  this  same  Lowell  has 
been  dead  for  some  time,  and  if  we  are 
looking  for  dead  ones  to  put  on  the  STEX- 
TOR  board  we  will  not  have  to  go  as  far  as 
Boston  to  find  them. 

Another  thing  that  would  serve  to  keep 
the  STENTOR  from  sinking  too  low  is  the 
mid-year  election.  There  should  be  some 
way  by  which  the  student  body  could  effect 
a  change  in  the  board,  if  such  a  change 
should  become  necessary,  before  the  ex- 
piration of  a  full  year.  It  might  be  a  feasible 
plan  to  appoint  a  board  of  overseers, 
representing  the  various  college  interests 
and  organizations,  who  should  have  the 
power  to  call  for  an  election  whenever  they 
deemed  it  necessary.  At  one  time  it  was 
suggested  that  the  Senior  class  undertake 
the  solution  of  this  many-sided  problem. 
Perhaps  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  have 
a  conference  of  the  upper  classmen  repre- 
senting all  the  elements  of  our  college 
society,  and  let  them  propose  plans  for  a 
change.  Such  a  conference  might  be  called 
by  the  STENTOR  board,  since  it  lies  within 
their  power  to  call  for  an  election  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

It  certainly  is  time  that  something  is 
done.  A  conference  of  any  kind  would 
do  some  good;  at  least,  it  could  do  no 
harm.     Shall  we  have  it?  '06.

THE  WABASH  DEBATE  CALLED  OFF. 

The  LaKe   Forest-Wabash  Debate   Given  Up  for 

This    Year.      The     Four-State    Debating 

Leag'ne  LiKely  To  Be  Disbanded. 

It  was  announced  last  week — both  to 
the  disappointment  and  to  the  relief  of  the 
lovers  of  debate  in  Lake  Forest — that  the 
Lake  Forest-Wabash  debate  has  been 
abandoned  for  this  year. 

It  seems  that  the  Wabash  men  have 
never  quite  been  satisfied  with  the  question 
which  had  been  chosen — the  railroad  rate 
question.  Although  our  men  were  well  sat- 
isfied with  this  question,  it  is  not  hard  to 
understand  their  position,  for,  unfortunately, 
both  question  and  sides  were  chosen  by  lot. 

Moreover,  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the 
date  which  had  been  suggested  by  Wabash 
for  the  debate,  it  would  have  been  almost 
impossible  for  some  of  our  men  to  enter. 
Erskine  has  his  hands  full  with  his  two 
theses  and  the  oratorical  contest;  and  the 
other  two  men  would  have  felt  disinclined  to 
go  on  without  him. 

Under  these  circumstances  some  cor- 
respondence between  President  Harlan  and 
President  Kane,  of  Wabash,  has  brought 
about  a  mutual  agreement  to  abandon  the 
debate  this  year.  It  has  been  suggested, 
and  it  is  hoped  the  suggestion  may  be 
realized  that  a  dual  league  be  formed  be- 
tween Wabash  and  Lake  Forest  to  keep  up 
debating  relations  between  the  two  colleges. 

It  has  been  a  growing  conviction 
among  those  most  interested,  that  the  en- 
tire League  may  better  be  disbanded.  It 
is  felt  to  be  unweildy  because  (1)  of  the 
large  expenditure  of  time  and  money  that 
will  be  required  owing  to  the  great  dis- 
tances between  the  colleges,  and  (2)  be- 
cause of  the  great  burden  of  work  which 
will  be  put  upon  the  debaters  of  the  two 
winning  institutions.  For  these  reasons  a 
dissolution  of  the  League  has  been  sug- 
gested; and  it  is  altogether  probable  that 
such  action  will  be  very  seriously  considered 
in  the  near  future. 
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LaKe  Forest  vs  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

On  Saturday,  April  21,  the  regular  base- 
ball season  opened  with  a  rousing  victory 
over  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Chicago.  The  doctors  were  led 
into  the  red  and  black  camp  to  the  joyful 
tune  of  7-1.

A  notable  instance  of  this 
occurcdin  the  fifth  inning,  when  with  three 
men  on  bases  and  nobody  out  he  retired 
the  side  without  a  run.  Joyce,  the  medic's 
pitcher,  did  not  prove  a  great  puzzle  for  our 
men,  only  striking  out  four  while  they 
solved  his  delivery  for  eight  hits.  A  fea- 
ture of  the  game  was  Reinert's  long  throw 
from  deep  center  neatly  cutting  a  man  off 
at  the  plate.  Zimmerman  also  starred, 
getting  three  runs,  three  hits  and  no  errors. 

Since  the  game  all  the  loyal  fans  have 
been  congratulating  each  other  on  the 
showing  made  by  Captain  Milner's  aggre- 
gation.

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The  Old  Academy 

The  picture  presented  on  this  page  will  doubtless  bring  back  happy  memories  to  many  an  old 
student  of  Lake  Forest  Academy 

In  the  winter  of  1858-59  a  two-story  wooden  building  was  erected  at  the  cost  of  about  $5,000  near 
the  ground  where  now  stands  the  Art  Institute.  This  building  was  used  for  dormitory  purposes 
only,  the  students  eating  at  a  dining  hall  across  the  road.  In  1865  the  original  building  was  recon- 
structed at  a  cost  of  $20,000.  This  is  the  building  represented  in  our  picture.  The  upper  stories  were 
used  for  dormitory  purposes  and  the  basement  as  a  dining  room.  This  was  the  home  of  the  Academy 
until  May,  1879,  when  it  was  destroyed  by  fire.  This  picture  was  taken  during  the  administration  of 
Principal  A.  R.  Sabin,  who  was  at  the  head  of  the  Academy  from  1874  to  1879.

Donnell and  Newton  are  among  the  new 
members  of  the  club,  but  showed  up  very 
well. 

Most  pleasure  was  undoubtedly  given 
to  the  audience  by  those  who  took  the  part 
of  girls.  Dwelle  Kneeland,  as  the  eccentric 
governess,  Miss  Ashfoot,  outdid  his  work  of 
last  year.  We  are  sorry  that  this  is  Dwelle's 
last  year.  His  leaving  will  be  a  great  loss 
to  the  Dramatic  Club.

This  number  of  the  STENTOR  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  Academy  board  in  order 
to  bring  more  strongly  before  the  Alumni 
of  the  institution  and  the  students  and 
faculties  of  the  College  and  Ferry  Hall,  the 
activities  going  on  in  the  Academy,  and  the 
enthusiasm  prevailing  among  both  students 
and  masters  in  all  phases  of  its  work. 

It  has  been  published  that  the  "old 
boys"  may  see  that  that  spirit  of    L.    F.    A. 


of  which  they  were  so  proud  in  former  days 
has  not  died  down  but  is  burning  as  strong 
and  as  unquenchable  as  when  they  helped 
to  make  it  what  it  is  and  to  keep  it  alive 
and  furnished  with  fresh  fuel. 

The  Academy  this  year  has  been  small 
in  numbers  but  each  fellow  in  the  school 
has  felt  the  added  responsibility  and  has 
been  willing  to  take  his  share.  That  is  the 
reason  why  our  football  season  was  one  of 
great  successes,  why  the  team  played  every 
game  as  though  it  was  the  last,  why  the  de- 
fense was  a  stone  wall  and  the  offense  a 
battering  ram.  We  think  we  can  say  safely 
that  every  boy  in  the  "Cad"  has  the  best 
interests  of  the  school  at  heart  and  is  will- 
ing to  work  hard  and  make  sacrifices  for  it. 
But  we  cannot  alone  put  L.  F.  A.  back  in 
her  old  position  as  the  leader  of  the  west- 
ern preparatory  schools.  We  need  the  help 
of  every  alumnus  of  the  Academy,  of  every- 
one in  Lake  Forest  College  and  everyone 
in  Ferry  Hall.  Help  us  to  get  the  right 
sort  of  boys  to  come  here.  We  can  offer 
them  advantages  that  they  cannot  find  else- 
where. You  know  those  advantages  and 
by  talking  up  the  "Cad"  you  can  bring  us 
many  of  the  kind  of  fellows  that  we  want. 

The  Academy  is  not  perfect.  We  have 
many  needs  beside  new  students.  Some  of 
these  are  material  needs.  We  should  have 
a  gymnasium  all  our  own  in  which  we  could 
get  ready  for  spring  baseball  practice,  where 
we  could  develope  a  basket  ball  team  and 
have  during  the  winter  months  a  regular 
and  more  strictly  enforced  system  of  gym- 
nasium work  than  is  possible  at  present 
under  the  arrangement  now  existing.  The 
College  needs  and  should  have  the  entire 
use  of  its  own  gymnasium.  This  is  a  ques- 
tion for  the  Alumni  to  take  up  and  in  which 
they  can  work  out  our  salvation. 

But  let  us  get  the  men  here  to  attend 
the  Academy  and  the  supplying  of  the  rest 
of  our  needs  will  come  later.  On  the  Alumni 
we  know  we  can  depend  for  enthusiastic 
support.     We  make  an  appeal  especially    to 
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the  students  of  the  other  two  Lake  Forest 
institutions  and  the  residents  of  Lake  Forest 
to  help  us  out.  Never  were  conditions 
more  favorable  for  the  growth  of  Lake  For- 
est Academy  to  the  leading  place  among 
the  "prep"  schools  of  the  West.  Masters 
and  boys  are  all  imbued  with  the  highest 
type  of  school  spirit  and  they  will  instill  it 
into  the  new  fellows  who  come  here.  We 
promise  you  that  in  saying  a  good  word  for 
the  Academy  you  will  be  amply  repaid  in 
the  development  you  will  see  in  the  charac- 
ter of  the  boy  whom  you  influence  to  come 
to  L.    F.  A. 


A  NEW  MOVEMENT. 


Looking  back  over  the  past  five  years 
of  school  affairs  in  Lake  Forest,  perhaps  the 
most  striking  thing  that  comes  to  our  atten- 
tion is  the  notable  increase  in  atten- 
tendance  at  Lake  Forest  College. 

One  of  the  first  movements  set  on  foot 
by  Dr.  Harlan  in  his  administration 
of  the  College  looked  to  the  en- 
listing of  the  active  interest  of  the 
Alumni  in  the  life  and  growth  and 
success  of  their  alma  mater,  and  in  all  the 
history  of  the  College  there  never  has  been 
a  time  when  the  Alumni  body  has  played  so 
prominent  a  part  in  school  affairs  as  at 
present. 

Head  Master  Lewis  is  one  of  those 
who  believes  that  a  school  can  have 
no  more  valuable  asset  than  a  loyal 
and  actively  enthusiastic  body  of  alumni. 
In  view  of  this  fact  and  of  the  further 
fact  that  some  hundred  of  old 
Academy  students  claim  Chicago  as  their 
home  a  movement  has  been  started  in  that 
city  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  regu- 
larly organized  Lake  Forest  Academy 
Alumni  Association  of  Chicago.  The  first 
persons  to  directly  identify  themselves 
with  this  movement  were  Clifford  H.  Wil- 
liams and  Jonathan  Jackson.  The  first 
step  in  carrying  out  the  idea  just  suggested 
was  taken  some  seven  weeks  ago  when,    on 


March  13th  last,  Messrs.  Williams  and  Jack- 
son brought  a  number  of  men  together  for 
luncheon  at  'the  Union  Restaurant.  Not 
over  a  dozen  were  present  but  all  proved  to 
be  enthusiastic  and  full  of  interest  in  any 
move  looking  to  the  welfare  of  old  L.  F.  A. 
At  this  meeting  a  temporary  organization 
was  effected  and  Messrs.  Williams  and  Jack- 
son were  appointed  a  committee  to  arrange 
for  future  noonday  gatherings.  These  two 
gentlemen  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts 
with  the  result  that  a  number  of  the  nonday 
meetings  have  been  held,  the  more  recent 
ones  at  the  Tip  Top  Inn.  The  attendance 
at  these  luncheons  has,  of  course,  varied,  but 
in  all,  about  forty  old  Academy  men  have 
been  present  at  one  or  another  of  them. 
These  men  represent  classes  covering  a 
long  period  of  years,  all  the  way  from  the 
early  eighties  down  to  the  present  day,  but 
all  have  brought  with  them  the  sort  of  spirit 
that  speaks  well  for  the  future  success  of 
the  old  school.  As  an  outgrowth  of  the 
noonday  meetings  plans  are  now  being  car- 
ried out  for  a  dinner.  This  will  take  place 
on  the  evening  of  May  22  at  the  Grand  Pacific 
Hotel,  Chicago.  At  this  time  it  is  confi- 
dently expected  there  will  be  a  great  "out- 
pouring of  the  faithful."  The  Committee 
will  not  be  satisfied  with  less  than  a  hun- 
dred and  at  this  dinner  it  is  hoped  there 
may  be  present  some  of  the  real  "old  boys," 
those  who  can  tell  of  life  at  Lake  Forest 
Academy  "way  back  in  war  days." 

Let  every  alumnus  of  the  Academy 
who  may  read  this  article  use  his  best  en- 
deavors to  join  in  the  grand  reunion  at  the 
Grand  Pacific  Hotel.  Remember  the  date, 
Tuesday  evening,  May  22nd,  1906,  and  be 
assured  you  will  meet  the  best  of  good  fel- 
lowship and  good  cheer.

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LAKE   FOREST   ACADEMY   WINS  DEBATE. 

Lake  Forest  Academy  defeated  Culver 
Military  Academy  in  the  third  annual  Lake 
Forest-Culver  debate,  Saturday  night,  April 
28th,  in  the  Academy  chapel. 

The  question  debated  was:  "Resolved, 
That  in  civil  cases  tried  by  jury,  a  three- 
fourths  vote  should  be  sufficient  for  a  ver- 
dict." Each  man  was  given  ten  minutes  for 
his  speech,  and  five  minutes  for  rebuttal. 

The  Culver  team  consisted  of  Fleet, 
Larabee  and  Temple,  supporting  the  nega- 
tive side  of  the  question.  Capt.  Rarig  was 
the  coach  for  the  Culver  team.  The  Acad- 
emy team  consisted  of  Temple  Williams, 
Donald  Simpson  and  Karl  Schmidt,  support- 
ing the  affirmative  side  of  the  question.  Mr. 
Whyte  coached  the  Academy  team.  Too 
much  praise  cannot  be  given  Capt.  Rarig 
and  Mr.  Whyte  for  their  splendid  coaching. 
Each  speaker  showed  the  good  effects  of  an 
efficient  coach,  not  only  in  his  delivery  but 
in  his  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

The  debate  was  opened  by  Karl 
Schmidt  for  the  affirmative.  Schmidt  de- 
livered his  speech  well,  getting  into  the 
spirit  of  the  debate  immediately.  He 
brought  out  many  strong  points  for  the 
affirmative,  giving  the  history  of  the  jury 
system  since  before  the  XIV.  Century,  show- 
ing how  the  unanimity  requirement  came 
to  be  adopted.  Schmidt  laid  before  us  the 
many  states  that  had  the  majority  rule,  and 
showed  how  disagreements  could  be  very 
materially  reduced. 

The  first  man  for  the  negative  was  Mr. 
Larabee.  Mr.  Larabee's  delivery  was  splen- 
did; he  was  a  fluent  talker  and  knew  his 
speech.  On  his  side  of  the  question  Mr. 
Larabee  made  a  number  of  good  points. 
He  said  a  change  in  the  system  was  highly 
objectionable,  and  referred  to  several  letters 
he  had  received  from  prominent  lawyers; 
that  laws  had  grown  in  conformity  with  this 
system;  the  states  that  had  abandoned  the 
three-fourths  vote;  and  that  England,  one  of 
the  greatest  nations,  held  to  the  majority. 


The  second  speaker  for  the  affirmative 
was  Temple  Williams.  We  all  know  Tem- 
ple's ability  to  speak,  and  he  more  than  did 
himself  justice.  He  was  our  strongest  man 
on  the  affirmative.  Temple  told  us  of  the 
states  that  had  the  three- fourths  vote,  and 
how  Minnesota,  when  she  revised  her  con- 
stitution, adopted  the  three-fourths  vote; 
that  the  Supreme  Court  rarely  ever  reaches 
a  unanimous  decision,  and  ii  nine  men  could 
not  render  a  decision  how  could  twelve. 
Williams  showed  that  the  verdict  does  not 
represent  the  opinion  of  all  the  jury. 

Mr.  Fleet  was  the  second  speaker  for 
the  negative.  He  undoubtedly  was  Culver's 
best  man.  His  speaking  was  fine,  and  he 
showed  himself  to  be  an  experienced  de- 
bater. Some  of  his  points  were:  Three- 
fourths  tends  more  to  increase  corruption 
than  decrease;  that  evils  were  not  due  to 
unanimous  vote,  but  the  fault  was  in  the  way 
the  jurors  are  chosen;  in  the  majority  the 
disagreements  were  less  than  one  and  a  half 
per  cent. 

The  third  speaker  for  the  affirmative 
was  Donald  Simpson.  He  surprised  every- 
one by  his  good  work.  His  delivery  was 
good  and  he  gave  some  strong  points  for  the 
affirmative.  Under  the  unanimous  vote 
Simpson  showed  the  expenses  and  delay 
that  a  man  had  to  contend  with.  Possession 
is  nine  points  of  the  law;  that  delay  was 
very  detrimental,  and  the  plaintiff  desired  a 
remedy. 

Mr.  Temple  was  the  third  speaker  for 
the  negative.  Temple,  though  a  little  nerv- 
ous at  first,  overcame  this  and  delivered  an 
excellent  speech.  Temple  said  the  system 
was  not  responsible;  that  there  should  be 
ample  discussion  on  both  sides;  if  the  jury 
was  corrupt  remove  one  objectionable  man 
rather  than  put  two  more  beside  him. 

Lack  of  space  prevents  me  from  going 
into  detail  of  the  rebuttals.  The  fellows 
were  very  excited  and  hurled  challenges 
back  and  forth  at  each  other.  Larrabee's 
rebuttal    for    Culver    was    noteworthy,    and 
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Temple  Williams'  rebuttal  was  excellent  to 
say  the  least.  Excitement  was  intense  over 
the  outcome,  so  close  had  been  the  debate. 
Fellows  waited  impatiently  for  the  decision 
of  the  judges.  When  the  decision  was  given 
in  favor  of  Lake  Forest  there  was  a  great 
cheer  for  our  team,  who  had  worked  so 
earnestly  in  their  endeavor  to  win  this  de- 
bate, which  they  did  by  their  splendid  team 
work.  The  whole  school  congratulates  them 
and  Mr.  Whyte  on  their  fine  showing  of 
Saturday  night. 


A  TRIP  TO  THE  ILLINOIS  STEEL  WORKS. 

Each  year  a  number  of  trips  are  made 
to  various  manufacturing  plants  for  the  pur- 
pose of  illustrating  the  more  rmportant 
processes  and  mechanisms  to  the  chemistry 
and  physics  students, 

The  first  of  these  visits  this  year  was 
made  on  Wednesday,  April  18th,  fourteen 
sthdent  attending,  to  the  Illinois  Steel 
Works  at  South  Chicago,  Illinois. 

As  we  approached  the  plant  the  first 
things  to  attract  our  notice  were  large  der- 
ricks. The  ore  ships  from  northern  Wis- 
consin and  Michigan  are  unloaded  with 
these,  the  ore  being  simply  dumped  in 
heaps  not  far  from  the  blast  furnaces.  The 
ore  is  a  reddish  brown  oxide,  rather  friable, 
for  the  roads  in  the  neighborhood  are  col- 
ored with  the  ore  dust.  The  ore  is  lifted  up 
in  large  scoops  and  carried  along  to  the 
mixers.  These  are  rows  of  chutes,  eight  or 
ten  feet  apart,  with  a  track  between.  At 
the  mouths  of  the  chutes  are  electrically 
driven  perforated  cylinders,  about  three 
feet  in  diameter.  When  the  cylinders  are 
revolved  the  ore  is  fed  into  a  car  which  runs 
on  the  track,  while  at  the  same  time  coke 
and  limestone  are  let  in  from  the  other  side, 
The  car  then  moves  along,  stopping  over 
two  large  buckets  into  which  the  ore  is 
dropped,  the  bottom  of  the  car  being  opened 
and  shut  like  the  scoops.  The  buckets  are 
now  drawn  up  a  steep  incline  to  the  top   of 


the      blast      furnaces,      and      the     contents 
dumped. 

The  blast  furnace  is  a  cylindrical  tower 
about  eighty-five  feet  high  by  twenty-five 
feet  in  diameter.  At  equal  distances  apart 
are  four  stoves  which,  by  means  of  the  hot 
gases  from  the  top  of  the  furnace,  heat  the 
air  before  it  is  driven  through  the  fuel  and 
ore  inside.  FVom  here  we  went  to  the  en- 
gine room,  where  we  saw  seven  air  pumps 
whose  cylinders  were  about  five  feet  by 
seven  feet.  Each  one  is  driven  by  a  sepa- 
rate engine,  with  a  flywheel  twenty-fiw  or 
thirty  feet  in  diameter.  The  boilei-  .ire 
heated  with  waste  gnses  from  the  bla-i  fur- 
naces. 

The  pig  iron  from  tli"  Mast  furnace, 
containing  five  or  six  per  ce  it.  of  carbon 
besides  other  impurities,  is  run  directly  into 
coal  scuttle-shaped  ladles,  that  run  on  the 
railroad  track  which  connects  all  the  points 
of  the  plant.  The  ladle  is  supported  by  a 
cogwheel  on  each  side,  resting  on  racks,  and 
it  can  be  opened  by  means  of  a  lever. 

The  converter  room  contains  three  Bes- 
semer converters.  These  are  made  of  steel, 
jug-shaped,  and  lined  with  dolomite.  They 
are  about  thirty  feet  long  by  ten  feet  in 
diameter.  They  are  pivoted  on  the  side  so 
that  they  can  be  inclined  at  any  desired 
angle.  A  pipe  runs  through  the  axle  so 
that'air  can  be  forced  through  the  converter 
in  any  position.  A  track  runs  along  about 
five  feet  below  the  tops  of  the  converters,  so 
that  when  the  converter  is  tipped  the  pig 
iron  can  be  poured  in  from  the  ladles  which 
are  brought  in  from  the  blast  furnaces. 

When  this  is  done,  the  air  blast  is  turned 
on  automatically,  and  the  blow  begins.  The 
air  blown  through  the  molten  metal  unites 
with  the  silicon,  carbon,  and  other  impurities 
contained  in  the  pig  iron,  the  heat  of  com- 
bustion being  sufficient  to  keep  the  iron 
melted.  Toward  the  end  of  the  blow  the 
phosphorus  unites  with  the  dolomite,  which 
has  been  rendered  basic  by  the  heat. 

The  flame,  almost  white,  extends  fifteen 
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or  twenty  feet  above  the  mouth  of  the  con- 
verter, and  the  roar  is  deafening.  The  air 
is  blown  through  for  about  twelve  or  fifteen 
minutes,  until  white  sparke  begin  to  accom- 
pany the  flame  and  drop  down  around  the 
converters.  This  indicates  that  the  iron  is 
burning;  a  whistle  is  blown,  the  converter 
is  tipped,  belching  out  a  huge  cloud  of  dark 
red  smoke  and  sending  a  shower  of  sparks 
across  the  room,  and  the  white  molten  metal 
runs  out  into  a  ladle.  The  ladle  is  now 
swung  underneath  the  track  to  the  other 
side.  When  it  is  directly  over  another 
slightly  larger  ladle,  the  pure  iron  runs  into 
that  while  at  the  same  time  about  one- 
twentieth  as  much  spiegeleisen  is  poured  in 
from  the  track  above.  The  spiegeleisen 
contains  a  large  percentage  of  carbon  and 
manganese,  and  just  enough  is  added  so 
that  the  iron,  by  the  admixture  of  one  per 
cent  of  carbon,  becomes  steel.  The  ladle  in 
"which  the  steel  is  now  contained,  is  swung 
up  and  around  by  means  of  a  huge  hydraulic 
crane,  till  it  is  directly  over  the  ingot  molds. 
A  wooden  plug  is  driven  into  a  hole  in  the 
bottom,  clearing  out  the  hole.  This  plug 
burns,  and  the  steel  flows  into  the  mold. 
After  this  the  flow  is  controled  with  a  steel 
valve.  The  ingot  mold  is  about  five  feet 
high  and  one  and  one-half  feet  square, 
slightly  larger  at  the  bottom  than  at  the  top, 
and  consists  of  a  steel  jacket  which  rests  on 
a  small  truck.  When  one  is  full,  the  train 
of  molds  is  pulled  along  until  the  next  one 
is  under  the  ladle.  After  the  steel  has 
solidified,  the  jackets  are  lifted  off  and  the 
ingot  is  left  standing  on  the  car  track.  The 
ingots  are  then  drawn  over  to  the  rolling 
mills,  where,  after  being  reheated  to  an  in- 
tense white  heat,  they  are  rolled  into  rails. 
The  white  hot  ingot  drops  on  a  set  of 
-rollers  and  is  carried  forward  to  the  rolls, 
between  which  it  is  to  be  pressed  into  shape. 
These  rolls  are  three  in  number,  set  solidly 
one  above  the  other.     The    middle    roll    re- 


volves in  a  direction  opposite  to  that  of  the 
others.  The  rolls  are  notched,  the  notches 
being  in  the  shape  of  the  cross-section  of  a 
rail,  halved  vertically.  The  ingot  first 
passes  through  a  large  notch,  and  drops  on 
another  set  of  rollers  on  the  other  side, 
which  are  then  raised  to  the  level  of  the 
second  roll,  and  is  carried  back  and  through 
a  somewhat  smaller  notch.  The  whole  ope- 
ration is  repeated  thirteen  times,  and  then 
the  rail  passes  forward  to  a  second  set  of 
rolls,  and  after  being  pressed  more  nearly 
into  shape  by  these,  it  is  sent  on  to  the  third 
and  last  set,  where  it  attains  its  final  shape. 
The  rolls  are  kept  streaming  with  water;  the 
water  running  along  the  finished  rail  fur- 
nishes an  interesting  example  of  the  spher- 
oidal state,  for  the  rail  is  still  red  hot. 

The  rails  are  carried  forward  and  sawed  to 
length  after  which  they  are  drawn  up  a  long 
incline  to  cool.  In  cooling  they  become  of 
a  blue  gray  color,  almost  as  if  painted,  and 
assume  a  curved  form.  When  they  are  cool 
they  are  taken  to  another  room  and  sup- 
ported on  two  rollers  about  five  feet  apart. 
They  are  placed  with  the  convex  side  up- 
ward, and  a  steel  weight  descends,  bending 
them  to  shape.  The  process  is  repeated  ou 
different  parts  of  the  rail  until  it  is  perfectly 
straight.  The  last  step  is  the  drilling  of  the 
bolt  holes,  which  completes  the  rails.

Last  October  he  was 
chosen  by  his  Class  one  of  the  four  deacons, 
and  last  November  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  society. 


The  Academy  students  have  been  much 
encouraged  on  account  of  the  interest  and 
loyalty  displayed  by  the  Alumni.

Annual  Spring  Meet  a  Success.     Records  Set    in  Weight    Events.      Joliet 
Wins   the    Meet    With    East    Aurora    Second. 


Joliet  captured  the  annual  spring  track 
and  field  meet,  held  on  Farwell  field  last 
Saturday  afternoon,  with  a  total  cf  33 
points,  which  were  secured  by  the  three 
men  who  entered  from  the  Township  high 
school.  Giffin  in  the  weight  events,  was 
even  better  than  his  advance  reputation 
proclaimed.  He  made  a  record  throw  with 
the  discus  of  116  feet,  9  inches,  and  put  the 
shot  43  feet,  4  inches,  securing  second  place 
in  the  hammer  with  a  substantial  throw, 
which,  however,  was  far  behind  Bedill's 
mark  of  150  feet,  l%  inches,  made  with 
great  ease.  Bedell,  of  Fairbury,  also  put 
the  shot  41  feet  and  threw  the  discus  close 
to  the  hundred  mark,  securing  second  in 
these  two  events. 

The  track  was  rather  slow,  which  condi- 
tions combined  with  a  chilly  atmosphere, 
conspired  against  fast  time  in  the   sprints. 

None  of  the  runs  were  made  in  fast 
time,  but  the  quarter  and  half  mile  events, 
which  were  won  by  Joliet  men,  were  in- 
teresting races.  McNally  captured  the  half 
mile  and  220  dash  while  Werner,  his  part- 
ner, won  handily  in  the  quarter  and  220 
hurdles.  The  East  Aurora  men,  Rollo, 
Johnston,  Blair  and  Boger,  did  good  work 
in  the  sprints  and  runs,  winning  second 
place  for  their  school  with  a  total  of  22 
points.  The  mile  run,  which  was  awarded 
to  Boger,  was  protested  by  Steinhiller,  of 
Northwestern  Academy,  on  the  grounds 
that  the  pistol  was  not  fired  at  the  start  of 
the  last  lap.     Steinhiller    was    fresh    at    the 


finish  and  would  undoubtedly  have  made  a 
strong  bid  for  first  honors  had  he  known 
that  he  was  on  the  last  round.  This  was 
one  of  the  most  deplorable  errors  of  the 
afternoon,  but  under  the  conditions,  the 
judges  did  not  feel  justified  in  dividing  the 
points. 

The  game  fight  put  up  by  Benny  Schnur 
of  the  Lake  Forest  Academy,  who  won  the 
high  hurdles,  and  second  in  the  high  jump, 
gained  the  admiration  ofthecrowd,  Schnur, 
who  plays  baseball,  was  not  in  condition  for 
track  work,  besides  being  troubled  with  a 
bad  knee,  but  he  made  a  strong  bid  for 
places  in  several  events. 

In  the  relay  Schnur  gave  his  men  a 
good  lead  which  the  Lake  Forest  men  main- 
tained with  considerable  pluck  until  the  last 
lap,  when  Frost  was  unfortunately  blocked 
out  of  taking  a  possible  second,  North- 
western Military  Academy  winning  handily. 

The  crowd  was  not  large,  but  quite  en- 
thusiastic, and  the  meet  was  generally  con- 
ceded to  be  one  of  the  best  contested  and 
most  interesting  of  the  series.  The  final 
summary  gives  Joliet  33  points,  East  Aurora 
22,  Northwestern  Military  Academy  16, 
Evanston  Academy  12,  Fairbury  11,  Evan- 
ston  High  8,  Lake  Forest  Academy  8,  New 
Trier  1.

Most  Successful  Season  of  Years.    Ten  Concerts, 

Including  One  Sacred  Concert,   Are    Given. 

A  Trip  of  Nearly  Five  Hundred  Miles 

Through  Northern  Illinois. 

Probably  the  most  successful  season  for 
a  musical  organization  in  the  history  of  the 
institution  is  that  which  the  Glee  Club  has 
just  closed.  Wherever  the  Club  has  gone  it 
has  won  universal  success,  and  everywhere 
it  has  been  ranked  among  the  two  or  three 
best  glee  dubs  of  the  west.  Lake  Forest 
may  not  be  able  to  compete  with  her  older 
and  stronger  sister  institutions  in  athletics, 
but  in  the  glee  club  line  she  can  vie  with 
any.  Among  the  concerts  there  were  one 
or  two,  to  be  sure,  which  did  not  come  up 
to  the  standard;  but  the  other  concerts  more 
than  made  up  for  them. 

To  Mr.  Stevens,  the  leader,  first  of  all, 
is  due  the  high  standard  of  work  rendered 
by  the  club.  Our  club  is  peculiarly  fortu- 
nate in  having  within  her  own  number  so 
able  a  leader.  Most  clubs  have  to  hire  a 
professional  leader  from  outside  their  ranks, 
who  cannot,  for  that  very  reason,  get  into 
such  close  touch  and  sympathy  with  the 
men.  It  will  be  a  heavy  loss  indeed  which 
the  club  must  sustain  in  losing  Mr.  Stevens 
this  spring. 

For  the  great  popularity  of  the  concerts 
credit  is  due,  next  to  the  leader,  to  those 
who  gave  to  the  program  variety,  for  therein 
lay  the  secret  of  the  club's  success.  These 
were  Mr.  Phillips,  baritone  soloist;  Mr.  Ste- 
vens, violinist;  the  readers,  Messrs.  Hoopes 
and  Munger;  Mr.  Stark,  accompanist;  and 
those  who  comprised  the  various  smaller 
organizations — string  quartette,  rag  quar- 
tette, double  quartette,  and  the  child  elocu- 
tionists. 

The  efficient  managership  of  Mr.  Tal- 
cott,  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Bethard,  is 
responsible  for  the  fine  trip  which  the  club 
enjoyed.  Almost  the  entire  trip  of  almost 
five  hundred  miles  through  the   most    beau- 
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tiful  country  of  the  state,  was  made  in  a 
private  car,  which,  if  not  very  elegant,  very 
greatly  increased  the.  pleasure  of  the  trip. 
Besides  the  trip  itself,  the  men  were^  wel- 
comed into  the  finest  and  most  cultured 
homes  in  every  city  they  entered,  making 
many  friends  for  themselves  and  for  Lake 
Forest  College. 


THE  MAY-DAY  FESTIVITIES. 

The  first  day  of  May,  nineteen  hundred 
and  six,  is  long  to  be  remembered  as  a  his- 
tory making  day  in  the  traditions  of  Lake 
Forest  College.  Without  previous  planning 
or  premeditation,  save  perhaps  on  the  part 
of  two  or  three,  and  with  perfect  spontaneity 
on  the  part  of  the  student  body,  the  fun- 
loving  spirit  broke  its  bounds,  and  for  a 
single  day,  shattering  rules  and  regulations, 
and  breaking  down  conventions,  rebelled 
in  its  freedom. 

A  strange  sight  was  that  on  the  campus 
in  front  of  North  Hall,  which  greeted  the 
eyes  of  the  men  as  they  started  for  break- 
fast. During  the  night  some  mysterious 
agent  had  transferred  from  the  neighbor- 
hood surrounding,  to  this  chosen  spot,  a 
barber  pole  from  the  top  of  which  were 
strung  streamers  of  red  and  white  bunting — ■ 
an  improvised  May-pole;  a  deer,  which 
stood  harnessed  and  ready  to  draw  an  old 
milk-cart;  a  throne  for  the  May  Queen;  a 
tripod  bearing  a  motto  with  these  words: 
"For  I  Am  Queen  of  the  May,"  and  a  plate 
filled  with  sod  "broken  for  the  new  dormi- 
tory;" church  benches  and  settees  galore; 
and  above  all  hanging,  a  huge  banner  an- 
nouncing the  advent  of  May:  "May  Day; 
No  Classes,"  beside  which  hung,  as  though 
to  give  authority  to  the  injunction,  the  clap- 
per of  the  bell  which  rings  for  classes. 

Shortly  before  eight  o'clock  the  men 
had  congregated  about  the  May-pole.  Then 
dressing  "Mother"  Chapman  in  a  wrapper 
they  placed  him  upon  the  throne,  and  hailed 
him  as  the  Queen  of  the  May.  Long  and 
loud    were    the    shouts    of  "Long    live   the 


Queen!",  "God  save  the  Queen!"  Then 
followed  a  series  of  intricate  manouvers 
about  the  Queen  and  Wharton,  who,  dressed 
in  a  clown's  costume,  was-sitting  beside  Her 
Majesty,  like  unto  the  manouvers  of  a  ballet 
or  a  Greek  chorus. 

When  it  came  eight  o'clock  the  girls 
who  had  started  for  classes  were  greeted 
with  the  song,— 

"No  class  today,  no  class  today, 

You  can't  have  class  on  May-day  ; 

No  class  today,  no  class  today, 

You'll  have  to  come  around  on  Wednesday." 

Just  then  it  began  to  rain,  whereupon 
"Kelley"  Erskine  was  pushed  to  the  front, 
and  in  the  name  of  the  class  of  '06  ordered 
all  work  to  be  laid  aside  for  the  day,  and 
that  everyone  should  immediately  repair  to 
the  gymnasium. 

Falling  in  with  Professor  Jacoby,  who 
was  on  his  way  to  Ferry  Hall,  where  he 
teaches  the  violin,  they  constrained  him  to 
play  for  the  dancing.  For  three  solid  hours 
there  followed  a  carnival  of  high  spirits: 
dancing,  the  Virginia  Reel,  London  Bridge 
Is  Falling,  a  basket-ball  game  between  the 
light-weights  and  the  heavy-weights,  which 
tesulted  in  victory  for  the  former,  a  mock 
wedding,  and  finally,  a  mock  funeral. 

But  this  was  not  the  end,  for  in  the 
evening  the  men  in  a  body  invaded  Lois 
Hall,  where  the  fun  went  on  till  half-past 
nine,  at  which  time  the  crowd  dispersed, 
having  experienced  one  day  of  unalloyed 
pleasure. 

Abraham  Bowers,  a  student  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  probably  holds  the  palm 
for  long  attendance  at  college.  Bowers  was 
the  first  student  to  register  for  work  in  the 
university,  fourteen  yeais  ago.  His  long 
and  persistent  efforts  in  securing  an  educa- 
tion will  be  rewarded  this  spring,  when  he 
will  be  awarded  a  Ph.  B.  by  the  faculty. 
Bowers  has  worked  his  entire  way  through 
school,  and  it  is  said  that  he  was  the  one 
who  made  the  motion  to  adopt  "maroon"  as 
the  university  color. — Ex. 
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The  Indiana  Trip. 

In  the  strict  sense  of  the  term  the 
Indiana  trip  could  not  be  called  a  "howling 
success.  Out  of  three  games  played  Lake 
Forest  managed  to  lose  only  three  which, 
everything  considered  was  pretty  good. 

Though  sorry  that  we  could  not  be  at 
the  big  end  of  the  score  even  once  we  are 
glad  to  note  that  from  all  reports  of  the 
games  Lake  Forest  went  down  to  defeat 
with  the  colors  nailed  to  the  mast  and  every 
man  fighting  hard.  While  it  cannot  be  said 
that  the  coach,  captain  and  team  were  satis- 
fied with  the  result  of  the  trip  they  are  not 
discouraged  and  still  feel  that  L  F.  is  going 
to  make  good  before  the  season  ends. 

While  the  team  does  not  want  ex- 
cuses made  for  their  defeats  it  is  but  justice 
to  them  to  say  that  a  correspondent  of  the 
writer  says  that  Depauw  lived  up  to  their 
reputation  and  gave  Lake  Forest  a  "dirty 
deal"  practically  robbing  them  of  a  hard- 
earned  victory. 

Defeats  must  come  as  well  as  victories 
but  as  the  Dutchman  says  "we  don't  like  'em 
in  bunches"  and  so  it  is  the  earnest  hope 
and  prayerof  all  concerned  that  it  will  never, 
never  occur  again  "so  much  together  all  at 
once."

The  next  stop  was  at  Terra  Haute,  (the 
land  of  the  Brewers)  and  here  the  team 
had  a  little  argument  with  a  bunch  of  future 
teachers,  in  which,  as  teachers  usually  do, 
the  latter  had  the  best  of  the  quarrel.  The 
game  started  as  if  the  pedagouges  were 
going  to  have  a  walk-  away  and  they  ran  up 
four  scores  in  the  first  two  innings.  Then 
Lake  Forest  woke  up  and  shut  them  out  for 
two  innings  but  in  the  fifth  and  seventh  the 
teachers  totalled  three  more. 

For  Lake  Forest  the  first  four  innings 
were  goose  eggs  but  in  the  fifth,  sixth  and 
seventh  they  made  a  desperate  rally  and 
scored  five  runs.  After  this,  however,  they 
could  not  connect  and  the  game    was    over. 

The  feature  of  this  game  was  a  rapid 
fire  double  play  in  which  Reinert,  Keithley 
and  J.  McCrea  figured.  Reinert  got  a  two 
bagger  when  needed,  scoring  two  runs. 

A  glance  at  the  error  column  will  per- 
haps go  a  great  ways  towards  accounting 
for  the  defeat.  While  each  team  got  10 
hits  we  also  drew  10  errors  as  against  three 
by  our  opponents. 

Most  of  our  errors  were  errors  of  judg- 
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ment  rather  than  of  fielding  and  go  to  show 
that  perhaps  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  our 
team  learned  to  play  ball  with  their  noodles 
as  well  as  hands  and  feet.

The  Depauw  game  is  a  sore  subject  to 
handle.  While  kicking  on  the  umpire  is 
always  a  kiddish  trick,  it  was  such  an  obvi- 
ous steal  by  the  college  whose  "dirty  ath- 
tetics"  are  a  by-word  in  the  collegiate  world 
that  one  cannot  pass  it  by  unnoticed.  Why 
a  college  of  the  standing  of  Depauw  in 
scholastic  work  could  stoop  to  low  tactics  is 
incomprehensible,  but  nevertheless  the  fact 
remains  that  Depauw  has  always  been 
synonomous  with  "dirty  athletics."  The 
above  are  not  the  ravings  of  a  sorehead  be- 
cause Lake  Eorest  lost,  but  is  a  simple  state- 
ment of  facts  known  by  every  writer  on 
college  affairs  in  the  middle  west. 

Up  to  the  seventh  Depauw  was  shut 
out  without  a  run,  while  we  managed  to 
work  in  three.  In  the  seventh  and  eighth 
the  Methodists,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
gentlemanly  umpire,  managed  to  cross  the 
plate  five  times,  while  in  our  last  inning  one 
was  the  best  we  could  do,  so  leaving  a 
doubtful  victory  perched  on  the  flag  of  De- 
pauw.

On  May  day,  with  indecorum  befitting 
the  occasion,  the  students  broke  ground  for 
the  new  buildings  which  are  to  adorn  the 
campus  next  year.

If  some  other  college  can  defeat  us, 
well  and  good;  we  are  good  losers,  because 
we  do  not  consider  victory  worth  striving 
for  to  the  point  where  it  causes  us  inconven- 
ience. We  have  our  own  good  times  on  the 
campus;  our  social  affairs;  our  vaudeville 
athletic  contests,  which  divide  our  interest 
and  keep  us  all  busy.  We  don't  care  what 
the  rest  of  the  collegiate  world  is  interested 
in,  we  have  our  own  joys  and  troubles. 

Well  and  good.  But  in  our  self-satis- 
faction let  us  not  forget  that  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  chance  for  growth  and  improvement 
in  Lake  Forest.  Fascinating  as  our  college 
life  now  is,  it  can  gain  new  attraction 
through  added  numbers  and  new  equipment.

It  was  erected  nearly  twenty  years  ago  and 
was  specially  strengthened  to  resist  an 
earthauake   shock.

THE  COLLEGE  WORLD. 

Students  earning  a  part  or  all  their  way 
through  college  at  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago receive  a  grand  total  of  $136,150  a  year 
in  remuneration  for  their  services.  This  is 
a  figure  contained  in  a  bulletin  just  issued 
by  the  University,  which  gives  some  inter- 
esting; data  about  the  man  or  woman  who 
has  to  earn  his  or  her  way  through  college. 
This  work  is  divided  into  the  following  gen- 
eral classes:  Fellowships,  $24,200;  scholar- 
ships and  prizes,  $35,000;  University  service, 
$14,950;  other  service  in  the  University, 
$10,000;  the  Students  Fund  Society,  $3,000, 
outside  employment,  $50,000. — Daily  Ma- 
roon. 

Last  Friday  night  a  large  and  enthusias- 
tic crowd  heard  the  Freshman  preliminary 
debate  at  the  auditorium.  The  debaters  had 
their  subject  well  worked  up.

The 
judges  were  Professor  Wright,  Mr.  Maurer 
and  E.  B.  Kilbourn. — Beloit    Round    Table. 

A  crushing  calamity  has  befallen  a  sister 
university  in  the  loss  sustained  by  Leland 
Stanford  Junior  University.  Just  what  the 
extent  of  the  loss  is  cannot  yet  be  known, 
as  the  press  dispatches  are  as  yet  meager  in 
information,  but  enough  is  known  to  show 
how  seriously  the  work  of  this  great  institu- 


tion will  be  affected.  Leland  Stanford  is 
nineteen  years  old,  but  a  few  years  older 
than  this  university,  and  in  that  time  has 
become  one  of  the  foremost  institutions  of 
the  country.  Its  buildings  were  among  the 
architectural  gems  of  the  state  and  of  the 
nation.  With  the  destruction  of  practically 
all  of  these,  its  work  will  be  crippled  for  years 
to  come.  While  Stanford  suffers  from  the 
earthquake  shock  which  devastated  the  San 
Francisco  district,  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia, at  Berkeley,  escaped  as  by  a  miracle. 
It  is  now  devoting  its  energies  to  secure 
work  and  to  the  relief  of  those  who  are  ren- 
dered homeless  by  the  catastrophe.  It  is  a 
matter  of  sincere  congratulation  that  this 
university  was  spared  the  fate  of  its  neigh- 
bor and  that  it  is  in  a  position  to  render  aid 
of  this  kind. — Daily  Maroon.

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LAKE  FOREST  FRESHMEN  WIN  DEBATE  ! ! 


LaKe    Forest    Victor    in    Beloit-LaKe  Forest 
Freshman  Debate. 

The  Lake  Forest  Freshman  team  con- 
sisting of  Schwartz,  Brand  and  H.  Kessler, 
came  off  victor  in  the  second  annual  debate 
with  Beloit  Freshmen,  a  week  ago  last  Tues- 
day evening  at  the  Reid  Memorial  Chapel. 
The  question  debated  was:  "Resolved,  that 
the  American  game  of  Intercollegiate  Foot- 
ball has  been  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  the 
college  student  in  general."  Lake  Forest 
supported  the  affirmative  and  Beloit  the 
negative. 

Schwartz,  leader  for  Lake  Forest,  was 
the  first  speaker,  and  his  debate,  both  from 
point  of  argument  and  of  delivery,  was 
probably  the  best  of  the  evening.  His  de- 
bate was  carefully  outlined,  his  arguments 
well  taken  and  admirably  constructed,  and 
his  delivery  was  both  fluent  and  forcible. 
With  the  elimination  of  a  few  mannerisms 
Mr.  Schwartz  will  make  a  good  candidate 
for  the  'varsity  debating  team. 

The  first  speaker  for  the  negative,  Mr. 
Brice  Schurman,  argued  well,  but  he  lacked 
directness  and  force,  due  probably  to  the 
fact  that  he  was  speaking  by  rote. 

Mr.  Brand,  the  second  speaker  for  the 
affirmative,  very  materially  relieved  the 
monotony  and  the  seriousness  of  the  debate 
by  his  breezy  manner  in  delivery.  He  had 
one  point  which  he  desired  to  make,  and 
although  he  went  at  it  in  a  rather  unusual 
way,  he  nevertheless  succeeded  in  impress- 
ing it  upon  his  hearers. 

Mr.  O.  M.  Jones,  second  speaker  for  the 
■negative,  also  made  a  strong  plea  against 
the  game.  He  presented  some  very  telling 
statistics  in  answer  to  the  statistics  which 
the  affirmative  had  offered. 

The  third  member  of  the  Lake  Forest 
rteam,  which,  by  the  way,  was  composed  en- 
tirely of  Waukegan  men,  was  Mr.  H.  Kess- 
.ler.     Although  lacking  some  of  the  force  of 


Mr.  Schwartz,  he  yet  had  the  most  finished 
and  pleasing  delivery. 

The  most  dramatic  moment  of  the  de- 
bate was  that  in  which  Mr.  Kessler  hurled  a 
thunderbolt  at  the  negative  in  the  form  of  a 
written  testimony  bv  their  own  president, 
that  football  had  been  beneficial  to  Beloit 
College. 

The  last  speaker  for  the  negative,  Mr. 
C.  C.  Headley,  had  a  pleasing  appearance, 
but  he,  too,  lacked  the  force  which  would 
have  made  his  argument  telling. 

The  rebuttal  speeches  of  both  speakers 
were  admirably  constructed.  Mr.  Schwartz 
had  the  advantage,  however,  in  not  trying 
to  make  a  set  speech  in  conclusion,  but  in 
seizing  and  battering  down  the  opponent's 
salient  points. 

The  judges  of  the  debate  were  Mr. 
Sanwick,  of  Highland  Park,  and  Mayor  Barr, 
of  Joliet.  Mr.  Brown,  head  of  the  Joliet 
High  Schools,  was  to  have  been  a  third 
judge,  but  did  not  appear  till  near  the  end 
of  the  debate.  The  two  judges  were  unani- 
mous in  favor  of  the  affirmative. 

The  debaters  and  their  trainer,  Mr. 
Whyte,  may  congratulate  themselves  for 
having  so  ably  reversed  the  result  of  last 
year's  debate.

But  it  is  generally  conceded  that 
our  own  club  is  quite  superior  in  ensemble 
singing,  and  in  its  esprit  de  corps.  More- 
over their  leader  is  not,  as  is  ours,  one  of 
their  own  number;  and  he  directs  from  in 
front,  which  materially  weakens  the  effect 
of  the  singing.  They  might  be  criticised  for 
presenting  so  many  old  and  well-known 
pieces,  but  for  that  very  reason,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  singing  to  some  of  the  audience 
must  have  been  the  more  enjoyable. 
The    program,     too,     lacked     :r:uch   of    the 


variety  which  made  that  of  our  own  club  so 
generally  acceptable. 

The  audience  was  somewhat  disap- 
pointed in  the  solo  work  of  Master  Verne 
Preston.  The  evet  welcome  boy  soprano 
was  expected,  but  the  little  fellow's  precocity 
lay  only  in  his  courage  in  standingbefore  an 
audience;  his  voice  was  not  at  all  remarkable. 
But  on  the  whole  it  was  a  good  concert. 
The  club  sang  well,  and  the  pianist,  the  vio- 
linist and  the  reader  were  excellent. 

That  the  student  body  did  not  very 
heartily  approve  of  admitting  to  our  own 
campus  a  foreign  organization  without  ex- 
change of  courtesies,  is  attested  by  the 
small  number  of  students  in  attendance. 
The  townspeople,  too,  were  conspicuous  by 
their  absence,  there  being  not  above  one 
hundred  and  fifty  in  attendance. 


VESPER  SERVICE. 

The  Vesper  Service  of  last  Sunday 
afternoon  was  one  of  the  most  attractive 
services  of  its  kind  that  has  been  held  this 
year.  The  service  began  at  four,  forty-five 
in  order  to  give  time  for  a  short  musical 
service  as  a  prelude  to  the  sermon. 

The  String  Quartette,  assisted  by  Miss 
Reynolds  on  the  organ,  played  Handel's 
"Largo."  Miss  Hanchette  followed  with  a 
beautiful  rendering  of  Handel's  "Fear  Ye 
Not,  O  Israel."  After  the  reading  of  the 
lesson  by  Dr.  Harlan,  Miss  Cutler  and  the 
Glee  Club  sang  the  "Sanctus"  from  Gounod's 
St.  Cecelia,  Mass. 

Dr.  W.  H.  W.  Boyle  gave  the  address 
of  the  afternoon.

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A  Plan  Submitted  to  the  Members  of  the   Senior 
Class  for  the  Control  of  the  ''Stentor"  Elections. 

In  accordance  with  intentions  an- 
nounced before  in  these  columns,  we  pre- 
sented recently  to  the  Senior  class  a  plan 
for  better  regulation  of  the  Stentor  elec- 
tions. While  conscious  that  this  will  not  be 
of  great  interest  to  the  public,  still  a  desire  to 
make  our  action  as  open-handed  as  possible 
leads  us  to  print  the  proposal  in  this  issue. 

The  question  of  the  status  of  the  STEN- 
TOR, and  the  matter  of  regulating  it  so  as  to 
secure  the  best  results,  is  as  old  as  the  paper 
itself.  Various  plans  have  been  tried,  and 
all  have  failed  to  accomplish  the  object  de- 
sired. We  are  not  inclined  to  believe  that 
previous    failure  need    be    an    objection    to 


further  effort.  The  constitution  now  in 
force  is  certainly  an  improvement  over  any 
that  preceded.  We  advance  by  steps,  not 
by  leaps  and  bounds. 

When  this  issue  goes  to  press  the  pro- 
posal is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Seniors,  to 
meet  their  approval  or  rejection,  as  a  neces- 
sary preliminary  step.  Whether  it  is 
accepted  or  not,  we  hope  that  some  im- 
provment  will  be  suggested.  It  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  the  public  in  general  will  con- 
cern itself  much  with  the  problem,  but  those 
who  have  any  real  interest  in  the  matter 
would  do  well  to  see  what  they  can  do 
toward  the  betterment  of  the  situation. 
Following  is  the  proposal  submitted  to  the 
Seniors: 

Introductory — reasons  for  submitting 
this  plan: 

i.  The  plan  now  in  force,  of  electing 
the  officers  of  the  STENTOR  upon  the  basis 
of  the  amount  of  work  done,  is  not  fair  nor 
satisfactory,  even  if  carried  out  conscien- 
tiously. 

2.  Last  year's  election  shows  the  diffi- 
culty of  getting  the  student  body  to  abide 
by  the  letter  or  the  spirit  of  the  present 
constitution. 

3.  The  concensus  of  opinion  seems  to 
be  that  a  reform  is  needed  in  the  matter  of 
these  elections,  and  this  plan  may  aid  toward 
that  end. 

The  proposition — 

Let  the  out-going  Senior  Class  elect  the 
"Stentor"  officers  for  the  following  year. 

1.  The  average  student  is  not  capable 
of  judging  who  is  fitted  for  a  place  on  the 
STENTOR  Board.  He  is  not  familiar  with 
the  requirements  of  such  work.  Knowing 
the  requirements,  he  cannot,  or  will  not, 
take  into  consideration  temperament  and 
general  character,  which  should  go  far  in 
regulating  the  choice  of  these  officers. 

2.  The  student  body  as  a  whole  is 
liable  to  extreme  favoritism  in  choosing 
representatives. 
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3.  An  open  election  offers  opportunity 
for  political  preferment,  harmful  to  our  Col- 
lege welfare,  by  causing  ill-feeling  and  dis- 
satisfaction. 

4.  The  Seniors,  by  reason  of  greater 
experience  in  judging  men,  are  better  fitted 
to  select  "Stentor"  officers. 

5.  They  are  more  familiar  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  work,  and  not  so  liable  to 
favoritism. 

6.  They  are  not  so  liable  to  allow  poli- 
tics to  enter  into  their  choice,  having  the 
interests  of  the  College  more  at  heart,  and 
coming  together  more  closely  in  friendly 
intercourse  than  any  similarly  representa- 
tive body  in  the  College. 

7.  The  transferring  of  the  right  of 
election  to  the  Senior  class  would  not  be 
without  precedent,  the  "Forester"  being 
similarly  in  the  hands  of  one  class. 

8.  The  Stentor  is,  at  most,  only  a 
semi-public  institution,  not  being  supported 
by  the  entire  student-body,  and  being  en- 
tirely independent  except  at  the  annual 
election. 

NOTE. — If,  after  consideration,  the 
Senior  class  sees  fit  to  endorse  these  views, 
they  will  be  presented  to  the  student-body 
at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

A  working  plan — 

For  the  election  of  Stentor  officers  by  Senior 
Class. 

1.  Let  the  Senior  class,  each  year,  on 
the  second  Monday  in  May,  select  a  com- 
mittee ot  five  representative  members,  to 
take  charge  of  the  election. 

2.  This  committee  shall  at  once  post 
notices  requiring  all  candidates  for  the  posi- 
tions of  Editor  or  Business  Manager  to  hand 
their  names  to  members  of  the  committee 
before  the  1st  of  June. 

3.  Beginning  on  the  first  Monday  in 
June,  all  candidates  for  Editor  shall  compose 
a  model  STENTOR  for  the  current  week, 
papers  to  be  turned  in   on  Thursday.     This 


Stentor  shall  contain  not  less  than  7,000 
words  and  not  more  than  7,500,  and  all  de- 
partments shall  be  represented.  At  least 
790  words  shall  be  editorial. 

4.  The  committee  shall  report  to  the 
class  the  following  Monday,  when  a  Business 
Manager  and  Editor  shall  be  elected. 

5.  The  election  of  the  Business  Man- 
ager shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
class  as  a  whole. 

6.  The  Editor-elect  shall  select  two 
assistants,  and  the  Business  Manager  one, 
from  a  list  submitted  by  the  Senior  com- 
mittee. 

7.  Notice  of  results  shall  be  published 
in  the  next  issue  of  the  STENTOR.

Former  LaKe  Forest  Han  Tells  Story  to  Chicago 
Friends. 

Arthur  D.  Coulter,  ex-newspaper  man, 
sometime  of  Lake  Forest,  late  globe-trotter, 
and  presently  in  town  on  a  furlough  from 
Shanghai,  China,  was  telling  a  group  of  for- 
mer pencil-driving  associates  something 
about  his  world  wanderings  the  other  even- 
ing in  the  pump  room  of  the  Annex. 

The  recounting  of  his  adventures  while 
in  charge  of  mineral  survey  in  northern 
Siberia  had  the  attention  of  the  group,  and 
someone  remarked  that  the  change  of  envi- 
ronment from  effete  Lake  Forest  to  the  ice- 
bound wilderness  of  Siberia  must  have  been 
a  startling  one. 

"Yes,"  said  Coulter,  "I  often  thought  of 
the  contrasted  conditions,  especially  when  I

But  two  numbers  of  the  STENTOR  are 
due  after  the  present  issue,  and  it  is  thought 
that  it  will  be  an  advantage  to  have  the  an- 
nual election  take  place  before  the  com- 
mencement worry  begins  to  bear  too 
heavily  upon  the  public  mind. 

The  elections  will  be  held  under  the 
established  system,  which  requires  the  fol- 
lowing method  of  voting:  The  "vote  is  to 
be  taken  as  follows:  Each  voter  shall  write 
upon  his  ballot  the  names  of  five  students 
whom  he  deems  to  be  best  suited  to  be 
members  of  the  board.  The  seven  names 
receiving  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
the  nominees,  and  from  these  seven  the 
board  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  as  in  first 
ballot.  The  five  receiving  highest  number 
of  votes  at  the  second  ballot  shall  be  de- 
clared elected." 

The  Constitution  further  requires  "That 
in  order  to  aid  in  an  intelligent  selection  of 
the  board,  the  Editor-in-chief  be  required  to 
brief  a  record  of  all  contributed  matter,  and 
to  print  same  in  STENTOR  at  least  one  week 
before  the  election."  In  compliance  with 
this  order  we  publish  below  a  list  of  the 
amounts  turned  in  by  various  persons,  the 
measure  being  in  inches.

CONING  MUSICAL  EVENTS. 


To    Tahe  Place    Before     Commencement.      Lois 

Hall  Glee  Club  and  String  Quartet  to  Give 

Recitals.    College  Sing  Proposed. . 

Two  musical  programs  of  more  than 
ordinary  interest  will  attract  attention  before 
Commencement  week.  The  first  of  these  is 
the  String  Quartet  recital,  to  be  given  in 
the  Chapel  on  the  evening  of  June  7.  This 
is  the  last  year  of  the  organization,  as  Mr. 
Stevens,  first  violinist,  and  Mr.  Bomberger, 
'celloist,  will  graduate  with  the  class  of  '06. 
It  is  very  improbable  that  their  places  can 
be  filled.  The  String  Quartet  is  one  of 
Mr.  Stevens'  most  successful  enterprises. 
He  organized  it  three  years  ago.  Mr.  Bom- 
berger began  to  practice  on  the  'cello  in  his 
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freshman  year,  and  his  success  is  the  more 
remarkable  In  view  of  the  fact  that  he  had 
never  before  played  a  stringed  instrument. 
Mr.  Howard'  took  up  the  viola  when  the 
quartet  was  organized  in  '04,  being  an  ama- 
teur of  some  merit  on  the  violin,  and  has 
filled  his  place  satisfactorily  ever  since. 
Two  second  violinists  have  been  members 
of  the  quartet,  Mr.  Beach,  '05,  and  Mr.  Carl- 
son, '08.  So  far  as  known  this  is  the  only 
organization  of  its  kind  that  the  College  has 
ever  produced,  and  at  the  present  time 
probably  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  any 
western  college.  With  the  Glee  Club  this 
spring  it  met  with  hearty  approval  from  the 
lovers  of  classical  music  who  heard  the  con- 
certs, for  the  quartet,  the  basis  of  the  mod- 
ern orchestra,  was  written  for  by  many  of 
the  old  masters.  The  quartet  has  been, 
during  the  last  three  years,  the  only  musical 
organization  of  the  College  devoted  entirely 
to  the  classic  compositions.  As  this  is  the 
farewell  appearance  of  the  quartet,  the 
recital  will  no  doubt  be  well  attended,  and 
the  program  thoroughly  enjoyed. 

On  the  Saturday  before  commencement, 
June  16,  the  Lois  Hall  Glee  Club  will  give 
its  annual  program  in  the  Chapel.  This  is 
one  of  the  events  of  the  year,  and  will  be 
looked  forward  to  by  the  student  body,  as 
making  the  beginning  of  the  year-end  exer- 
cises. The  program  has  not  been  an- 
nounced, but  it  is  probable  that  Miss  Laura 
Williamson  will  be  present  to  furnish  a 
piano  number,  organ  and  piano  duets,  read- 
ings, and  Glee  Club  numbers  will  make  up 
the  program. 

A  college  sing  during  commencement 
week  is  being  talked  of,  and  will  probably 
be  carried  out.  The  Glee  Club  will  lead  the 
singing,  which  will  probably  take  place  in 
front  of  the  Art  Institute  during  the  even- 
ing. It  would  be  an  event  well  worth  pro- 
moting, and  those  in  a  position  to  take  the 
lead  should  see  to  it  that  the  plan  does  not 
die  for  want  of  initiative. 

The    Glee   Club    will    probably  give  its 


annual  spring  serenade,  for  Lois  and  Ferry 
Halls.  The  serenades  last  year  were  on  a 
grand  scale,  which  will  be  equalled  this  year 
if  the  plans  materialize. 


THE  JUNIORS  ENTERTAIN  SENIORS. 

The  annual  junior  reception  for  the 
Seniors  was  held  at  Lois  Hall  last  evening, 
and  it  proved  one  of  the  most  delightful 
events  of  the  year.  About  sixty-five  peo- 
ple, counting  the  members  of  both  classes, 
and  the  few  outside  guests,  were  present. 

The  reception  room  was  very  prettily 
decorated,  with  red,  the  Junior  class  color, 
prevailing  everywhere. 

The  program  of  the  evening  was  quite 
unique.  It  partook  somewhat  of  the  nature 
of  the  "conversatione."  As  soon  as  the 
guests  had  gathered  there  were  distributed 
among  the  men  cards,  each  bearing  the 
numerals  up  to  fifteen.  Every  man  immed- 
iately made  a  rush  to  engage  fifteen  girls  for 
conversations  of  three  minutes  each,  upon 
subjects  announced  by  the  committee  in 
charge.

The  time  is  soon  at  hand  when  we  must 
lay  down  the  erstwhile  flowing  pen,  closing 
thereby  the  most  interesting  incident  in  our 
college  career.  Whether  the  work  was 
worth  while  or  not  enters  but  little  into  our 
retrospection.  It  has  at  least  been  a  pleas- 
ure to  wield  the  ax  for  one  year  with  a  free 
swing,  hacking,  somewhat  ineffectually,  at 
the  fallen  trees  which  bar  the  way  of  col- 
legiate progress. 

The  relations  of  the  present  board  have 
been  most  congenial.  No  squabbles  have 
taken  place,  and  there  has  been  occasion  for 
none.     Every  member  of  the  board  has  been 


responsible  for  his  own  department,  and  has 
had  free  play.  The  result  is  probably  not 
so  good  as  could  be  had  under  a  more  tyran- 
nical system.  Since  it  is  so  obviously  the 
intention  of  the  present  constitution  to 
divide  the  responsibility  between  five  men 
instead  of  placing  it  on  two,  we  have  carried 
out  both  the  spirit  and  the  letter  of  the  sys- 
tem. Omissions  have  sometimes  occured 
in  the  various  departments,  which  are  re- 
gretable,  but  an  almost  inevitable  result  of 
the  conditions  under  which    the    men   work. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  profits 
of  the  business  are  chief!)'  glory,  (with  a 
large  O),  and  that  the  reporters  and  editors 
are  under  obligations  to  nobody  but  them- 
selves, their  work  is  remarkably  good.  It 
is  not  easy  to  give  up  valuable  time  to 
drudgery,  or  to  spend  hours  in  working  up 
fancy  articles  for  the  delectation  of  an  in- 
different public. 

We  have  endeavored  to  print  the  truth 
and  when  the  truth  was  a  matter  of  no  in- 
terest to  the  student-body  we  have  sup- 
pressed it,  even  when  it  would  have  made 
rare  reading. 

The  great  problem  in  running  a  "STEN- 
TOR," however,  lies  not  in  securing  the  news, 
for  it  is  close  at  hand,  or  in  writing  it,  for 
any  person  of  average  intelligence  can  do 
that,  but  rather  in  filling  the  frequently  left- 
over space  with  interesting  items.  For  this 
purpose  we  have  chiefly  utilized  exchange 
notes  and  poetry.  It  is  along  this  line  that 
an  original  genius  with  a  capacity  for  labor 
could  make  the  most  improvement. 

The  editorial  department  this  year  has 
been  emphasized  more  than  in  tormer  years. 
It  has  been  at  times  a  source  of  some  interest, 
though  it  has  made  us  many  enemies.  Our 
efforts  at  reform  have  been  unsuccessful  for 
the  most  part,  as  might  have  been  expected, 
but  if  we  have  succeeded  in  arousing  discus- 
sion on  certain  vital  points,  our  efforts  will 
not  have  been  entirely  in  vain, 

In  the  coming  election,  so  far  as  the 
present  board  is  concerned,  there  will  be  no 
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political  rushing.  The  present  editor  is  not 
a  candidate  for  re-election,  and  his  fellow 
board  members  have  not  decided  upon  their 
course  of  action.  The  interest  of  all  of  us, 
however,  leads  us  to  hope  for  the  best  for 
the  paper,  and  to  desire  a  peaceful  election; 
one  which  will  leave  behind  no  bitterness 
nor  enemity.

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FERRY  HALL  IN  PROFILE. 

The  opening  day  of  Ferry  Hall  was 
September  22d,  1869,  in  a  building  not  yet 
finished  nor  furnished.  Owing  to  illness, 
even  the  Principal,  Dr.  Weston,  was  not 
present,  so  that  it  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  Lady 
Principal,  Miss  Noyes,  to  bring  order  out  of 
chaos  and  to  care  for  the  student  body  of 
sixty-six. 

"The  spacious  and  elegant  building"  of 
that  first  day  was  the  main  part  of  the  pres- 
ent building  sans  ''wings"  and  sans  fourth 
story.  Even  the  first  floor  bore  no  resem- 
blance to  the  present,  except  in  the  verandas. 
But  in  proportion  to  the  needs  and  stan- 
dards of  that  day,  the  building  deserved  its 
description  of  "spacious  and  elegant."  It 
was  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  £50,000, 
"contributed  in  part  by  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Ferry, 
in  recognition  of  whose  liberality  the  build- 
ing was  called  Ferry  Hall."  The  courses 
and  equipment  have  been  "widened  by  the 
process  of  the  suns."  But  the  real  aim  of 
offering  the  best  facilities  for  a  thorough 
and  accomplished  education,  in  order  to  de- 
velop and  strengthen  character,  has  been  an 
unchanging  factor  in  the  whole  life  and 
history. 

The  modifications  in  the  course  of  study 
are  probably  much  the  same  as  the  history 
of  education  from  1869  to  1906  might  pre- 
sent in  general.  Many  things  have  passed 
away  besides  the  degrees,  in  litteris  corotiata 
and  in  artibus  coronata.  The  terms  prepara- 
tory and  collegiate  have  changed  in  mean- 
ing. The  preparatory  course  is  a  four 
years'  course  in  preparation  for  college;  the 
collegiate,  two  years  of  collegiate  work,  with 
graduation  for  those  who  do  not  go  to  col- 
lege. 

During  this  educational  development, 
attendance  increased  and  needs  became 
apparent.  Some  needs  were  met  in  1888  by 
the  building  of  the  wings  and  chapel  and  by 
the  addition  of  the  fourth  floor  and  the  re- 
modelling of  the  first  floor  of  the  main 
building.    In  1902  George    Smith    Hall    was 


erected — a  tribute  to  the  generosity  of  one 
man  and  to  the  memory  of  another. 
Through  it,  happiness  and  comfort,  pleasure 
and  profit  have  been  possible  along  more 
lines  than  ever  before.  However,  all  needs 
are  not  yet  satisfied.  Ferry  Hall  is  longing 
most  now  for  a  gymnasium.  Working  in 
and  for  all  these  changes  have  been  a  com- 
pany of  devoted  men  and  women,  some  of 
whom  lived  so  completely  in  Ferry  Hall 
and  its  interests  that  one  might  say  its  his- 
tory "is  writ  in  blood."  There  were  friends 
who  directed,  inspired  and  gave  gifts. 
Among  these  is  one  who  has  joined  the 
"choir  invisible,"  Mrs.  C.  B.  Farwell.  There 
were  principals  who  reckoned  success  only 
in  terms  of  Ferry  Hall,  and  one  was  called 
from  the  midst  of  her  work  to  her  home 
above — Miss  Sargent.  In  thirty-six  years 
there  have  been  nine  principals,  who  are 
lovingly  remembered  by  many  girls.  There 
is  a  long  line  of  teachers  and  a  longer  line 
of  students,  who  have  come  and  gone. 
Ferry  Hall  would  fain  have  them  revive 
old  memories,  make  new  friends  and  know 
the  Ferry  Hall  of  today,  this  coming  Octo- 
ber, at  a  grand  reunion. 

Ferry  Hall  has  an  Alumnae  list  of  two 
hundred  and  forty-eight,  and  more  students 
just  as  loyal,  just  as  loved,  who  have  not 
graduated,  who  do  or  can  belong  to  the 
flourishing  Alumnae  Association.  "By 
their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them."

When  that  time  comes  we  shall  have 
abundant  chance  to  find  out  a  girl's  record 
and  desirability  because  we  shall  not  be  able 
to  enroll  students  applying  after  June.

Every  one  entered  into  the  day  with 
wild  enthusiasm  and  spirit  and  made  the 
contestants  feel  the  responsibility  placed 
upon  them  by  their  class. 

The  Juniors  rose  at  5  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  floated  their  flag  of  red  and 
grey  from  the  flag  staff  on  the  top  of  the 
building,  before  the  other  classes  awoke  to 
their  lost  opportunity. 

The  Senior  Preps  hoisted  their  purple 
and  gold  to  the  top  of  the  smokestack  where 
it  floated  in  the  tree  tops.  The  Seniors' 
green  and  white  banner  was  fastened  sub- 
stantial!}' on  the  lower  base  of  the  chimney, 
while  just  above  them  the  "10"  of  the 
Sophomores  demanded  attention. 

The  east  balcony  was  divided  in  the 
traditional  way  among  the  classes,  the  sec- 
tions being  decorated  with  the  class  colors 
and  occupied  by  the  classes  with  their 
"sympathizers,"  and  mascots. 

The  first  place  at  the  right  of  the  door 
was  bright  with  green  and  white,  spring 
leaves,  and  Seniors,  while  the  place  of 
honor  was  held  by  Professor  Needham  in 
cap  and  gown. 

The  next  place  to  the  right  was  given 
to  the  Senior  Preps.,  whose  colors  are  pur- 
ple and  gold.

The  Ferry  Hall  lecture  course  was  es- 
tablished four  years  ago,  and  has  offered 
during  that  time  many  entertainments  of  a 
high  standard.

Madame  Katrina  Tsilka  en- 
tertained us  with  "A  Romance  of  the 
Balkans." 

"The  Etiquette  of  the  r  — ■ :  ng-rootn  and 
Chafing-dish  Cookery"  were  me  subjtcts  of 
several  lectures  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hiller. 

Men  who  stand  high  along  educational

Grenfell  in  her  reading  of  "Dr.  Luke  of 
the  Labrador."  Mrs.  Bertha  Kunz-Baker's 
presentation  of  "The  Land  of  Heart's  De- 
sire" and  other  selections  was  most  artistic. 
We  are  proud  to  mention  among  the  readers 
one  of  our  Alumnae,  Miss  Gertrude  Eichten.

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THE  PLATFORM  CLUB. 


New  Society  Is  Organized.    It  Will  Consist  of  Old 
Debaters. 

A  club  has  been  formed  of  the  old 
'varsity  debaters  and  orators,  which  will 
have  for  its  main  purpose  the  control  of  the 
inter-collegiate  literary  affairs  of  the  college. 

It  is  proposed  that  there  be  three  grades 
of  membership — active,  consisting  of  the 
'varsity  men;  associate,  including  freshmen 
and  society  debaters;  and  Alumni.  The 
Club  is  modeled  after  the  Platform  Club  of 
Chicago,  which,  so  far  as  known,  is  the  only 
one  of  its  kind  in  the  west. 

The  lack  of  firm  central  organization 
and  control  along  literary  lines  has  been 
much  in  evidence  during  the  debates  of  the 
past  year.  The  Freshmen  debates,  the 
Inter-society  debates,  the  Inter-collegiate 
debates  and  Oratorical  contests,  will  all 
come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  club,  the 
powers  formerly  held  by  the  literary  socie- 
ties being  held  by  it.  The  club  will  have  a 
pin,  and  become  one  of  the  honorary  socie- 
ties of  the  college,  the  pin  taking  the  place 
of  the  athletic  "L.  F." 


VESPERS. 

The  Vesper  services  last  Sunday  were 
conducted  by  Dr.  Boyle.

Genevieve  Appleton  Alfred  spent  the 
year  18991900  in  Lake  Forest  College  as  a 
special  student.  While  her  residence  as  a 
student  was  brief,  her  frequent  visits  to 
the  home  of  her  sister,  Mrs.  James  P.  Whyte, 
made  her  well  known  in  Lake  Forest,  where 
she  formed  a  large  circle  of  friends.  To 
them  the  sudden  ending  of  her  sweet  and 
beautiful  life  comes  as  a  tremendous  blow. 
She  seemed  one  of  those  who  are  so  beauti- 
ful and  radiant,  in  person  and  in  spirit,  that 
we  assume  that  death  can  be  their  portion 
only  in  old  age. 

Less  than  six  months  ago,  on  Decem- 
ber 28,  1905,  Miss  Alfred  was  married  to 
Mr.  C.  R.  Cook,  of  Chicago,  and  went  to 
make  her  home  in  Edgewater.

BELOIT  CRITICISES. 


Article  in  "Round  Table"  Roasts   LaKe  Forest- 
Beloit  Freshmen  Debate. 

An  article  in  the  "Round  Table"  of  re- 
cent date,  criticising  the  Lake  Forest  man- 
agement of  the  freshmen  debate  with  that 
college,  was  posted  upon  the  bulletin  board, 
and  was  the  subject  for  considerable  com- 
ment. The  fact  that  much  of  the  argument 
of  the  Beloit  critic  is  justified,  makes  it  im- 
possible for  us  to  "come  back"  with  any 
degree  of  impertinence.  It  is  a  reminder 
which  we  can  take  to  heart.  It  was  gener- 
erally  conceded  by  the  old  debaters  of  the 
college  that  the  Lake  Forest  team  deserved 


to  win  the  debate,  and  such  criticism  in  our 
college  is  apt  to  be  candid.  The  fact  that 
one  of  the  judges  was  late  was  no  fault  of 
our  management.  But  the  fact  that  the 
Beloit  men  were  not  treated  in  a  manner 
which  would  leave  them  pleased  in  their  re- 
lations with  us,  is  deplorable. 

For  Beloit,  as  a  sister  college,  we  have 
the  greatest  respect,  and  it  is  unfortunate 
that  such  a  cause  for  dissatisfaction  should 
arise.  Under  the  rule  of  our  new  Platform 
Club,  it  is  hoped  that  our  debates  will  be 
carefully  managed,  and  responsibility  for 
the  entertainment  of  our  visitors  be  placed 
in  able  hands.  Visitors,  even  though  they 
be  freshmen,  are  entitled    to    consideration.

I.  Any  student,  wishing  to  become  a 
candidate  for  any  position  on  the 
STENTOR  Board,  shall  present  in 
writing  his  name  and  the  position 
for  which  he  wishes  to  be  a  candi- 
date, to  the  chairman  of  the  Sen- 
ior Committee  at  least  one  week 
before  the  election. 
II.  No  student  shall  be  considered  a 
candidate  who  does  not  signify 
his  intention  as  thus  specified. 

III.  One  week  before    the    election  the 

nominations  shall  be  closed.  The 
Senior  Committee  shall  then  pub- 
lish the  full  list  of  the  candidates. 
This  list  shall  remain  posted  upon 
the  college  bulletin  boards  for 
one  week  preceding  the    election. 

IV.  If   at  the    time    of   the    closing   of 

nominations  no  candidate  has 
appeared  for  any  position  the 
Senior  Committee  shall  have  the 
power  of  selecting  a  candidate  for 
that  position. 
V.  The  details  of  each  particular  elec- 
tion shall  be  regulated  by  the 
Senior  Committee  having  the 
election  in  charge.

He  said  the  students  should  pay 
their  promised  assessments.  He  also 
favored  cutting  down  expenses  in  all  lines- 
His  suggestion  for  raising  more  money  was 
to  either  increase  the  athletic  fee  or  systema- 
tize the  subscription  method  of  getting 
money  from  the  townspeople.

Another  Year 
of  History. 

Commencement  comes  again, — again 
the  staid  professors  don  their  robes  of  learn- 
ing and  confer  degrees  upon  those  who 
have  finished  their  appointed  course,  and 
the  wheels  of  the  Juggernaut  of  Time  grind 
on.  It  is  an  hour  for  reflection  and  serious 
thought.  We  undergraduates,  if  fate  is  kind, 
shall  next  year  or  the  year  thereafter  par- 
take in  the  same  ceremony,  and  go  out  with 
our  college  training  to  see  what  the  world  is 
like.  And  the  question  comes,  what  are  we 
here  for?  To  learn  to  think;  to  think  seri- 
ously, consistently.  If  we  fail  in  that,  our 
diploma   is    a    piece    of   blank    paper,  good 


only  as  a  charm  wherewith  to  cause  the 
ignorant  to  believe  us  wise.

More  important  than 
large  enrollment,  or  new  buildings,  for  these 
are  but  means  to  the  fulfillment  of  a  purpose, 
which,  if  unaccomplished,  render  the  means 
an  idle  waste  of  time  and  money;  make  the 
spending  of  such  money  a  crime  against 
society. 

If  this  be  treason,  make  the  most  of  it. 
While  others  are  handing  out  advice  on  a 
salary,  ours  is  free  with  the  paper.  Conse- 
quently it  may  be  figured  out  that  ours  is 
worth  nothing.  But  in  no  spirit  of  harsh- 
ness or  unfairness  do  we  say  that  our  college 
can  improve  in  the  matter  of  serious  appli- 
cation to  the  ma'ter  in  hand.  Most  colleges 
can.  We,  as  loyal  Lake  Foresters,  can  do  a 
great  work  for  ourselves  and  alma  mater,  if 
we  go  out  into  the  world  prepared  to  make 
records  for  both,  and  don't  forget  that  foot- 
ball is  conducive  to  such  results. 

An  Important 
Need. 

It  has  been  recently  brought  to  our 
notice,  through  the  track  meets,  that  what 
our  athletes  need,  more  than  anything  else, 
is  a  good  indoor  running  track.  The  pres- 
ent gym  track  is  an  ankle  hitter.     It   is    not 
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banked  enough  to  allow  a  man  to  get  up 
speed,  and  the  turns  being  short,  the  man 
who  makes  them  faster  than  a  walk  is  liable 
to  find  his  angle  of  inclination  in  disagree- 
ment with  his  angle  of  contact,  which  is  con- 
ducive to  crutches. 

A  good,  scientifically  constructed  track 
could  be  built  for  a  moderate  sum,  and 
would  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  college. 
In  talking  this  matter  over  with  various 
people,  we  learn  that  the  matter  has  been 
considered  by  the  authorities,  but  has  not 
been  acted  upon.  Without  being  imperti- 
nent, we  want  to  call  attention  to  the  value 
of  such  an  innovation,  and  hope  that  it  can 
be  installed.  Our  distance  runners  labor 
under  a  handicap,  and  our  gym  workers  are 
at  present  denied  the  best  lung-developer  in 
the  world, — during  the  winter  months. 

The  "Stentor" 
Elections. 

As  this  is  the  last  issue  of  the  year,  we 
wish  to  call  attention  to  a  few  flaws  in  the 
new  system  of  election  to  the  STENTOR, 
which  can  be  easily  remedied.  What  action 
will  be  taken  in  the  meeting  on  Tuesday 
we  do  not  know,  but  in  order  to  be  sure 
that  the  points  are  not  overlooked,  we  call 
attention  to  them  now.  As  at  present  in- 
tended, each  candidate  announces  the  office 
which  he  is  to  run  for,  and  can  run  for  no 
other.  This  year  two  men,  of  high  ability, 
are  candidates  for  the  editorship.  The 
man  who  is  defeated  cannot  fill  the  position 
of  second  importance,  that  of  news  editor 
ship,  though  either  man,  by  reason  of  expe- 
rience, should  be  better  than  the  candidates 
applying  for  that  position.  We  are  going 
to  lose  some  good  men  by  that  plan.  Can 
we  afford  it?  A  change  nf  two  or  three 
words  in  the  constitution  would  remedy  the 
situation. 

Where  we  have  only  one  candidate  for 
a  position,  he  is  elected  "a  priori."  We  are 
not  apt  to  secure  the  best  results  in]this 
manner.     Out  often  men    trying   for    posi- 


tions, four  men  of  inferior  calibre  might  be 
chosen  by  the  present  system.  Otherwise 
the  present  plan  is  an  advance.  Let  some 
action  be  taken  in  the  matter. 


NEW  CONSTITUTION  ADOPTED   BY    THE    ATH- 
LETIC ASSOCIATION. 


Radical  Changes  Made.     Class  Representatives 
To  Be  Done  Away  With. 

Last  Monday  evening  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Athletic  Association  there  was  presented 
a  new  constitution,  which,  with  a  few  minor 
changes,  was  adopted  in  place  of  the  old 
one. 

The  new  constitution  is  a  radical  de- 
parture from  the  original  in  several  respects. 
In  tne  fiist  place,  the  old  '<:ie  was  based 
upon  the  false  theory  that  the  lioard  of  Con- 
trol was  of  more  importance  than  the  Asso- 
ciation itself,  as  is  illustrated  by  the  fact 
that  the  Board  heretofore  has  elected  the 
officers  of  the  Association,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  president.  According  to  the  new 
constitution  the  Association  is  sovereign, 
and  the  Board  merely  a  delegated  body. 

The  second  important  change  was  the 
dropping  of  class  representatives  from  the 
Board.  Beside  these  two  important  changes 
there  were  a  few  minor  ones,  such  as  giving 
captains  only  of  the  football,  baseball  and 
track  teams  seats  on  the  Board:  and  defin- 
ing more  precisely  the  duties  of  the  Board, 
and  of  manageis  of  teams. 

The  By-laws  consist  of  rules  governing 
the  awarding  of  monograms,  and  a  set  of 
eligibility  rules,  which  are  somewhat  similar 
to  the  rules  adopted  in  1903.

On  Thursday,  May  31st,  the  Academy 
Committee  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Farwell,  Mr. 
Baker,  Mr.  Dick  and  Mr.  Norton,  entertained 
the  whole  Academy  at  luncheon  in  the  Polo 
Room  of  the  Onwentsia  Club.  After  lunch 
the  fellows  enjoyed  the  use  of  the  golf  course 
and  the  tennis  courts  for  the  remainder  oi 
the  afternoon.  During  the  luncheon  an  an- 
nouncement was  made  that  caused  much 
enthusiasm,  and  that  was  that  the  Academy 
will  have  a  gymnasium  next  fall.  Sufficient 
money  had  been  subscribed  to  make  the 
project  a  go. 

The  building  will  contain  clear  floor 
space  to  the  extent  of  45  by  90  feet.  This 
will  give  a  chance  not  only  for  basket  ball 
and  indoor  baseball,  but  for  cage  work  for 
outdoor  ball  as  well.  The  end  of  the  build- 
ing will  be  devoted  to  hand  ball  courts.
